It includes personal testimonies from 
four of the local women in prison, as well as 
news footage and facts on abuse-related 
deaths in the Boston area.

AT NINETY 


“Ninetieth-birthday boy” seems like an 


| oxymoron. But there can be no doubt that 
| venerable theater critic Elliot Norton, new- 
| ly minted nonagenarian, was star of the 


Eleventh Annual Elliot Norton Awards, 


| distributed on May 17 at the Boston Park 


Plaza Hotel. 
The celebration of Boston’s theater 


| scene took place on Norton’s birthday, 


and served as a dual awards ceremony and 
birthday bash, complete with Western 
Union greeting cards from the likes of 
Katharine Hepburn and Arthur Miller and 
on-scene toasts by, among others, actress 
Julie Harris and Kennedy Center founder 
Roger Stevens. Longtime WGBH presi- 
dent David O. Ives even exhibited the 
bravery to tootle a tribute — to the tune of 
“Camelot” — to “Elli-ot.” 

Among the winners, the big surprise was 
actress Lynn Redgrave, who received the 
Elliot Norton Medal for her performance 
at Symphony Hall of the extraordinary 
compendium of Shakespearean wizardry 
(Redgrave promised to split the $1000 
honorarium with her co-author) and lone- 
ly-childhood reminiscence called Shake- 
speare Jor My Father. The one-person play

Huntington Theatre Company stalwart

standing Boston director; and the newly in- 
augurated Robert Edmond Jones Prize, for 
design, was accepted by Sarah Caldwell on 
behalf of Helen Pond and Herbert Senn. 
Actress Claire Bloom, becoming as well 
known for her one-woman Shakespeare 
portraits as for Limelight and Brideshead 
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Revisited, was honored with a Lifetime 
Achievement Award, and playwright Ter- 
rence McNally (also a recent Tony nomi- 
nee, for the book of Kiss of the Spider- 
woman) received kudos for Creative 
Achievement. 

Special Honors were awarded to the Bos- 
ton Ballet’s teaching/outreach program 
Citydance, choreographer Beth Soll, 
Celebrity Series impresario Walter Pierce, 
and outgoing Boston Pops eminence John 
Williams. Kitty Carlisle Hart was guest of 
honor at the long, star-studded festivity, at 
the end of which it was finally decided, re- 
garding Norton and guests, to let them eat 
cake.

THE POLITICS 
OF CANCER 


The Women’s Community Cancer Pro- 
ject plans to picket the American Cancer 
Society’s local headquarters at 247 Comm 
Ave this Monday, May 24, from 11:30 
a.m. to I p.m. 

Two issues have prompted the protest. 
“One is that the American Cancer Society 
has these guidelines that call for mammog- 
raphy for women under 50,” says Rita 
Arditti, a member of the four-year-old 
community group. “There’s no scientific 
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evidence that women under 50 benefit 
from mammography. Unless there’s a ben- 
efit, women should not be exposed to un- 
necessary radiation.” 

The other concern is that the cancer so- 
ciety has been quiet about probable envi- 
ronmental causes of cancer. “They’ve nev- 
er come out against toxic waste, herbi- 
cides, pesticides, hormones, or radiation,” 
Arditti says. “They didn’t support the 
Clean Air Act and the Toxic Substances 
Control Act. They have never supported 
occupational-safety standards. It’s a suspi- 
cious silence.” 

The American Cancer Society defends 
its actions. “We don’t have any plans to 
change our mammography guidelines,” 
says spokeswoman Karen Rouse, who dis- 
parages the Canadian study that found no 
benefit from mammography for women 
under 50, calling it a government-instigat- 
ed cost-cutting measure. Rouse adds that 
the National Cancer Institute, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, and the Ameri- 
can College of Radiology aren’t changing 
their guidelines, either. 

As for the ACS’s alleged silence on pos- 
sible environmental causes of cancer, 
Rouse says: “We’re not silent at all. Basi- 


cally, this whole protest is an outburst of 


frustration.” 


RED-FACED 
REPORTER 


Writer John Powers’s ode to fat and 
calories in the May 16 Boston Globe Mag- 
azine was a. spirited repudiation of the “eat 
lite and live longer” crowd. But his essay 
also highlighted the Icad-time problem 
with those Sunday magazines. In his big 
wind-up, Powers declares that “my role 
model is Red Auerbach, the old Celtics 
coach who lives on cigars and Chinese 
food, most of it wolfed down at midnight. 
‘Ahh, that clean living,’ he growls, waving 
a Havana. ‘It’ll kill you every time.’ ” 

Problem was that on the morning Pow- 
ers’s piece appeared, the stogie-smokin’ 
and MSG-lovin’ Red was bunking at 
Mass General after procedures to clear 
blocked arteries. (The cantankerous Auer- 
bach managed to talk his docs out of a 
major operation, but the prognosis for 
heart-bypass surgery in the next six 
months is 50-50). 

“I said, ‘Jesus, Red. Nice timing,’ ” re- 
counts Powers, who notes that his dead- 
line for the piece was April 8, and when 
Red’s hospitalization became known the 
production process was too far along for 
corrections. But in an effort to redeem his 
cardiovascular hero, Powers brightly adds, 
“Red’s about 75. He’s pretty much beyond 
the odds.” 

Powers also says that the unrepentant 
Red’s first request after the minor surgery 
was for a corned-beef sandwich.

KEVIN FROM HEAVEN 
10 years ago: May 24, 1983

that he laundered kickback money through his employees’ | 
bank accounts into a birthday-party fund for his wife, US | 
Attorney William Weld sent some 50 federal agents to the | 
houses of about 25 current and former city workers to is- 
sue subpoenas. The wife of one of the employees told re- 
porter Michael Rezendes about her run-in with the feds. 
“*The screen door was locked, and I kept them outside,’ 
she said. ‘They wouldn’t tell me what the investigation was 
all about, so I told them to get off my property and beat it. 
They know they can go to my husband’s office any time to | 
deliver their subpoena. They have no right to come to | 
someone’s home and embarrass them in front of their | 
neighbors. They were pulling Nazi tactics like the Gestapo. | 
Hey, this is America.’ ” 


PULLING THE PLUG 
15 years ago: May 23, 1978 
> In her story on the judiciary’s role in right-to-die cases, re- 
porter Dianne Dumanoski spoke with Tom Hayes, who de- 
scribed his anguish over taking his infant son, who was dying 
of a genetically transmitted disease, off a life-support system. 
“We could have left the child the way he was until the end 
came, but we decided not to,” he told her. “We felt he had 
suffered enough. I’d go to the hospital and hold him in my | 
arms and rock him to sleep and suddenly he’d get ashen- 
looking. You’d know he was going into one of his attacks. 
“It was bad enough what we went through without hav- 
ing to go to court and be exposed to the press and endure 
adverse reactions from other people,” Tom continued. 
“People just don’t understand. We thought it should be a 
private thing between us and the hospital, like it was with 
Tommy [his first son, who died of the same disease]. And 
why should we have to bear the expense of a lawyer?” 


1 SPY 








20 years ago: May 22, 1973 


» In the wake of the Watergate scandal, Martin Lomasney 
Jr. learned from an unnamed source that campaign spying 
is common and widespread. 

“I was almost caught once,’ he recalled. ‘Back in 1971 I 
broke into a campaign trailer of Louise Day Hicks for —. 
Someone saw me and I almost got nailed. Even then I 
managed to get away with some good stuff and still make it 
look like a burglary, not anything political.’ It was a break- 
in that received some coverage from the local press — a 
mayoral-campaign sidebar at most. No one attributed any- 
thing political to it. And it is doubtful that Hicks ever sus- 
pected who did it.” 


BUDDY RICH 

25 years ago: May 22, 1968 

» Myer Kutz effused over the speed and precision of jazz 
drummer Buddy Rich. 

“His combination of public posturing and hard work 
makes him a jazz-drummer version of Norman Mailer. He 
is incredibly fast, probably the fastest drummer alive, but 
he is precise and always under control. He breaks count- 
less drumsticks and mops himself with numerous towels as 
he drives his band relentlessly. His enthusiasm and indus- 
try are contagious, and he is a first-rate leader.”

Why reporters swoon over 


Bill Weld’s sweet nothings 


by Mark Jurkowitz 


couple of veteran Globe 

State House staffers were 

spotted the other day at a 

Bowdoin Street coffee 

shop by Jack Corrigan, an 
assistant Norfolk County district attorney 
who not that long ago was a key operative 
for Governor Michael Dukakis. 

“Ah,” said Corrigan, flashing his famous 
half-smile, half-snecr. “The soft-on-Weld 
brigade.” 

| It’s hard to find two more diverse press 
subjects than late Dukakis and early Weld. 
When Dukakis returned to Massachusetts 
— to face an angry electorate and a nasty 
budget crisis — after his losing presiden- 
tial campaign, local journalists descended 
on him like starving locusts. The low point 
came late in 1988, when the once-syco- 
phantic Globe editorial page assailed him 
and ominously declared: “The party’s 

| over.” 

A few years later, many observers be- 

| lieve his successor, Bill Weld, has so far

enjoyed not only a party, but a dewy-eyed 
honeymoon with the press corps. 

“Do I think Weld tends to get a free 
ride? Yes,” asserts Jim Braude, executive 
director of the Tax Equity Alliance for 
Massachusetts (TEAM) and a sworn foe 
of the governor. 

“I think it’s been incredibly easy,” says 
Jerry Berger, a former State House UPI 
staffer who now teachers journalism at 
Northeastern. “Maybe it’s a reflection of 
all the crap Dukakis took and all the crap 
in the Silber campaign. Weld’s election 
signaled a return to peace, and the press 
signed on to it.” 

“I do think there’s peace in this building 
that’s reflected in the press,” says the gov- 
ernor. This pax Weld has been maintained 
not only by a muffled Democratic opposi- 
tion, but by a State House press corps 
that, in recent years, has grown leaner but 
not meaner. 

That’s not to say, however, that Weld’s 
sitting in a cease-fire zone. 

“I don’t think there’s been a lack of 
head-hunting by the State House press 
corps,” says Weld, rattling off a list of 
tough stories he’s had to read. Adds Bos- 
ton Herald State House staffer Robert 
Connolly, “The papers have taken their 
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share of whacks at him on all manner of 
things, from patronage to privatization 
measures gone awry.” 

Truth is, many of Weld’s recent clip- 
pings won’t go in the family scrapbook. 
The Herald recently blew out page one to 
attack cronyism at the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles; the governor’s new welfare-re-

form proposal got a rough response in the 
media; and Weld has squirmed uneasily in 
the reflected glare of two alcohol-related 
scandals: the drunk-driving arrest of for- 
mer White House political director Ron 
Kaufman, who'd been imbibing at Weld’s 
house the night he was arrested, and a 
similar pinch of Daniel Harrington, a gu-

Weld aides can also 
cite a few earlier feeding 
frenzies, like the attack 
on the Commonwealth 
Business Council, a 
fundraising group dis- 
banded after revelations 
that it promised paying 
members access to the 
administration.

Herald editorial-page 
editor Shelly Cohen 
called “his own Willie 
Horton” and the corre- 
sponding bad press 
when Michael Kelley was

lating for more than two years,” Weld 
notes, a touch bemusedly. “I thought 
it was a joke.” 

But despite some negative stories 
and the enmity of much of the 
Globe’s liberal op-ed line-up, two 
fundamental — and interlocking — 
truths remain. The State House press 
corps likes Bill Weld. And to date, he 
has managed to avoid the kind of re- 
curring bad headlines that can create 
serious political problems, as the 
sleaze rap did with Ed King or the ar- 
rogance label did with Michael 
Dukakis. 

“What happened in the Dukakis 
and King administrations is that every 
story was hung on another story,” 
says Democratic consultant 
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“right on taxes, left on sex.” But most 
critically, Weld — unlike many pols 
— doesn’t seem to view the media as 
an occupational hazard. 

“I always thought of the press as 
natural allies because of the way I 
came in as a prosecutor,” says Weld, 
the former US attorney who conduct- 
ed a very high-profile investigation of 
Kevin White’s City Hall. There is of- 
ten a symbiosis between prosecutors 
seeking convictions and reporters 
seeking leaks. And don’t underesti- 
mate the influence of his two negative 
role models, Richard Nixon — whom 
he investigated as associate minority 
counsel for the House Judiciary 
Committee — and former attorney 
general Ed Meese, from whose 
stench-filled Justice Department 
Weld resigned. 

“Neither of those guys liked the 
press,” says Weld. “They were be- 


Channel 56. “You’ve got to give 
credit to his handlers.” Much of that 
credit goes to an efficient press op- 
eration spearheaded by former Low- 
ell Sun reporter Ray Howell. “The 
best thing Weld has going for him is 
Ray Howell,” says Goldman. “How- 
ell understands that the message is 
consistency.” 

There are two basic tenets to the 
governor’s media game. plan: don’t 
get mad and don’t let bad news fes- 
ter. The first is a reflection of the 
governor’s own c’est la vie attitude 
toward the news. “I don’t take it per- 
sonally,” he says, acknowledging that 
only one story — an unflattering 
Globe profile of his wife, Susan, that 
portrayed her as aloof and graceless 
— raised his hackles. Weld doesn’t 
bitch to aides when the press whacks 





away, and they in turn, don’t take it | 


out on the reporters.

We like Bill 

Bill Weld got an early 
Christmas present on May 6 
when usually acerbic New 
York Times columnist 
William Safire penned a 
valentine hyping him for the 
GOP ’96 ticket. 

Weld, who’d never met 
Safire before their breakfast 
meeting in Boston that 
sparked the piece, began the 
session by effusively compli- 
menting the columnist on 
his 1977 novel, Full Disclo- 
sure. “It was all coasting from there,” 
Weld quips. 

Bill Weld knows that the way to a 
journalist’s heart detours through the 
ego. And therein lies the secret of 
much of his success. 

“You need to have a historical 
overview,” says Goldman. “Dukakis 
barely tolerated the press. King hated 
the press. Silber despised the press. 
And Weld sort of likes them.” 

“He’s obviously a lot more affable 
than Dukakis,” says Phillips, the 
Globe’s State House bureau chief, 
who believes he’s been as tough on 
Weld as on Dukakis and is viewed as 
one of the governor’s primary press 
tormentors. But even Phillips found 
himself among those sitting with the 
Big Redhead during a 1991 Grateful 
Dead concert at the Boston Garden, 
in a box purchased by Weld political 
consultant Charlie Manning. 

Deadhead Weld shares a cultural 
affinity with Baby Boomer reporters 
who, like him, grew up on the Three 
Stooges and the Rolling Stones. And 
it’s a pretty good bet that a bunch of 
thirtysomething journalists making 
$40,000 to $60,000 a year and trying 
to manage a first mortgage and new 
baby are generally receptive to what 
the Times called Weld’s philosophy of 
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DAMAGE CONTROL: Weld quickly came clean on the Kaufman 








grudging with information..I try to 
steer a million miles from that kind of 
attitude.” 

Weld’s chumminess with the State 
House press corps may have reached 
unprecedented heights during his oc- 
casional “board of education” ses- 
sions. At these informal, off-the- 
record gatherings, the governor and 
the press casually shot the bull and 
sipped shots. Sensitized by the em- 
barrassing Kaufman and Harrington 
incidents, the “board of education,” 
at least for now, has had its last call. 

It’s hard to quantify just how much 
this era of good feeling has influenced 
what reporters write about Weld. But 
in a business where a headline, the 
phrasing of the lead, or a descriptive 
adjective can make or break a pol — 
I give you the “Dukakis surtax” and 
Ed King’s lobster lunches as exhibits 
A and B — it can’t hurt. 

As AP staffer and State House 
Press Association president Eve Ep- 
stein says of Weld: “Are people sort 
of gunning for him? No.” 


Playing the press 

“Weld is not always media-savvy 
himself,” says Jon Keller, who has 
covered the State House for the Tab

| The vacuum on the Hill

It also translates into better press for 
Weld. “To the degree that there hasn’t 
been an effective Democratic opposition, | 
think it’s becn tougher from a policy 
standpoint for a reporter to go at Weld,” 
Lehigh says. 

There are a number of reasons for the 
relative silence to date. Some Democrats 
signed on to much of Weld’s agenda. And 
as Jim Braude points out, a party carrying 
around the weight of State Representative 
Kevin Fitzgerald’s bag-lady scandal (he in- 
herited a fortune from a seemingly desti- 
tute woman he’d befriended) and former 
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state representative John McNeil’s legal 
problems (he’s been convicted of shaking 
down businesses and has been accused of 
videotaping his babysitter having sex) can’t 
exactly take the moral high ground on eth- 
ical issues. 

“I think what has been missing mostly is 
a strong, coherent, opposition voice. The 
Democrats have not been an opposition 
party for a long time,” says State Repre- 
sentative Mark Roosevelt, who is planning 
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Weld — combined with the media-staff 
cutbacks — seems to have taken some of 
the steam out of the State House press 
corps as well. Beacon Hill’s once-compet- 
itive TV news wars have now dramatically 
petered out, and as Braude notes, “the 
only time you now see four or five cam- 
eras up there is when Weld holds a press 
conference.”

the number of potent press voices and left 
the real power to influence public debate 
largely in the hands of Boston’s two 
dailies. 

It’s a mini-version of what happened at 
Boston City Hall, where Ray Flynn’s grip 
on power, the lack of political opposition, 
and tightening resources took much of the 
feistiness out of a press corps that had 
swarmed all over Kevin White. 


As the worm turns? 

On April 28, Globe columnist Bob Kutt- 
ner could take it no more. Declaring 
“Weld has gotten the freest of free rides,” 
Kuttner implored everyone from Braude to

Flynn to challenge the governor. 

Perhaps that blast portends a cure to the 
lingering case of political laryngitis that 
has afflicted the Democrats. 

“The worm has begun to turn,” says 
Fehrnstrom, noting that with an election 
year looming, the Democrats finally seem 
ready for conflict. He points to the in- 
creasingly harsh criticism of administra- 
tion hiring practices emanating from 
House Post Audit and Oversight Commit- 
tee chairman William Nagle. And Fehrn- 
strom was recently buttonholed in the halls 
by Energy Committee chairman Al Her- 
ren, who was all hot to trash an adminis- 
tration proposal. “Give me a call, I want to 
get my shots in,” Herren told him. 

Of course, a full-fledged, press-scruti- 
nized attack on Weld’s tenure won’t hap- 
pen until the governor’s race is joined in 
earnest and the party is energized from the 
top down. And that, Braude says, depends

ichelangelo Signorile, 
author of the just-re- 
leased Queer in Amer- 
ica, is the bad boy of 
gay-and-lesbian jour- 
nalism. As a columnist for the now-defunct 
New York-based magazine OutWeek, he 
ranted and raved against the closeted pow- 
erful, revealing the homosexuality of such 
self-proclaimed hets as Liz Smith, David 
Geffen, and the late Malcolm Forbes. 

Two summers ago, in an Advocate cover 
story, Signorile outed Pentagon spokes- 
man Pete Williams. He did so, he says, to 
highlight both the ban on lesbians, gay 
men, and bisexuals in the military

my mission to try to correct that. 

I think the closet is probably the greatest 
tool used against us. If we were visible 
throughout society in the numbers we are 
in reality, it would be much more difficult 
for the right wing to push its agenda. The 
biggest tool they have is our invisibility. It 
helps them to foster the notion that 
1) there’s not that many of us and 2) we 
are all child molesters or sex maniacs or 
whatever. Because as long as we stay in the 
closet, they can keep perpetuating these 
stereotypes. If we were all to come out and 
to show them that we were among their 
top movie stars and politicians, it would be 
a big blow. 

When it comes to visibility, the main dif- 
ference between us and the black commu-

and the double standard in mili- 
tary employment. Williams nei- 
ther confirmed or denied the al- 
legations. 

Signorile’s strategy has been 
criticized by many within and 
outside the lesbian-and-gay com- 
munity. Some say outing is an in- 
vasion of privacy. Others ask 
what good it does the movement 
if prominent individuals have to 
be dragged from the closet kick- 
ing and screaming. 

All along, however, Signorile 
has maintained that outing is a 
matter of principle. He outs only 
those he believes are involved in 
anti-gay activities, or celebrities 
who socialize publicly within gay- 
and-lesbian circles. 

Despite Signorile’s previous 
life as a paid planter of dirt in

dia, and the Closets of Power 
(Random House, 378 pages, 
$23) is no tell-all. One part of it is an in- 
depth discussion of the closet. The other is 
an in-depth description of how Signorile 
has almost single-handedly transformed 
the American political landscape. It’s the 
former subject we chose to discuss. 
€ 

Q: Since most of our readers haven't 
read Queer in America yet, can you tell us 
what it’s about in 25 words or less? 

A: This book is about the closet, and 
what the closet is in this country — how 
it’s constructed, who maintains it, and how 
the dangerous combination of the closet 
and power ultimately affects all of us. 

Gay people — straight people, too, but 
certainly a lot of gay people — have a mis- 
conception about what the closet is. They 
see it as something that we decided to go 
into as adults. They think we just decide to 
keep this part of our lives private, that we 
have this right to go into the closet, and we 
choose to do it. 

In fact, it’s the exact opposite. We were 
forced into the closet as children, and if we 
have any right, it’s to be out of the closet, 
not in it. 

So in the book, I look at how the closet 
is institutionalized from the top down by 
the press, government, and Hollywood, 
and how it oppresses all people in those in- 
dustries and throughout the country. 

Q: How did you arrive at your position 
on outing? 

A: I had come out of the whole gossip 
world, where the closet is incredibly well 
institutionalized. You don’t discuss any- 
one’s homosexuality unless they’ve “admit- 
ted” it. But you glorify heterosexuality and 
heterosexual public figures constantly, and 
report on aspects of their lives that they 
don’t even want made public. And you even 
make homosexual people into heterosexual 
people. So coming out of that and then be- 
ing politicized by the AIDS crisis, it became 








nity is that more of us can pass. But cer- 
tainly not all of us can. And what tends to 
happen is the people getting bashed are the 
butch dykes and the effeminate men and 
the drag queens. They can’t go in the clos- 
et. So they tend to be what’s representative 
of this community. 

So what we have to do is maintain a 
standard in the community — like the 
black community has, like the Jewish com- 
munity has — that passing is not accept- 
able. What we have is the opposite. We’re 
supposed to respect people who are pass- 
ing. We should be not respecting those 
people and totally respecting these people 
who can’t pass. They are the people on the 
edge. 

Q: I’m curious about why you didn’t out 
the congressman you mention in the book 
who was sexually harassing his aides. 

A: In that particular case, I was protect- 
ing the victim, who would only give me his 
story on the condition that I would not only 
not name him, but not name the legislator. 

He has a strange empathy with the legis- 
lator. He sees him as a victim. One of the 
decisions I was faced with throughout the 
book was whether the book was about out- 
ing people and the kind of change that 
could create, or about portraying the clos- 
et. I chose the latter. 

If I was back at OutWeek, I might have 
just outed the man and not given you how 
I know, why I know. But then you 
wouldn’t have gotten the story behind it. 

Q: But since in so many of your columns 
you’ve assumed this mantle of self-righ- 
teousness, not outing him as a sexual ha- 
rasser almost implies that sexual harass- 
ment isn't important. 

In fact, what always used to infuriate me 
about your column in OutWeek was that 
you were so pissed off about homophobia 
and the AIDS crisis, but seemingly little

else. You'd say there’s a crisis going on so you're going to 
take what might be seen as extraordinary measures. 

And there is a crisis going on — an AIDS crisis and a cri- 
sis of homophobia. But there’s also a crisis of racism and 
there’s a crisis of poverty. There are all sorts of other crises. 

A: I certainly agree that all of those areas are areas we all 
need to attack. I do in my personal life all the time. But 
when you are doing what I was doing, you need to be fo- 
cused. It doesn’t mean that I don’t see the connections be- 
tween racism, sexism, and homophobia. There are people 
working on issues of racism, there are people working on 
issues of sexism. . . . | think when we all work together, it 
accomplishes sort of a universal approach. But I think that 
people do have to focus their activities, and that’s what I 
was doing. 

Q: A lot of people, myself included, are generally support- 
ive of outing. But there are concerns about where you draw 
the line. Like outing Jodie Foster after Silence of the Lambs. 
You think the movie is homophobic, and therefore that you 
had the right to out her. But a lot of people disagreed. 

A: There certainly was a major debate about whether the 
film was homophobic. But my position is that that 
shouldn’t be the criterion, because then you’re saying the 
only reason we can discuss someone’s homosexuality is if 
they are in a film we all decide is homophobic. 

Just the fact that there was a debate warranted discus- 


sion of the issue, especially since — as far as I’m con- | 
cerned — she’s very public about her lesbianism. [Though | 
| Foster has never acknowledged in the press that she’s a | 
lesbian, she was a member of a lesbian group at Yale and | 


has socialized in lesbian circles]. 


This debate also brings up the issue of what is being out | 
and what is not being out. Does a person own the right of | 
| disclosure until the very end, until after they’ve told maybe | 


a million people in their own life? How far does it get be- 


the Advocate. She said her mother’s not very comfortable 
with her lesbianism and therefore she doesn’t talk about it a 
lot in the press. 

A: As a human I can relate to that. But as a journalist I 
have to say, “Why do I give k.d. lang and her mother this 
kind of treatment when I don’t give it to someone in an in- 
terracial relationship, or someone having an out-of-wed- 
lock baby?” 

Q: But at the same time, you're opposed to outing people 
with HIV. 

A: I think that somebody’s medical condition, that they 
share with their doctor, is privileged information. 

Q: But part of your argument is that these identities — 
homosexuality or whatever — are stigmatized largely be- 
cause people refuse to acknowledge how prevalent they are. 

A: Right, but there’s a big difference. When you’re talk- 
ing about homosexuality, you’re talking about a communi- 
ty with a history that has spanned decades, a community 
that has struggled and come forward and developed an 
identity, a culture to which people belong, and in which 
people are out to hundreds, perhaps thousands of people. 


The HIV community has not come to that yet. Many | 


people with HIV are only out to their doctor. 

Q: I’m not real supportive of outing people with HIV ei- 
ther, except if someone like Pat Robertson has it. But look at 
Arthur Ashe. After he was outed, he did incredible things for 
AIDS awareness, he raised a huge amount of money before 
he died — things he would never have done unless he was 
outed. : 

And there are people like the poet Assotto Saint, who's 
very open about having AIDS, who say, “Why should we 
collude in other people’s lies?” 

A: I believe that from an activist view, what Assotto says 
is right. But does a journalist have the right to take the ac- 
tivist’s point of view? 

As a journalist, when someone’s homosexuality is perti- 
nent to a story, I should not keep it from the public. 

None of this is meant to provide an outing blueprint that 
has all the answers. It’s the other side that had the formu- 
laic blueprint: you just didn’t write about someone’s homo- 
sexuality, period. 

I don’t for one minute believe that was ever about peo- 
ple’s right to privacy. I think it’s all about homophobia, or 
plain old not wanting to deal with this issue. 


Q: But outing can also be used to buttress homophobia. | 


Take a look at the Advocate’s outing of Louisiana Con- 
gressiman Jim McCrery last summer. 

McCrery, who denied that he’s gay, was re-elected in 
November. But had he not been, had his constituents be- 
lieved that he was gay, they would have voted him out be- 
cause they were homophobic, not because they thought he 
was a hypocrite. 

A: Chris Bull, the journalist, did his job. He’s not re- 
sponsible for how the constituents will interpret it or react 
to it. How Louisiana voters deal with that is their problem, 
and a larger problem of our society. 

McCrery, who has voted anti-gay, is gay — I think the 
mainstream media should have done the story. It’s not 
their job to think about how the public reacts to that. 
Though it would be nice if they also wrote an editorial say- 
ing you shouldn’t not vote for him because he’s gay. 

Q: So you make a big distinction between activist outing 
and journalistic outing. 

A: Yeah, and I think again that there is a gray area. I see 
myself as both the activist and the journalist. And I also 
have the view that in some sense, journalism really is ac- 
tivism and always has been. 

But I try to use the journalist’s sense of what’s ethical 
and apply it to this. I say, “This is pertinent to a news sto- 
ry.” If that’s your criterion for when to report about some- 
one, then journalistic outing fits it. g

s the inky wretch who in- 
troduced “Slick Willie” 
into the political lexicon a 
couple of decades ago, I 
take no great pride of au- 
thorship.

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Slick and empty 


Bill Clinton has plenty of 
positions but no core beliefs 


well-crafted magician’s act. Not much, in 
other words, should have been expected of 
the first few months of his presidency. 

The First 100 Days is an artificial con- 
struct, a political gimmick, an excuse to 
hang a news story on. It refers to Franklin 
Roosevelt’s grand opening in 1933, when 
he found the country not just on its back 
but decomposing. The question then was 
not what he would do to save the country, 
but what he could do. Only in retrospect 
was Roosevelt’s first, action-packed ses- 
sion of Congress tagged “The Hundred 
Days.” To speak of a revolutionary First 
100 Days in our more mundane times is 
merely a case of latter-day presidents try- 
ing to imitate FDR, or perhaps journalists 
willing them to do so. But as with almost 
all his appointments, Bill Clinton is late for 
this one, having been delayed by a fili- 
buster against his spending plans. Nor is 
his promised national health-care plan yet 
in sight. 

For Clinton, it has to be said, has fully 
lived down to expectations. The ranks of 
the betrayed, from Haitian boat people to 
the American middle class, continue to 
grow. For this particular member of the 
middle class, the low point has been his 
acting as negotiator-in-chief with the

armed forces over the issue of homosexu- 
als in the military. The president should 
have ordered an end to discrimination or 
not; instead, he opened negotiations. 
Would it betray any military secret to note 
that our new commander-in-chief seems 
to have no sense of command? 

But is there any graceful way. to say “I 
told you so,” or anything useful to be 
gained by saying it? Does any reader need 
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ney general who never needed to hire a 
nanny. Sometimes the results have been 
anything but comic, as at the burned-over 
territory just outside Waco, Texas — a 
nice town that never asked for any of this.

economic and otherwise. One would have expected a 
politician with Bill Clinton’s superb feel for the initiative to 
remember for just a little longer that he had been elected as 
a New Democrat. Where is all this “bold persistent experi- 
mentation” he was going to borrow from FDR? This ad- 
ministration has been offering only more of the old, failed 
Democratic same. No wonder Clinton seems to have been 
accepted by the Washington establishment quicker than 
anything since honoraria. 

In the war of the think-tanks for influence in this admin- 
istration, the dreary old Brookings Institution, home of 
Democrats past, has routed the new Progressive Policy In- 
stitute.

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he’s assuring Americans — for the moment — that he 
won’t send ground troops. This is an effective way to reas- 
sure the aggressor. Clinton is, of course, full of deep sym- 
pathy for the victims, but in place of action he prefers sen- 
timentalism. It’s cheaper. 

Clinton gets an “E” for emptiness. Ronald Reagan he 
isn’t, even though there was much talk about a Reagan 
model for the Clinton presidency: a few strong themes 
pushed into decisive programs early on. The problemi is 
that Bill Clinton is the exact opposite of Ronald Reagan: he 
knows a lot, but he doesn’t seem to believe in much. And 
what he knows seems to change constantly, swirling from 
day to day, minute to minute — as information will in a 
computerized, televised, Clintonized culture. 

The Hollow Man filled with electronic impulses remains 
hollow. The constant search for new information, com- 
bined with an absence of beliefs, leaves a government al- 
most wholly dependent on experts — just as the attorney 
general was at Ranch Apocalypse. 

What the Clintonized culture hath wrought is summa- 
rized pithily in one of the better chapters of Jack Butler’s 
new novel about Arkansas, Living in Little Rock with Miss 
Little Rock: 


People . . . understood reality as machinery rather 
than God’s own dream of existence, intelligence as in- 
formation rather than judgment . . . 


Information, not judgment. Perhaps the reason this presi- 
dent keeps changing is that information, which he may 
confuse with truth, does. That may be why he has been 
transforming the bully pulpit of the American presidency 
into a vague graduate seminar. 

Behind the talk of action, there appears to be a remark- 
able passivity. The goal becomes How To Act in Appropri- 
ate Ways in the World Toward Which We’re Moving, 
rather than to act and create a world. Not Ronald Reagan 
but a quite different president comes to mind as a model 
for this administration: Jimmy Carter, who was always 
dithering while he waited for the picture to clear. Without 
judgment, it never does. There is always more information 
to process. 

This is an administration that responds so well to events 
and polls that it may prove less a government than a mood. 
From this elastic man, don’t expect leadership. Expect 
smooth changes in position. We have seen only some of the 
first 100 Clintons. QO

all five towns near the base. Underground toxic plumes 
from the reservation have contaminated ponds and private 
wells and are creeping steadily toward municipal water supplies.

Although the military has in recent years begun to 
recognize the enormity of the problem, it continues 
to dismiss the threat its practices pose to public 
health. Its cavalier response to growing concerns has

ous health problem through denial and inaction. 
“The military is the nation’s number-one pol- 
luter,” says Dr. George Ellsworth, chief regional di- 
rector of Physicians for Social Responsibility, a 
coalition of about 20,000 doctors nationwide. “For years, 
it has been dumping toxic substances onto the ground and 
into water systems, and releasing hazardous chemicals 
into the air. At the same time, it has kept secret and cov- 
ered up the release of these contaminants and ignored or

“I’m not aware at all of complaints 
that we’ve been reluctant to acknowl- 
edge the problem,” says Army Colonel 
Gary Thomas, director of the DOD’s 
Program for Development and Assess- 
ment and supervisor of the depart- 
ment’s cleanup division. Noting the 
DOD’s cleanup program began in the 
1970s, before it became “fashionable,” 
Thomas says, “The cleanup of all the 
installations where it is required is def- 
initely a high priority for the depart- 
ment.” 


Behind the veil 

Just how military contamination was 
permitted to reach such critical levels 
can be summed up in two words: 
sovereign immunity. For more than 40 
years the military was able to avoid 
public scrutiny by cloaking its haz- 
ardous-waste-disposal practices under 
the veil of national security. Its military 
status also allowed it to operate out- 
side the restrictions and oversight of 
environmental laws that apply to pri- 
vate industry. 

But last year’s passage of the Feder- 
al Facilities Compliance Act was a 
large step toward toxic glasnost and 
holding the military responsible for its 
deeds. The law strips military bases 
and other federal facilities of their im- 
munity and for the first time allows 
them to be penalized for violating state 
and federal hazardous- and solid- 
waste laws. 

Many military facilities are now be- 
ginning to assess the extent of their 
contaminants and, in some cases, de- 
velop remediation plans. And to help 
restore citizen confidence, some bases 
have gone so far as to include on their 
study committees the same protesters 
whom they previously considered sub- 
versives. That’s not to say the military 
has come to any environmental 
epiphany — at some installations it’s 
still quite the contrary. But even the 
most strident activists admit that the 
military’s acknowledgement of the 
problem is an improvement from the 
days of complete denial. 

Before the Federal Facilities Compli- 
ance Act was passed, the only military 
sites that received any substantive at- 
tention were those with large enough 
hazardous-waste problems — like the 
Upper Cape and Fort Devens — to be 
placed on the US Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s Superfund list in the 
mid-1980s. But progress has been 
painfully slow even at those sites. To 
date, not one base cleanup has been 
finished at the more than 100 facilities 
covered by Superfund, and most of the 
toxic-site cleanup efforts have yet to 
move beyond the study stage. 

At the forefront of the change in law 
was the Military Toxics Project, for- 
merly part of the now-defunct Boston- 
based National Toxics Campaign 
Fund. The project, with thousands of 
members, has formed a network of 
some 1300 community groups to con- 
front the problem. Because many of 
the military’s practices were, and still 
are, standard throughout the country, 
the member groups have been able to 
share data and compile some of the 
best evidence to date on the military’s 
toxic legacy. 

“We've come to learn that the mili- 
tary is a worse polluter than any com- 
mercial polluter we’ve heard of,” says 
Cathy Hinds, director of the Military 
Toxics Project. “We have a serious sit- 
uation. It should be of great concern 
to the communities. The severity of 
the problem is a shocker to a lot of 
people.” 

And with toxins showing up in 
wildlife and drinking-water supplies, 
along with the military’s qualified ac- 
knowledgement of the problem, it’s be- 
coming less difficult to convince even 
the staunchest of patriots that their 
government exposed them to some of 
the most toxic compounds known. 

Although the DOD may be coming 
around to accepting some cleanup re- 
sponsibility for its installations — bud- 
geting $1.2 billion for the cleanup pro- 
gram in 1993 — it has been less will- 
ing to concede that the tons of poly- 
chlorinated biphenyls (PCBs), heavy 
metals, toxic solvents, jet fuel, and 
many other contaminants that it un- 
leashed into the environment have 
caused any public-health problems. 

“I’m not sure all the experts agree 
that there is definitely a link between 
the practices and human-health prob-

Military use: propellant containing 
2,4-DNT is burned during artillery 
firing practice 

Health effects: suspected carcino- 
gen

dustrial detergents 

Health effects: known carcinogen 
shown to cause leukemia; associat- 
ed with chromosome damage 


Chemical: trichloroethylene (TCE) 
Military use: degreasing solvent 
Health effects: known carcinogen 


Chemical: dichloroethylene (DCE) 
Military use: solvent 

Health effects: can damage lungs,

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lems,” says the DOD’s Thomas. “I’m not 
aware of any sites that are a current health 


| risk at the present time. If there were, we 


would act immediately to remediate the 
problem. | understand there is a large 
amount of concern in communities about 
potential health problems, and we're 
working with them and the EPA to address 
these concerns.” 

It's this kind of parrying that infuriates 
Hinds. 

“At first they didn’t tell us what was 
there, now they’re saying it’s there and 
there is no threat,” she fumes. 

It’s unclear whether the military’s resis- 


| tance is rooted in fear of legal retribution 
| or in public-image consciousness. What is 
| clear, though, is that the military is using 


the burden-of-proof argument to repel 
charges that by carelessly dumping toxic 
waste it has endangered human health and 
the environment. Considering it took the 
federal government 30 years to prove a di- 
rect link between cigarette smoking and 
lung cancer, sidestepping the connection 


| between military practices and health 


problems is relatively easy. 

Take, for example, the clevated cancer 
levels in the Upper Cape Cod towns of 
Falmouth, Bourne. Sandwich, Mashpee, 
and Barnstable. From 1982 to 1989, the 
Upper Cape’s cancer rate was 23 percent 
above the state average. In 1989 alone, the 
last year for which state health figures are 
available, Upper Cape women contracted 
cancer at a rate 58 percent higher than 
women across the state. The calculation 


| took into account age distribution in each 


town, so a large number of retirees 
wouldn’t skew the results. 

“From 1982 to 1989, we’re talking at 
least 900 extra cases on the Upper Cape,” 


| says Joel Feigenbaum, a college mathemat- 
| ics professor at Cape Cod Community 
| College who for years has tracked cancer 
| rates in the region and is co-founder of 
| Upper Cape Concerned Citizens. “If a 


hurricane caused this kind of destruction, 


| it would be worldwide news.” 


Yet until recently, the news was greeted 
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with what residents considered pathologi- 
cal denial by Massachusetts Military 
Reservation officials. (The reservation is 
home to Otis Air National Guard and 
Camp Edwards Army National Guard.) It 
has taken the better part of a decade for 
officials to acknowledge that: 

¢ the 22,000-acre base, now a Super- 
fund site, contains at least 42 toxic-waste 
sites; 

¢ during firefighting training exercises, 
hazardous waste and old waste oils known 
to contain carcinogens were burned;

¢ while testing aircraft-release mecha- 
nisms, base workers dumped millions of 
gallons of highly toxic aviation fuel into 
the ground; 

* contamination in more than 200 near- 
by private wells came from the base. 


Higher cancer rates 

Upper Cape citizen groups finally per- 
suaded the state to sponsor a Boston Uni- 
versity epidemiological study. The study, 
released last year, found that people living 
within a couple of kilometers of the ar-

tillery firing ranges were twice as likely to 
contract lung and breast cancer as those 
living on the rest of the Upper Cape. The 


state subsequently asked the Army Nation- 
al Guard to stop burning propellant bags 
for artillery and mortar shells that contain 
known carcinogens. 

The Army National Guard resisted and 
produced an open-air study from a mili- 
tary base in Utah that it said showed the 
levels of emissions from burning propel- 
lant bags were too low to cause cancer. 
What the Army neglected to mention, ac-

cording to Physicians for Social Responsi- 
bility, was that the county around the Utah 
base — an unindustrialized region inhab- 
ited by Mormons (who generally are non- 
smokers) — registered a higher rate of 
lung cancer than the rest of the state. 
Whether the elevated rates are linked to 
the propellant bags and/or a nearby smelt- 
ing plant is unknown. 

When Army National Guard officials 
proposed conducting their own burning 
test on the Military Reservation, public op- 
position was so loud that state officials fi- 
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nally ordered a temporary halt to the prac- 
tice. The burning, however, continues at 
bases throughout the rest of the country. 

The underground contaminants headed 
toward Upper Cape municipal water sup- 
plies are another environmental problem 
that has proved to be a raspberry seed in 
the military’s molars. Even though Military 
Reservation officials acknowledge toxins 
have poisoned well water, concede that the | 
full extent of contamination is not known, 
and have drawn up a limited plan to re- 
move the contaminants, they will not ac- 
knowledge the possibility of a threat to hu- 
man health. 

“Based on the information we have, we 
do not believe there is a public-health ef- 
fect due to contamination of groundwa- 
ter,” says Douglas C. Karson, public-af- 
fairs specialist for the base’s Installation 
Restoration Program. 

To address the groundswell of public 
furor, the military enlisted the Agency for 
Toxic Substances and Disease Registry | 
(ATSDR), a part of the National Public | 
Health Service, to perform a health-risk 
assessment. In March, the assessment 
confirmed residents’ suspicions by calling 
the base a “public-health hazard.” 

Yet because of limits ATSDR placed on | 
the assessment’s sample area, both base | 
officials and community activists called its | 
methods, conclusions, and recommenda- | 
tions incomplete. The General Accounting | 
Office, the investigative branch of | 
Congress, echoed that sentiment in a re- | 
cent report about ATSDR’s overall perfor- | 
mance. The report concluded that that | 
ATSDR was producing “seriously defi- 
cient” health assessments that were “not 
useful to EPA or to the state and local gov- | 
ernments.” | 

Nevertheless, the military will pay 
ATSDR to conduct limited health studies | 
recommended by the agency in its initial | 
report. | 

Dr. Jeff Dickey, who practices internal | 
medicine at Somerville Hospital and stud- | 
ies environmental health at the Harvard | 
School of Public Health, believes the ATS- 
DR studies are a waste of money. Calling | 
the situation on the Upper Cape “an in- 
credible disaster,” Dickey says the scope

| too narrow to reach any meaningful con-

The government’s reluctance to conduct 
health studies in communities surrounding 
military installations is even greater in ar- 
eas where the potential hazards have not 


| been fully realized and citizen pressure is 
| not as great as it is on the Upper Cape. 


In towns around the now-decommis- 
sioned Pease Air Force Base, in southeast 
New Hampshire, where many of the same 
burning and dumping practices occurred 
as on the Massachusetts Military Reserva- 
tion, local officials are beginning to express 
concerns similar to those of Upper Cape 
residents in the 1980s. 

“As a resident, I’d al- 
ways noticed the billows 
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she has noticed what seems to be an ab- 
normal number of cancer cases in her 
town. 

“All of a sudden, I said, ‘Wait a minute!’ 
It seemed like such a significant number,” 
says Lamson, who believes a formal cancer 
study may be needed. 

Lamson, who also sits on the base- 
cleanup technical-review committee, says 
that though Pease officials have willingly 
initiated an ecological assessment in towns 
around the base, “they have not been will- 
ing to acknowledge there is a human- 
health threat.” Nor, she says, have they 
conducted a health-risk assessment. The 
state, too, has declined requests for a 
health-risk assessment of Pease land it now 
controls. Ironically, the cost of cleaning up 
the site is now higher than the estimated 
land-sale revenue — $138 million versus 


_ $120 million. 


Menu of toxins 

Officials at the Brunswick Naval Air 
Station, in Maine, have also declined to 
conduct off-base health-risk assessments. 
The station, home to 11 hazardous-waste 
sites, had its most recent toxic episode in 
March, when the Navy acknowledged that 
63,000 gallons of spilled jet fuel had 
moved into surrounding waterways. The 
Navy says it has recovered 45,000 gallons 
so far. (For the record, the 
Brunswick station appears

whether that gives an ac- 
curate picture of the risks. 
Dr. Ted Schettler, who 
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practices occupational medicine in Rock- 
land, Maine, believes that relying exclu- 
sively on cancer studies to document 
health risks ignores many other health 
problems that can result from military- 
originated contaminants. 

“We’re dealing with a whole menu of 
toxins here,” he says, “and there are a 
whole wide range of end points other than 
cancer that ought to be in-

— toxins. Numerous military 
agencies have used the 
Sudbury Annex over the 
years to dispose of haz- 
ardous waste, burn pe- 
troleum, train firefighters, 
bury clothing contaminat- 
ed with mustard gas, and 
test explosives, herbicides, 
and pesticides. 

FOCUS’s test found 
the waters to be a verita- 
ble alchemist’s soup of 
heavy metals, including 
mercury, cadmium, and 
chromium — all of which 
can accumulate in living 
organisms and cause 
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edge the contaminated 
plume poses environmental 
problems and are working, 
under the watchful eye of 
Brunswick Area Citizens for a Safe Envi- 
ronment, to intercept it before it reaches 
the cove. 

But base officials won’t entertain the 
possibility that Harpswell Cove may al- 
ready be contaminated from a toxin-rich 
brook that meanders through the base and 
empties into the cove. The Navy has re- 
fused requests to test water, sediments, 
and tissue samples of the fish and shellfish 
in the cove. 

Schettler believes there is strong motiva- 
tion for the Navy to limit its testing. 

“I think it’s clear that if an organization 
were attempting to define a problem and 
organize an attempt to clean it up,” he 
says, alluding to the Navy, “then it’s obvi- 
ous that they want the scope to be as small 
as possible. Otherwise, they might find 
trouble. You keep looking and you might 
find things that will make it much more 
complex than you thought.” 

Frustrated by the same type of stone-

health problems ranging 
from neurological disor- 
ders to cancer. 

Skeptical of the inde- 
pendent findings, the Army decided to test 
the waters itself in 1991. It recorded simi- 
lar results. The Army, however, found that 
the contaminants not only threatened local 
water supplies, but also had made their 
way into the food chain. Mercury-tainted 
fish were discovered in areas known for 
their golden eagles, which eat fish; the 
areas are host to a variety of other endan- 
gered species. Because of the mercury, the 
state has posted signs warning residents 
not to swim in or eat fish from two lakes. 

After the Army study, the ATSDR was 
commissioned to conduct a health assess- 
ment similar to the one on the Cape. FO- 
CUS’s Cindy Ruzich is equally dissatisfied 
with the progress and purpose of the 
ATSDR assessment. The same bureau- 
cratic maze that continues to infuriate 
residents on the Cape, Ruzich says, ap- 


pears to be another government strategy 


to lull its opposition with seemingly end-

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less and aimless studies. 

“The problem is that in most cases the 
ATSDR has not done its job,” Ruzich 
says. “They have been slow to investigate, 
they’ve missed deadlines, and they've nev- 
er completed the preliminary health as- 
sessment on the Sudbury Annex. As a re- 
sult, we are unable to even deal with them 
on the basis of these studies because 
they’re ‘unofficial.’ ” 

As the studies plod along, Ruzich says, 
the food chain and scores of private wells 
are being threatened by leaching toxins. 
The military, she says, continues to deny 
any significant health hazards stemming 
from Sudbury Annex pollution. 

Stringing out studics and assessments is 
standard procedure for the agencies re- 
sponsible for the hazardous-waste sites. It 
took officials 10 years of study to come up 
with a strategy for cleaning up the Rhode 
Island-based Davisville Construction Bat- 
talion Center and the Naval Education and 
Training Center— the two largest military 
waste sites in that state. 

While studies dragged. PCBs, highly 
toxic solvents, petroleum products, and a 
plethora of other contaminants continued 
to make their way from the waterfront 
sites into Narragansett Bay. Out of fear of 
contaminating higher levels of the food 
chain, shellfishing has been banned in 
some areas near the centers, including 
Allen Harbor, which abuts a Davisville 

Center landfill. 
| At yet a third Rhode Island military fa- 
| cility, a former Nike missile site in North 
| Smithfield, contaminated well water was 
discovered, and residents are using bottled 
water. The two larger facilitics have es- 
caped that fate thus far. Warren Angell, 
supervising engineer for the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management’s Di- 
vision of Site Remediation, attributes that 
to the luck of geology. The area’s terrain 
tends to direct contaminants toward Nar- 
ragansett Bay, he says. 

Some cleanup work in Rhode Island 
may begin this year; Angell says the multi- 
million-dollar project could take 20 years 
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to finish. Yet even after 10 years of study, 
during which time Angell believes commu- 
nity concern about the hazards faded, 
many questions remain about the sites’ 
toxins and their potential effects. 

“It’s not so much what we’ve found that 
scares us,” Angell says. “It’s the magni- 
tude of the volume of the different kinds of 
chemicals that have been dumped there 
that we don’t know about. There are prob- 
ably tens of thousands of gallons of a full 
spectrum of waste material — anything 
from volatile organic chemicals to PCBs 
and heavy metals.” 

Fanning this fear of the unknown is the 
military’s grossly inadequate system of 
keeping records on what toxins it has re- 
leased throughout the years. 

“There was no such thing as proper 
records,” Angell says of the military. “You 


_ just dumped whatever you had. That’s why 


it’s one of our biggest concerns.” 


Searching in the dark 

The lack of information about the types 
and amounts of toxins, and their location, 
is hindering adequate assessments in many 
facilities nationwide. That’s certainly true 
at the Army Materials Technology Labora- 
tory, in Watertown. The now-decommis- 
sioned lab, commonly known as the Wa- 
tertown Arsenal, was founded in 1816. It 
was used to manufacture, repair, and store 
arms and an array of military supplies. It 
was also home to a small nuclear reactor. 
The facility still occasionally burns pieces 
of spent radioactive uranium. 

The Army acknowledges its environ- 
mental-accounting method was so poor in 
Watertown that the sites of some toxic re- 
leases may never be known, according to 
Seth Shulman, a Watertown resident who 
learned of problems at the arsenal almost 
accidently while researching The Threat at 
Home, a 1992 book he wrote examining 
the military’s toxic legacy nationwide. 

Shulman cites a 1988 Army report that 
states: “Toxic, radioactive, and/or explo- 
sive material may have been used as back- 
fill around construction areas.” Some of 
those areas have since been sold by the 
Army and are now being used for private 
and commercial use. 

Conceding that soil and groundwater 
contamination “almost certainly” oc-

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curred, the report maintains that “the de- 
tails of those releases and the exact 
amount of material that still exists in the 
environment is unclear.” 

But even with that concession, arsenal 
officials are quick to rebuff suggestions 
that their actions may be jeopardizing hu- 
man health. Take, for example, state stud- 
ies showing higher-than-normal levels of 
lymphoma in Watertown. When former 
Massachusetts Cancer Registry director 
Richard Clapp discussed with an Army of- 
ficial what Clapp calls a suspicious pattern 
of cancer, he says the offi- 
cer was less than receptive. 

“His attitude was skep- 
ticism that there was any 
reason to do any study 
around the Watertown Ar- 
senal,” recalls Clapp, who 
now teaches environmen- 
tal health at the Boston 
University School of Pub- 
lic Health and is director 
of the JSI Center for Envi- 
ronmental Studies. “He 
asked for statistics . . . but 
he was cool, skeptical.” 

The Army is also ex- 
cluding from its remedia- 
tion studies large tracts of 
potentially contaminated 
land in Watertown that it 
no longer owns. 

The lack of dumping 
documentation and an un- 
willingness by some base officials to learn 
more than they really have to has made it 
difficult to verify suspicions of off-site 
contamination in some communities. 
When, for instance, the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection 
asked the federal Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission to determine whether ra- 
dioactive waste was buried beneath Water- 
town’s Fillipello Park (once a landfill used 
by the arsenal), the NRC refused on the 
basis of the arsenal’s poor records. 

“Without specific information to focus 
the effort, we are not able to justify the di- 
version of NRC resources to a detailed re- 
view of this concern,” the NRC wrote. “It 
would be extremely difficult and expensive 
to prove that no radioactive waste is in the 
landfill.”

The dearth of hazardous-waste-dumping 
records and the deficiency of the records 
that do exist have heightened anxiety in 
communities neighboring military bases 
and rendered cleanup-cost projections vir- 
tually meaningless. Federal officials are 
finding thousands of new hazardous-waste 
sites on bases across the country every 
year. In fact, the General Accounting Of- 
fice says the cleanup progress at military 
sites is even slower than at non-military 
properties, and the number of sites on ac- 
tive military installations has doubled since 
STEPHEN ROSE 1988. . 

Compounding the prob- 
lem is the fact that many of 
the military activities that 
caused rampant contami- 
nation are still going on. 
By its own account, the 
Department of Defense 
continues to generate 
more than 400,000 tons of 
hazardous waste annually. 

“The only answer is to 
reduce the use to the min- 
imum possible level that is 
consistent with the mis- 
sion of these installa- 
tions,” says Feigenbaum. 
“If the mission was to deal 
with Cold War-type con- 
flicts and those threats are 
now alleviated, you have 
to reduce the level of ac- 
tivity at these bases ac- 
cordingly. That’s the environmental peace 
dividend we’re looking for.” 

But an institution like the military — 
steeped in tradition and rote — is unlikely 
to alter tried-and-true practices expedi- 
tiously. Old habits die hard. In the mean- 
time, the lack of information, coupled with 
the military’s denial of health threats posed 
to the public, makes it likely that by the 


time some communities learn the risks | 


they face, it will be too late. And it’s this 
prospect that has begun to mobilize those 








who live near military facilities across New | 


England. 


“Citizens are realizing what’s happen- | 
ing and becoming justifiably outraged,” | 
says Dr. Dickey.

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Medieval 
Manor 


It’s grown up (sort of ) 


very so often, you find a civic pearl in a tacky 
E::: of oysters. Medieval Manor, the East 

Berkeley Street institution which turns 20 this 
year, is a prime example. 

On a skeletal level, Medieval Manor is a dinner the- 
ater: the dinner is a six-course meal of French bread, 
salad, tomato soup (served in a bucket), shrimp, roast 
beef, and Cornish game hen (called “dead birds”); the 
theater is a troupe of professional actors playing varia- 
tions on the same sophomoric variety-show format. 
Brainchild Don Akin characterizes his institution as a 
marriage of burlesque vaudeville and Dark Ages (if not 
fine) dining. 

“We throw everyone back to the second grade,” he 
says. “There is no silverware. Customers have to raise 
their hands to leave the room. Everyone has to pay 
homage to the king.” 

Indeed, don’t forget to pay homage to the king (who, 











in fact, is a paid actor). Roughly 900,000 have since 
1973. And what became of those who dared to annoy 
His Majesty? Find out for yourself. 

No one will confuse Medieval Manor with five-star 
dining or Broadway theater. But that shouldn’t pre- 
clude it from taking its place in the annals of local trea- 
sures. Hey, they call the Citgo sign in Kenmore Square 
a local treasure, too. 

Akin, now 43, conceived of the Manor by sandwich- 

ing two slices of his personal history. As a teenager, he 
played the banjo at a 
Dixieland-style night- 
club which featured 
sing-alongs and other 
audience participation. 
Later, he was married in a medieval-theme ceremony 
(try explaining that to your mother), and ultimately he 
combined the two concepts to create Medieval Manor. 
“The formula,” he says, “is about as far removed from 
brain surgery as you can get.” 

The theater started in the basement of the Eliot Hotel 
and moved to its current location, at 246 Berkeley 
Street, in 1982. A few figures, courtesy of the rightly 
proud Manor: 

¢ Since its inception, close to 24,000 customers have 
celebrated birthdays at Medieval Manor. 

¢ 74,000 college seniors have celebrated graduation 
there. 

* 890,000 Cornish hens have been served. 

* 20,400 jokes have been cracked at the expense of 
the queen’s butt. 

* There have been seven cooks, six minstrels, 32 
oafs, 18 jesters, 43 wenches (waitresses), and 16 kings. 

Further testifying to Medieval Manor’s legend, it’s 
spawned countless imitators through the years. When it 
opened, Medieval Manor was pretty much the only din- 
ner-theater — or, as Akin prefers, “theater restaurant” 
— in town. Today, there are about 14 establishments 
competing for Boston’s dinner-theater dollars, “and 
they seem to be springing up like crabgrass,” Akin says. 

The competitors have truncated (if not eliminated) 
the weekend lines at the Manor, and have transformed 
the place from a cauldron of utter mayhem to some-

the future. 


thing that could be described as intimate madness. 
Moreover, Akin says, the Manor has mellowed over 
time: they’ve phased out food fights, unlimited beer, 
and other such invitations to bedlam. 

“Basically, whacking someone over the head with a 
giant salami worked better when you had 170 people in 
the audience as opposed to 50,” Akin says. “We’ve had 
to evolve.” 

But Medieval Manor keeps plugging, firmly 
entrenched in the “something different” category of 
Boston night venues. Akin says his lease lasts another 
10 years, and he plans to stay around forever, “just like 
a virus.” 

He explains the secret of his staying power this way: 
“We're a real common denominator,” he says. “You 
have Brahmins sitting next to pipefitters from 
Dorchester. There’s no privilege here. Everyone has the 
same objectives — whatever you do, don’t annoy the 
king.”

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f you believe in national symbols, 

then consider this: our former pres- 

ident was a lean, apparently hy- 

peractive fellow whose idea of re- 

laxation was to dash off to Maine 
and spend the weekend playing tennis, going 
fishing, and taking brisk walks — essentially 
doing anything but sit still. 

But the people have spoken, and this aging 
athlete has been put oui to pasture, replaced 
by an overweight, drawling good ol’ boy 
who can’t jog past a McDonald’s without a 
pit stop. 

It's a fitting transition of power, since the 
United States seems to be undergoing a simi- 
lar transformation. Just as we've dumped 
spare George for spare-tire Bill, much of the 
nation seems also to be casting aside its 
concern with healthy diet and exercise in 
favor of a rediscovered taste for fatty 
foods and a preference for lolling 


about on the couch. 
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‘KK and ice cream is 


America spent a lot of time congratu- 
lating itself in the mid-to-late 1980s for 
what was popularly known as the “fitness 
boom.” Between 1984 and 1990, the 
number of health clubs in the United 
States increased at an average of about 
10 percent each year. The sporting-goods 
industry grew at an incredible pace, too, 
with sales tripling in just 10 years. 

We idolized the trim and the shapely. 
Jane Fonda’s successful series of aerobics 
tapes spawned subsequent workout 
videos by such unlikely fitness advisers as 
Angela Lansbury. An absurdly overdevel- 
oped brute like Arnold Schwarzenegger 
became a top-grossing movie star and the 
subject of a Saturday Night Live parody, 
proof-positive that his physique had 
pumped up our national fascination. 

But the US seems to be changing its 
order from an oat-bran muffin to a bacon 
double cheeseburger. If the country really 
was off and jogging in the 1980s, we’ve 
stumbled. And some question how stri- 
dent America was in its pursuit of a 
healthier lifestyle in the first place. 
There’s evidence to suggest that in spite 
of all the craze and hype, the health-and- 
fitness boom was a bust all along. 


Vitality and reality 

“It’s a myth,” says Paul Z. Siegel, MD. 
A medical epidemiologist with the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), in Atlanta, Siegel is part of the 
team which conducts the Behavioral Risk 
Factor Surveillance phone survey, the 
only annual poll of physical activity 
among American adults. 

The CDC survey starts by asking 
whether the person has participated in 
any exercise or recreation outside of his 
or her normal work activity in the last 
month. Respondents are given broad lati- 
tude regarding what they can claim as 
“exercise,” ranging from jogging and cal- 
isthenics to golf and gardening. To be 
placed in the “active” category, the re- 
spondent only has to participate in the 
activity three times a week, for 20 min- 

utes per session. 
But even based on that 
minimal definition, the 
CDC study has 
found that 60 per- 
cent of all Americans 
don’t get enough ex- 
ercise. In fact, nearly 
one out of three are 
sedentary. 
The CDC study is 
hardly an anomaly. 
A recent Louis 
Harris survey 
found that only 
33 percent of 
American 
adults said 
they exercise 
regularly; 
that’s down 
from 37 percent 
in 1991. The US 
Public Health Service 
says just 20 percent of 
Americans exercise enough 
to gain any cardiovascular 
benefit. 
As New York Times health 
writer Jane Brody has noted, 
the average American 
spends more time shower- 
ing than working out. 
Nor is any of this 
news. Data from the 
CDC survey shows little 
fluctuation in our level of 
physical activity between 1986 and 
1990, Siegel says. Even fitness-industry 
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experts say that the number of American 
adults who exercise regularly has re- 
mained consistent since the early ’80s. 
Some boom. But while the number of 
people who worked out stayed flat, sales 
of home-fitness equipment exploded, par- 


ticularly later in the decade: from 1988 to | 


1991, sales of workout machines in- 





creased an average of 13.4 percent each | 


year. 


Then, in 1992, something happened. | 


For the first time in six years, sales | 
dropped, by nearly three percent. Perhaps | 


the recession kept some people from in- 


vesting in home machines, which range | 
from $20 Thighmasters to four-figure- | 
price, multi-station home gyms. Brody | 
offers another scenario. “I think what | 
happened is that people did get on a | 
bandwagon,” she says in an interview. | 
“But a lot of people started exercising | 
without thinking it through. Then they | 


dropped out.” 


Which has undoubtedly left a lot of | 
treadmills and rowing machines gathering | 
dust in garages. Exercise equipment, | 


which can look so appealing in cata- 
logues, with curvy models in skimpy leo- 
tards grinning while they work their ma- 
jor muscle groups, too often ends up be- 


ing an expensive mistake. Many would-be | 
home athletes realize they cannot or will | 


not make time to exercise, or they simply 


get bored with the novelty of the machine | 
— and abandon it. One study found that | 
the average person drops out of an exer- | 


cise program after just four weeks. 


A recent edition of the WANT ADver- | 
tiser, a weekly publication filled with clas- | 


sified ads, had dozens of listings from 


people trying to unload equipment, many | 


with notations like the one from a seller 


in Marlborough eager to get rid of his or | 


her exercise bike: “Used six times, almost 
new.” 


This wouldn’t surprise James Rippe, | 


MD, director of the Exercise Physiology 
and Nutrition Laboratory at UMass 
Medical Center, in Worcester. “We’re 
dealing with an overwhelming body of 
information which demonstrates that ex- 
ercise is one of the best things you can 
do for yourself,” he says. “The public 
agrees, but finds it hard to keep up with 
a program.” 

After extraordinary growth during the 
*80s, the number of fitness facilities in the 
US leveled off in 1991 and began to de- 
cline last year. Health-club memberships, 
meanwhile, have plummeted “a whopping 
13 percent,” according to Peak Perfor- 
mance, a market-research newsletter for 
the athletic-club industry. In fact, health- 
club attendance is at its lowest level in the 


four years PP has been tracking member- | 


ship. The newsletter also found in its 


| 
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most recent survey that the number of | 


people in the continental US who go to 


health clubs two times or more a week | 


has dropped, from 9.5 million in 1991 to | 


8.7 million to 1992. 


The real “boom” came from the sound | 


of the fitness industry dropping the bags 


of money it raked in; the number of | 
Americans who’ve become true fitness | 


converts in recent years appears to be in- 
consequential. And another intriguing 
piece of information to come from the 


CDC survey shows that, among the mi- | 
nority of people in this country who do | 
exercise, about half don’t do it in a gym | 
or by using fancy equipment. They simply | 


go for walks. 


But you'd never guess that by watching | 


television or reading magazines, which 


frequently feature stories about innova- | 
tive exercise equipment and the health- | 
club culture. Although walking has been 
shown to be a terrific formiof| exercise for 








previously sedentary types, it isn’t glam- 


orous. Instead, a national media eager to 
spot “lifestyle trends” has made stars out 
of the relatively small segment of the pop- 
ulation that works out by using sleek, of- 
ten-pricey workout gear. 

“I do believe there is a commercial ele- 
ment to all this,” says Siegel. “Walking is 
an activity that can be done very inex- 
pensively, as opposed to others which re- 
quire equipment and where the financial 
motives are greater. There are not a 
lot of financial incentives to promote 
walking.” 

Brody has an even more cynical per- 
spective. “I think much of the boom in 
fitness has been in the fitness-clothing- 
and-apparel industry,” she says. “People 
want to look more fit. It’s the same with 
equipment. They buy it to fool themselves 
to the think they’re more fit.” 


Back to bacon 

Meanwhile, our diets continue to 
evolve, some believe, in a more positive 
direction than our patterns of exercise. “I 
think the fitness boom and health craze 
are two different things,” says Sheridan 
Warrick, managing editor of Health mag- 
azine. “The fitness boom came from 
more of a narcissistic impulse, from peo- 
ple wanting to look good for cosmetic 
reasons.” 

But Warrick, like many observers, 
thinks that we’ve made crucial changes in 
the way we eat. “Our diets have changed 
radically,” says Michael Jacobson, execu- 
tive director of the Center for Science in 
the Public Interest, a Washington-based 
lobbying group. “I started working on 
food issues in 1970. Back then you were 
labled a nut if you talked about a link be- 
tween food and health. But now, the 
country is becoming much more nutri- 
tion-conscious.” 

Indeed, many people say they are con- 
cerned about eating more healthfully, and 
that’s reflected on the shelves of grocery 
stores, which now stock lots of low-fat, 
low-cholesterol, and reduced-sodium 
foods. But at the same time, market sur- 
veys and recent patterns in consumption 
statistics raise questions about just how 
deep our commitment to a sound diet 
really is. 

While everyone else was raving about 
the national health craze, Harry Balzer 
says, “I felt like the odd man out. I wasn’t 
seeing anywhere near the changes [Amer- 
icans] believed to be occurring.” 

And Balzer should know. As vice-presi- 
dent of the NPD Group, a Chicago-based 
market-research firm that tracks what we 
eat, he’s been observing the American 
diet for over a decade. While there have 
been changes in our habits, he says, the 
improvements haven’t been as dramatic 
as perceived. 

“For example,” Balzer says, “I clearly 
saw a move toward eating more poultry 
and less meat. But I also saw that we still 
consumed more meat than poultry. If you 
talk to people, though, they said they eat 
more poultry.” 

Another healthier-minded dish that 
may have received an excess of favorable 
press is frozen yogurt. Low-fat and no- 
fat frozen yogurts are now available prac- 
tically anywhere frozen desserts are sold. 
Recent industry figures show that pro- 
duction of frozen yogurt almost doubled 
between 1989 and 1991. 

But though frozen yogurt’s popularity 
took a bite out of ice-cream sales in the 
late ’80s and early ’90s, that trend has re- 
cently changed; in its annual report, the 
International Dairy Foods Association ac- 
knowledges that frozen yogurt continues 
to soar, but it also crows about ice cream’s 
“comeback.” After several years of decline, 
USDA figures show that per-capita con- 
sumption of ice cream leapt from 15.8 
pounds in 1990 to 16.4 pounds a year lat- 
er. The dairy-association report cites a re- 
turn “to consumption of higher-fat prod- 
ucts by a large segment of frozen-dessert 
consumers.” Furthermore, the associa- 
tion’s most recent figures show that the 
US produces almost six times more ice 
cream than frozen yogurt. 

In another dairy category, two-percent- 





and one-percent-fat milk have begun 
slowly to replace so-called whole milk 
(which is three percent fat). But in spite 
of all the options for bread spreads — 


| such as margarine and corn oil — butter 


consumption dropped a mere 0.2 percent 
between ‘90 and "91. Cheese sales, mean- 
while, are way up. 

We scem to be no hurry to forget about 


| those satisfying ingredients that have be- 


| 





come integral to the Amcrican diet. How 
else can you explain the success of a 
cookbook published last year with the po- 
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tentially risky title The Rosie’s Bakery All- 
Butter, Fresh Cream, Sugar-Packed, No- 
Holds-Barred Baking Book? 

“There was a sigh of relief of when it 
came out,” says author Judy Rosenberg, 
of the three-store Rosie’s Bakery and 
Dessert Shop chain. Rosenberg, who de- 
scribes herself as a health-conscious per- 
son who believes in the psychic benefits 
of an occasional splurge, senses that the 
public isn’t necessarily ready for dessert 
deprivation. “We introduced low-fat 
items, like a lemon poppyseed cake made 
with Egg Beaters and a no-cholesterol 
brownie,” she says, “and they didn’t sell.” 

Perceptions of our national diet are of- 
ten based on shaky evidence. Think we’ve 
become a nation of salad-eaters? Don’t 
be so sure: lettuce consumption peaked 
in 1989, but has been dropping ever 
since. In fact, according to the USDA, 
combined per capita consumption of 
fruits and vegetables rose steadily in the 
late 80s, peaking in 1990 — before dip- 
ping precipitously in 1991. 

Meanwhile, as Balzer mentioned, red 
meat has hardly lost its appeal. The ham- 
burger, for example, has never been 
more popular. NPD surveys determined 
that the fastest-growing meal in the 
restaurant industry last year was the 
classic burger, French fries, and soda. 
And not just any burger, either, but fat, 
juicy ones at that. The Wall Street Jour- 
nal recently quoted industry analysts 
who say that the McLean Deluxe — Mc- 
Donald’s attempt at a low-fat hamburger 
— has failed to catch on with the public; 
they call it the McFlopper. Perhaps sens- 
ing a trend, about 100 McDonald’s fran- 
chises in the Washington area are offer- 
ing a sandwich called the Mega Mac — 
that is, an even larger version of the hefty 
Big Mac. 

Statistics also show that more and 
more of us can be heard murmuring the 
words Homer Simpson has made fa- 
mous: Minin, bacon. In March, the WSJ 
reported that, after years of bad press, the 
smoky strips are enjoying a rebound. Su- 
permarket sales of bacon shot up four 
percent last year; fast-food restaurants, 
capitalizing on the popularity of bacon 
cheeseburgers, are ordering it by the 
truckload, too. Breakfast sausage and 
ham sales have bounced back, as well. 
Even consumption of the maligned egg 
— whipping boy of the anti-cholesterol 
crusaders — has finally stopped 
declining and has even begun 
a slow climb. 

Breakfast is back in 
vogue. But was it ever re- 
ally out? Fast-food chains 
continue to add breakfast 
items to their menus, and that 
shrine to the morning 
meal — the International 
House of Pancakes — 
certainly hasn’t suffered. 
IHOP has had sales in- 
creases every month for 
the last 10 years, says adver- 
tising-and- promotion man- 
ager Sara Blatt. During that 
time, the chain added about 
120 restaurants, with 
most of that expansion 
coming in the last three 
or four years — in other 
words, at the height of the 
supposed health craze. 
IHOP sees a comfort-food- 
filled future, too; the corpo- 
ration plans to open another 
50 to 60 IHOPs in the next 
12 months. 

Blatt stresses that IHOP 
offers health-conscious dish- 
es, like lunch salads and 
chicken-breast sandwiches 
— it’s just that IHOPpers 
don’t seem to want them. 
“What people want is their 
pancakes, eggs, and bacon 
or sausage,” she says. “If 
you try to deviate from

that, it doesn’t work. If you try to adver- 
tise a healthier, lighter meal, it doesn’t 
bring the masses in.” Of course, eating 
out, even at a pancake house, is a treat 
for many — not a time for counting calo- 
ries and ferreting out fat. 

A product-development executive for a 
fast-food chain sums up the general feel- 
ing about our evolving taste buds: “Peo- 
ple are eating with their palate.” 


We are what we eat 

On the surface, it might seem as 
though the apparent “return” to high-fat, 
carefree eating is a backlash, the reaction 
of a populace fed up with being told not 
to enjoy its favorite foods. But although it 
seems as if our attitudes about nutrition 
are in the midst of a recidivistic shift to 
our unhealthy ways, the picture is proba- 
bly considerably more complex. Accord- 
ing to Balzer, changes in our dining 
habits typically have less to do with con- 
cerns about health than with other, more 
practical variables. Balzer says he has 
learned that Americans base their deci- 
sions on what to eat according to several 
factors, in order of importance: does it 
taste good? Is it affordable? And is it 
easy to eat and prepare? 

“Then, if all else is equal,” he says, 
“people ask, ‘Is it healthy?’ ” 

Take bacon. Since it appeals to our 
taste for salty meats and is relatively sim- 
ple to prepare, all that was needed for a 
bacon renaissance was a drop in price — 
which happened last year when record 
hog production drove down the cost of 
pork bellies from $50 per 100 pounds to 
just $31. Bacon became a bargain, and 
suddenly fewer people worried about its 
questionable health effects. 

Another case in point is the increasing 
popularity of hamburgers. Is America “re- 
discovering” its taste for ground beef? As 
Balzer points out, the desire never dimin- 
ished — it’s just that fast-food chains 
across the country slashed prices on ham- 
burgers last year. McDonald’s, in particu- 
lar, heavily promoted its 59-cent bargain. 
“What made the demand was that it be- 
came a better value,” says Balzer. 

Though he says claims of a health 
craze were overblown, Balzer is opti- 
mistic about the American dinner table. 
“I’m often asked, ‘Are we eating a health- 
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ier diet?’ I respond that it’s not that we're | 


eating more produce or grains. That’s not 
the trend. The foods we eat today are the 
same foods we’ve always eaten, but 
healthier versions.” 

He cites NPD figures which show that 
94 percent of all Americans eat some 
form of healthier food, whether it’s low- 


fat salad dressing, reduced-sodium soup, | 


or Lean Cuisine frozen entrees, in their 
diet. Balzer offers a koan-like analysis of 
the American dietary mind-set: “Ask me 
not to change if you want me to do some- 
thing better for myself.” 

That we’ve made these small changes is 
encouraging, but Balzer’s understanding 
of our habits is also telling. In spite of all 
the data that’s amassed about the health 
benefits of a low-fat diet (as with similar 
data regarding the benefits of moderate 
levels of exercise), it’s clear that Ameri- 
cans are still reluctant to adopt sweeping 
changes in lifestyle. 

Brody thinks some ideas about healthy 
eating have caught on, too, but feels that 
we still have a long way to go before we 
could say that the nation is truly caught 
up in a health craze. She’s particularly 
amused by those whose idea of a bal- 
anced diet is to bounce from one extreme 
to another. “They eat healthy all day, then 
splurge all night,” she says. “Unfortu- 
nately, the body doesn’t understand this 
kind of arithmetic.” 

Although a small number of Americans 


actually started exercising more, and | 
many of us have adopted small changes in | 


our diets, the supposed tidal wave of 
change in American attitudes about fitness 
and health was more of a ripple, and it’s 
uncertain where the current is headed. 
Some observers are optimistic that the 
Clinton administration’s stated commit- 
ment to improving the US health-care 
system will focus in part on preventive 
measures, stressing the need for nutri- 








tional and fitness education. But even if it | 


does, any attempt to teach us to make 
long-term, sustained changes in the way 
we live will still run head-long into some 


deeply engrained American attitudes, | 
summed up best by Mark Twain when he | 


said, “The only way to keep your health is | 


to eat what you don’t want, drink what 
you don’t like, and do what you druther 
not.” QO 


BOOZE and the BLUES 


ontrary to the common perception that the US has hopped on the wagon, 
Cc a Gallup poll last year found that 64 percent of Americans described them- 
selves as drinkers, up from 56 percent in 1989. Publicity over the so-called 
French paradox — the belief that our Parisian cousins may have healthier 
hearts than we do because they sip more wine — is sometimes cited as one rea- 
son for a drinking increase. But the Gallup survey seems to dispute that idea: only 





five percent of the respondents said the studies were likely to make them drink more. 
Instead, the boom in boozing may simply be a response to the’sense of nation- 

al malaise due to the sluggish economy. Increases were 
particularly high among those likely to be affected 
most by the recession, including the 18-to-29 age 
group, those making less than $20,000 a year, and 
those without a high-school diploma. 

It’s also worth noting that Gallup also conducts an 
annual poll in which it asks, “In general, are you sat- 
isfied or dissatisfied with the way things are going 

in the United States at this time?” The “satisfied” 
level was a respectable 45 percent in February 
1989, when the number of drinkers in the 


US was at a 30-year low. But by Jan- 

uary 1992, with the country 

mired in a recession, the 

number of drinkers had 

risen seven percent — 
and the satisfaction rate 

in the US had 

plunged to 24 
percent.

ichard and Jennifer 

met through a mutual 

friend and were to- 
gether for about eight months. 

They spent seven of those 
months at each others’ throats.

Jennifer wanted him to be more mo- 
bile, more adventuresome; Richard thought 
she should be less restless. And there was a 
deeper problem: professional jealousy. At 
the time they met, both were having diffi- 
culty finding jobs in their fields, and, if 
truth be told, each one became a little jeal- 
ous when the other had a success. 

At first they overlooked the problems, 
thinking they were fighting for a reason, 
that they were simply clearing the air so 
they’d have a successful, long-term rela- 
tionship. Both honestly believed they were 
working toward a common goal. Or 
maybe, like George and Martha in Who's 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf, they simply com- 
municated affection through hostility — 
love in the language of two-fisted insults. 

Over time, however, the resentment and 
anger predominated, and they were forced 
to face something neither one wanted to: 
they just weren’t compatible. 

In fact, they didn’t even like each other.

Patrick, 28, and Catherine, 25, have 
been seeing each other for two years, and 
they plan to be married in July. They have 
one of those nauseatingly happy relation- 
ships: full of compliments, concern, and at- 
tentiveness. (Patrick: “Does it bother you 
when I... ?” Catherine: “Yes.” Patrick: 
“Okay, I'll stop.”) And they have similar 
interests: school (they’re both grad stu- 
dents), religion (both are Catholic), and, of 
course, their relationship. 

A conflict arose, however, over the mat- 
ter of their wedding music.

“If you haven’t made up your mind that 
you’re committed to the person, then most 
of the arguments will be about whether you 
should be together,” says Patrick. “When 
you're in a relationship and you’re commit- 
ted, there’s nothing that can’t be said. But 
you say it carefully so as not to come off 
aggressive or angry.” 

Unfortunately, not many of us are as 
well versed in the delicate art of sparring.

William Betcher, PhD, a psychiatrist, 
marital therapist, and co-author of The 
Seven Basic Quarrels of Marriage (Villard 
Books, 1990) believes that the presence of 
conflict in a relationship is inevitable, and 
not necessarily a bad sign. The seven quar- 
rels, according to Betcher and co-author 
Robie Macauley, are over gender, loyalties, 
money, power, sex, privacy, and children. 

If a couple keeps fighting over the same 
issue, the authors say, there’s clearly a 
problem. But, they also point out, how peo- 
ple fight — whether their tactics are con- 
structive or destructive — is more impor- 
tant than why. If the two are consistently 
blaming, needling, attacking each other — 
like, say, Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton in Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf 
(my favorite line, spoken by Liz: “I’d di- 
vorce you if you existed!”) — there’s big 
trouble brewing. 

Betcher and Macauley say that one of 
the greatest sources of conflict in a rela- 
tionship is a failure of communication, an 
inability to really listen to and hear what 
your mate is saying. But these communica- 
tion failures are often hard to detect, since 
they mask themselves in disputes about 
smaller issues. Though you think you’re ar- 
guing about the toilet seat being left up 
once again, what you’re really saying is: 
You don’t care that it really bugs me when 
you do this. You don’t listen to me. 

Some of these basic quarrels, Betcher 
and Macauley believe, are the result of ex- 
ternal forces (politics, religious beliefs, 
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work situations). Others are internal in 
origin, deriving from the insecurity and 
pain that get stored up over the years and 
lie dormant until some unsuspecting per- 
son comes along and triggers a reaction. 
After all, everyone’s a Recovering Some- 
thing. 

“In any close relationship you’re going 
to irritate each other,” says Macauley. 
“You have to recognize the tell-tale signs of 
people getting irrational” — and be aware 
of body language, clenched fists, crossed 
arms. “You can have a stiff quarrel, but 
you don’t have to be excessive. It’s like the 
old saying, two rattlesnakes will snap at 
each other, but they never use the ultimate 
weapon or else it’s over.” 

Sara, who is black, has been living with 
her boyfriend, who is white, for the past 
year and a half. Like most couples, they 
fight every once in a while. But there is a 
line that Sara is aware of. 

“My fear is that if we ever got in a big 
fight he might say something racist,” she 
says. “And I wouldn’t be able to forgive 
him.”

Aristotle wrote, in Nicomachean Ethics: 
“Anyone can become angry — that is easy, 
but to be angry with the right person, to 
the right degree, at the right time, for the 
right purpose, and in the right way — this 
is not easy.” 

In every relationship, there’s conflict. 
From childhood on, we’re in tension with 
our mothers, fathers, sisters, or brothers. 
It’s next to impossible not to fight with 
people you’re close to: the more time you 
spend with a person, the more chance 
there is for something to go wrong. And as 
we’ve all heard ad nauseum, on some level 
we’re always reproducing those family rela- 
tionships, we’re always emulating our par- 
ents’ behavior, repeating the patterns we’ve 
witnessed as children. 

“All the unresolved intensity [in the 
orginal family] is likely to get played out in 
another important relationship, such as 
that with a spouse, a lover,” writes Harriet 
Goldhor Lerner, in her book The Dance of 
Anger, (Harper and Row, 1985). “No less 
important is the fact that emotional dis- 


Calm down and live 


IVE eve your anger might not only enhance your social life, it might also 
prolong it. This is the view of Redford Williams, director of the Behavioral 
Medicine Research Center at Duke University Medical Center, who, along with his 
wife, Virginia, wrote Anger Kills, (Times Books, 1993). 

According to Williams, angry people exhibit two types of behavior: assertive and 
aggressive. The assertive person calmly and rationally describes his or her feelings. 
The aggressive person accuses others and has temper tantrums. That’s the one to 


watch out for. 


For the past 15 years Williams, an internist and psychiatrist, has been researching 
the -“Type A” personality, trying to weed out its most dangerous elements. He ze- 
roed in on hostility, and then divided that into three aspects: cynicism (which he de- 
fines as a mistrust of people); anger (the emotion behind cynicism); and aggression 


(the behavior caused by anger). 


“The hostile person has a cynical mistrust of people in general,” says Williams. 
“They’re quick to blame someone, they get angry frequently at petty things. The 


hostile person will express it negatively.” 


Aggressive people, he says, tend to drink, smoke, overeat, and pay less attention 
to their overall health. According to Williams, 20 percent of the general population 
has hostility levels high enough to be dangerous to their health, causing, especially, 
heart disease. (The body often reacts to anger with an elevation in blood pressure.) 

Williams has created strategies for controlling hostility, advising pissed-off clients 
to read magazines or books or just meditate for a while. He has also developed a 
questionnaire that measures levels of cynicism, anger, and aggression. (A sample: I 
see a very overweight person walking down the street. A) I wonder why these peo- 
ple have such little self-control. B) I think that he or she might have a metabolic de- 
fect or a psychological problem.) Of course, the test can’t determine if your health 
is at risk, but it can suggest that it would behoove you to shake those hostile and 


negative thoughts. 


And how does hostility affect a couple’s relationship? 

“A lot of divorces come about because hostile partners are unwilling to acknowl- 
edge their role and change their behaviors,” says Williams. “But hostile people can 
learn to change, to get a grip on themselves and see the light. They just need to 


show their partner that they’re trying.”

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vents us from pro- 
ceeding calmly and clearly in new relation- 
ships.” 

Patrick, for example, has always excelled 
in everything he’s done. He was captain of 
the track team in high school, a straight-A 
student in college, and is currently a doc- 
toral candidate. Since childhood he has 
had a love/hate relationship with his father, 
who was, among other things, brilliant, 
successful, volatile, controlling, and angry. 
He dominated everyone in the family — 
including his wife, including Patrick. Noth- 
ing Patrick did was good enough for him. 
As Patrick grew older, he found himself 
mimicking his father’s behavior, always 
having to be right, never giving in. 

He’s aware of all this. So is his fiancée. 
Together, they’ve tried to work these issues 
through. 

“He feels blamed a lot, and I’ve learned 
to say it’s my fault as much as his,” Cather- 
ine says. “If I’m not blaming him, I say 
so... . Our biggest fights have to do with 
the emotional baggage we bring to them.” 

In childhood, boys learn that it’s okay to 
express anger. Girls, on the other hand, 
learn to turn it inward, to suppress or swal- 
low it. 

The problems arise, unfortunately, when 
we get pigeonholed into these traditional 
roles and can’t get out of them; when 
women tend to blame themselves for a re- 
lationship’s failure, when men refuse to 
compromise. The miscommunication that 
causes quarrels is often gender-related. 

In her 1986 best-seller That’s Not What 
I Meant! (Ballantine Books), Deborah 
Tannen writes that male-female communi- 
cation is basically “cross-cultural.” She de- 
fines culture as an accumulation of habits 
and past experiences. Tannen also believes 
that men and women have different past 
experiences: from childhood we’re treated 
differently, talked to differently, taught dif- 
ferent expectations about the role of talk. 

Little girls, she notes, tend to play in 
small groups or in pairs and usually have 
one best friend with whom they share ev- 
erything, all their secrets and hopes. Their 
world is centered on talk. 

Boys play in larger groups. They tend to 
do things rather than sit down to a good 
rap session. And when they talk, they often 
use words to jockey for position: “verbal 
displays such as telling stories and jokes, 
challenging and sidetracking the verbal 
displays of other boys, and withstanding 
other boys’ challenges in order to maintain 
their own story — and status.” 

Since men and women talk differently, 
we have different perceptions of talk’s 
function in a relationship. As the adage 
goes, women think the relationship is 
working well as long as they can talk things 
out, whereas men think the relationship 
isn’t working out if they have to keep talk- 
ing about it. 

And so, when Jennifer sits down with 
Richard to discuss their problems, he’ll say 
he’s tired of talking, he wants a break. She 
takes that as a rejection. 

Theories abound as to whether there’s 
nature or nurture at work here, but per- 
haps it doesn’t matter. 

“In the past, women were seen as ‘defec- 
tive men,’ as being too emotional and too 
dependent,” says William Betcher. “In re- 
cent years, men have been thought of as 
‘defective women.’ We’ve got to under- 
stand, though, that it’s not a matter of de- 
fect, but difference. . . . It’s important for 
people to appreciate where the other per- 
son is coming from rather than try to 
change the person.” 


* 

So how do you know when you're fight- 
ing to work something out or, like Jennifer 
and Richard, because you just don’t belong 
together? 

In part, it’s a matter of evaluating what 
the arguments are about. But there’s also 
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got to be a mutual understanding that 
you'll still love each other once you air the 
grievances. 

“Conflict and anger become a problem if 
the same ones keep coming up, or if over 
time they get resolved through a coercive 
method rather than in a reciprocal man- 
ner,” says Susan Stern, associate professor 
and chair of the Family Studies Depart- 
ment at the Boston University School of 
Social Work. “In a good relationship, 
there’s faith that over time there will be eq- 
uity and reciprocity.” 

Stern cites studies with what she calls 
distressed and non-distressed couples. Dis- 
tressed couples, not surprisingly, have diffi- 
culty resolving problems; they tend to dis- 
tort problems, are more likely to use mali- 
cious or personal tactics when they fight. 
Non-distressed couples have more positive 
interchanges. If the husband in a non-dis- 
tressed couple is late for dinner, the wife 
tends to understand. In a distressed couple, 
however, the wife might leap to conclusions 
— that he doesn’t love her, that his lateness 
is but another example of his disrespect. 

Stern and other marital counselors agree 
that couples in the early stages of discord 
who seek help are better off than couples 
who let their anger fester. They’re also ad- 
vising new couples — couples who are 
thinking about getting engaged — to get 
into therapy. 


the 
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Fifteen years ago, Minneapolis-based 
family psychologist David Olson developed 
a test that predicts the success rate of al- 
ready married couples (ENRICH), or 
those considering marriage (PREPARE). 
The test consists of 125 questions, examin- 
ing everything from a couple’s differences 
in personality to how they manage conflict 
and finances to their feelings about raising 
children. According to Olson, the test, 
which is computer scored, has an 80-90 
percent accuracy rate in predicting who 
will stay married and who will divorce, or, 
more important, who shouldn’t get mar- 
ried. Olson found that couples with poor 
communication levels and skills, who 
couldn’t handle role reversal, who tended 
to blame each other when conflicts arose, 
were all prospects for failed marriages. 

“Sometimes a couple will resolve their 
issues, or it will become clear that this 
isn’t a good choice,” says Olson, who 
found that one of the biggest sources of 
tension between newly married couples is 
disillusionment. Many couples believe 
that whatever conflicts they had in the 
past will miraculously disappear when the 
wedding ceremony is over. His advice? 
Take the PREPARE test and get into 
counseling as soon as possible. “It’s 
much easier to develop a good style early 
in a relationship than to wait until after 
you’re married.” Q 
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Will it work? 


Z Bren are sample questions from the tests called PREPARE and ENRICH, 
designed to predict a couple’s success or help them improve their rela- 
tionship. The tests were developed by David H. Olson, PhD, professor of fami- 
ly and social sciences at the University of Minnesota. The answer-yes-or-no 
statements seem so obvious, but couples rarely manage to ponder them with- 
out prompting.

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Welcome to the Waterfront

ornucopia, which opened 
in 1983 at 15 West 
Street, earned a hand- 
some reputation as the 
most distinctively deco- 
rated of Boston’s luxury cafés, with highly 
eclectic and enjoyable food. This year it 
made the big jump into larger and more 
visible quarters at the site of the original 
Joseph’s Aquarium, later Cherrystones of 
Boston. For the fan of Cornucopia, this 
move is like seeing your old high-school 
buddy has just been selected superinten- 
dent of schools, or your outspoken eco- 
nomics professor has become a Cabinet 
secretary in the Clinton administration. 
You walk into the new Cornucopia with 
one question: is it still the same wild-and- 
crazy menu you once loved, or has expan- 
sion diluted the concept? 

Visually, it is just so. The famous lead- 
ed-glass light fixtures are spread around, 
the signature deep greenish-teal color is 
now just an accent, and the special sense 
of post-modern-openness- 
quoting-Art-Deco-within- 
a-Victorian-townhouse is 
now just a memory. Efforts 
to apply the old Cornu- 
copia sensibility to a large 
waterfront loft sink with 
barely a ripple. On the oth- 
er hand, this is a beautiful 





own merits, with a three- 
sided, panoramic view over 
houseboats on the harbor, 
the dramatic downtown 
skyline, and even a peep 
into the bingo room at the 
North End elderly housing 


But the food is, if any- 
thing, better than ever. The 
best Cornucopia ideas, in- 
cluding some of the wild 
ones, have migrated 
smoothly from West Street. 
Meanwhile, a respect for 
continuity at the large 
space has imposed a useful 
focus on seafood, and an 
opening to some simpler 
and less-expensive dishes. 
So the new Cornucopia can be a smooth 
combination of the best of the ’80s with 
timeless seafood classics. 

That’s certainly the feel with Block Is- 
land Clam Chowder ($4.25), a chunky 
bowl of clams and potatoes, creamy with- 
out thickener, touched up with parsley 
and a whisp of saffron, and modernized 
with a dusting of red pepper. We had six 
impeccable oysters for $7, and a special 
salad of “hearts of romaine with a zesty 
Maytag cheese dressing” ($6.50). Ro- 
maine is a leaf lettuce and has no real 
heart, and in any case our leaves had the 
full green of outer leaves. But the dressing 
was, well, zesty with lowa’s finest blue 
cheese and more garlic than the average 
caesar salad. Even the sun-dried tomatoes 
seemed like a useful contrast instead of a 
meaningless luxury. 

But the appetizer that amazed was the 
grilled portobello mushroom carpaccio 
($8.25). Never have mushrooms tasted 
more like meat, nor been more worthy of 
savoring every bite (sometimes with ca- 
pers and cheese, sometimes without) than 
on this platter of thin slices. 

The equivalent entree was the oven- 
roasted lobster with a southwestern veg- 
etable enchilada (market price, recently 
$21). It's hard to improve on plain boiled 
lobster (which is also available), but this 
treatment seemed to concentrate the fla- 
vor of the lobster meat, which was shelled 
out and arranged in lobster shape over the

enchilada. One worked through contrast- 
ing green sauces — a creamy one of lob- 
ster tomalley, and a spritely dressing of 
guacamole. And when the mild Mexican 
spices in the red chili sauce hit, midway 
into the underlying enchilada, the unusual 
combination actually seemed to bring out 
the sweetness of the lobster. 

I was also delighted with the careful un- 
dercooking on a special of grilled swordfish 
in a cornhusk (old Cornucopia stunt) with 
a sauce of sweet corn and lentils ($18.50). 
This also came with a salad of cooked 
tomato and rosemary, and I enjoyed com- 
bining these tastes every which way. I was 
impressed with the price and quality of 
pork scallopine with prosciutto, peas and 
potato gnocchi ($11), these disparate in- 
gredients sunk in a high-quality reduction 
sauce of meat essence and wine. The light- 
ness of the gnocchi should be noted, too. 

And the bouillabaisse Cornucopia 
($16) was a flawless pastiche of the clas- 
sic dish, with fine New England mussels, 
clams, scallops, salmon and (likely) 
swordfish, and a lobster claw in a con- 
vincing saffron-garlic broth. 

Dishes aren’t garnished 
with a lot of starch, a wel- 
come simplification when 
the basic rolls are soft and 
flavorful, and the sauces so 
fascinating. 

The wine list wins one of 
my medals for having inter- 
esting bottles as low as 
$13.50, and a couple I 
know and value at 15. Our

was unusual stuff, a white 
of large body with a subtle 
floral nose, like a large per- 
son with a tiny, breathy 
voice. A Rhéne grape the 
Californians haven’t found a 
shape for, it seemed. The 
menu, which recommends a 
wine or two with every dish, 
doesn’t try to pair the 
Marsanne with anything. 

My favorite Cornucopia 
dessert, the white chocolate 
bread pudding ($6), has 
made the trip. There’s just 
enough pudding to hold the 
bread together in a free- 
standing cupcake that looks 
and tastes like buttery brioche. Rich vanil- 
la ice cream above, thinned custard sauce 
below. The current sorbet platter ($5.50) 
is a raspberry sorbet with sliced kiwi, 
strawberry, and kumquat, all frolicking in 
a sabayon, a sweet custard sauce. And a 
couple of cookies. Ginger créme brilée 
($5) had a marvellous suffusion of ginger, 
but a thin and slightly curdled pudding 
underneath the hard sheet of caramel top- 
ping. We ate every bit, don’t worry. No 
espresso or cappuccino; the ’80s are over. 
But the coffee and decaf are excellent. 

Despite having made reservations, we 
had to hassle some for a table away from 
smoke. Table service, one we got past the 
hyped, “zesty” descriptions memorized by 
the staff, was better than it was at the 
smaller restaurant. A challenge met. I not- 
ed fewer (but not zero) errors of omission 
on the grocery list of ingredients. The new 
space upstairs is also quieter, though still 
loud for a “big night out” place. The 
downstairs bar and smoking section are 
exceedingly loud and smoky. I think an in- 
tellectual menu like this attracts customers 
who want to be able to hear themselves 
talk about it. They secm wisely to have left 
the background music on West Street. 

So our old buddy is really turning the 
schools around, and that professor hasn't 
sold out. Cornucopia has brought its 
world-beat food into an establishment- 
size location, and it tastes like a world- 
beater. Q

oasis of calm and healthy food, Country Life Vegetarian Buffet. A quiet 
sense of community reigns here: the staff is friendly, posters bearing nu- 
tritional advice hang on the walls, and customers pay by the honor system 
and bus their own tables. Scruffy bike messengers sit elbow-to-elbow with 
business executives who fling back their silk ties to keep them out of the 
lentil soup. 


The aim at Country Life seems to be demonstrating the variety of 


vegetarian fare in the world. A typical menu (it changes daily) might in-

clude a Thai stir-fry accompa- 
nied by Ukrainian borscht, 
sweet potatoes, and Savoy 
cabbage. For $5.70, you can make unlimited trips to the hot-dinner-and- 
salad bar, or you can opt for just a salad ($3.99) or a soup-and-salad 
combo ($4.99). The bread board features condiments like soy margarine 
and tahini, plus natural peanut butter to go along with a pineapple-raisin 
spread, a marvelous stand-in for conventional jelly. It’s all delicious; bet- 
ter still, you can gorge on platesful of natural cuisine and face the rest of 
the workday without that post-fast-food sluggishness. 

Country Life, located at 112 Broad Street, is open weekdays for 
lunch (11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m.), on Sunday and Tuesday through Thurs- 
day for dinner (5 p.m. to 8 p.m.), and for Sunday brunch (10 a.m. to 3 
p.m.).

emorial Day was not originally intended to 
ivi honor beer, barbecues, Indy, and Top 500 

countdowns. It was meant to honor those 
killed during the Civil War and, later, all those lost in 
our military history. 

So there’s no better way to spend the holiday than 
thinking about Transcendentalist thinker Ralph Waldo 
Emerson and feasting on Concord’s historical bounty 
before a million hungry tourists descend on it this 
summer. The connections between Emerson and 
American history are seemingly infinite, and many can 
be explored in Concord. 

The most startling connection is that in every major 
war, beginning with the Revolutionary War right 
through to Victnam, an ancester or descendant of 
Emerson died. ThiS tradition began when his grandla- * 


may have literally rung with “the shot 
heard round the world.” That immortal phrase is from 
“Concord Hymn,” written in 1837 by, of course, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. 

Everything about Emerson and Concord becomes 
“of course” if you spend a little time with town guide 
Daniel Harper. Harper will be giving a free walking 
tour entitled “Ralph Waldo Emerson: An American 
Poet” next Friday at 5:30 p.m., three days after Emer- 
son’s 190th birthday. It leaves from Wright’s Tavern in 
Concord center. 

Usually, including next Saturday at 5:30 from the 
information booth on Heywood Street, Harper gives 
more general Concord tours, showing off such attrac- 
tions as the North Bridge battle site and Walden Pond, 
which Henry David Thoreau made so famous. 

In fact, Thoreau and author Louisa May Alcott are 
the biggest Concord celebrities. Harper says people are

Other reasons to visit Concord next weekend in- 
clude the Memorial Day Parade on Monday, when 
mini-American flags will be placed by the tombstones 
of each Concordian who served in a war, including Al- 
cott, who was a nurse in the Civil War. 

Alcott’s home, the Orchard House, where Emerson 
often called to visit, is at 399 Lexington Road, next to 
the Concord School of Philosophy, where Louisa 
May’s father, Bronson, was dean.

Among its 
memorabilia is a Paul Revere—linked lantern from Old 
North Church, where Emerson was pastor for a few 
years before moving out to Concord. 

Then there’s the Old Manse on Monument Street, 
which brings us to our final set of Emersonian connec- 
tions. Grandfather William had it built in 1770, and 
along with housing the Emersons, it was the honey- 
mopn home, of Nathaniel Hawthorne. .

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Three local talents who shatter the glass ceiling

ithin every industry 
there are pre-ordained 
roles for women that 
limit and define their 
influence, talent, and 
power. In independent film and video, the 
doors have been kicked open by female 
auteurs, as the array of films in “Women’s 
Perspectives: On Both Sides of the Lens,” 





a festival of female-made movies screened 
at the MFA, detailed to Boston audiences 
this winter. But few women have broken 
through the film establishment’s “glass 
ceiling” the position of producer. The 
role of director or executive producer, 
with its financial and creative control, re- 
mains elusive for the vast majority of fe- 
males in this male-dominated industry. 

In Boston, there are women who have 
utilized their formidable skills to overcome 
these generational prohibitions and other 
prejudices. And they have risen to national 
prominence, showcasing their work on 
public television, commercials for Fortune 
500 companies, and within the lucrative 
world of business training films. 


Judy Crichton has been executive pro- 
ducer of The American Experience since its 
inception, in 1987. “Anybody who has 
watched the series has gotten a great sense 
of the cultural range of this country,” she 
points out. “It is an expansion of under- 
standing that is as useful for the included 
as for the excluded.” A recent poll of crit- 
ics voted The American Experience the 
best documentary series on public televi- 
sion. It has received a Dupont/Columbia 
Journalism Award, three Emmys, and a 
Writers Guild Award 

The mother of four children and grand- 
mother of five, sixtysomething Crichton 
describes herself as “a political animal” 
who was galvanized by an early job as as- 
sistant articles editor for Argosy magazine, 
“where I was listed on the masthead as Jay 
Finer because they didn’t want to admit 
that I was a girl.” 

She quit and started her career in televi- 
sion in 1950. “I have been in television vir- 
tually my entire life and virtually the entire 
life of television.” Her first job was on a 
panel show called What’s the Story? She 


was a secretary, researcher, and writer, 
and she hawked tickets to Radio City 
tourists. 

In 1954 she married and began having 
children, “which I did with an absurd 
amount of speed; I had four in five years.” 
Her husband was a writer whom she’d met 
at Argosy; he wanted to write books. She 
supported the family by working on I’ve 
Got a Secret. “I was the person who found 
the man who posed for the Native Ameri- 
can on the back of the nickel.” 

That job lasted 17 years — until her 
kids were grown up. For many of those 
years, Crichton felt trapped. “I was very 
much a product of my generation. I had 
not yet been given enough spine by the 
women’s movement. I married a man who 
came out of World War II and I wanted a 
family desperately. I was totally a creature 
of the times.” 

Then she met Betty Friedan. “At the 
time she wrote The Feminine Mystique, | 
wrote a piece about Betty and the book. 
Betty interviewed me for a magazine. 
There was something in what Betty was 
writing. I sensed within myself anger at my 
own inability to turn myself into a person. 
I didn’t want to reject my children, I didn’t 
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want to reject my husband, but I wanted 
to do my own work. I wanted to put a cre- 
ative stamp on what I did.” 

Her husband eventually did write several 
books, and their financial pressures dimin- 
ished. Crichton decided it was time “to 
nourish my own soul and get into news 
and public affairs.” 

Still, she explains, “I did not have the 
credentials. There were no women in pub- 
lic affairs in the late 60s. I would go 
around to every man I knew in the busi- 
ness and they would say, ‘This is no busi- 
ness for a nice girl like you, you’ve got 
children and a husband, what do you want 
to do this for?’ ” 

CBS hired her for a new show, a wom- 
en’s version of 60 Minutes. “I did one 
show that absolutely terrified our all-male 
management called Menopause: The Last 
Dirty Word. It absolutely rocked CBS. It 
probably was the most radical thing I ever 
did.” 

In 1973, Crichton joined CBS Reports 
as associate producer, director, and writer. 
“The women at CBS were in the process 
of organizing. There was a lot of pressure 
because there were no women at all above 
the rank of associate producer. I had, in 
fact, produced hours and hours of stuff, 


but women were not producers. I thought 


I would die an associate producer.” 

In 1991, CBS fired her — a young male 
executive informed her that she was too 
old for documentaries. “That was the first 
time I came up against the real double 
standard in terms of women and age. It 
rocked me, but not for long.” 

ABC hired her as an independent pro- 
ducer, director, and writer. Crichton was 
the journalist who broke the news that 
submarines could fire nuclear warheads 
without an enabling code from the presi- 
dent. Working for Nightline, she became 
the first Western journalist to enter post- 
revolutionary Angola to cover the African 
National Congress. 

Boston’s WGBH, which produces The 
American Experience, had made her offers 
over the years. Finally she decided to join 
the world of public television. “I was at- 
tracted to public television because I saw it 
as the last repository for serious non-fic- 
tion. I was given a marvelous opportunity 
to develop an American history series. It’s 
really amazing to think that at my age, I 
ended up with the best job I’d ever had in 
my life.”

Kathleen O’Toole, the executive pro- 


















ducer of New England’s second-largest | 
production company, the DI Group, sits in | 


her office and listens to cars blast their 


horns as she watches the traffic build in | 


Kenmore Square. She laments the start of 
the baseball season: “We have to get our 
cars out of the parking garage by six 
o’clock. I’m never done with work by six 
o'clock.” 

O’Toole is responsible for a $2.5 million 
production budget. She supervises the cre- 
ative staff, directs the development of all 
production budgets, and manages the sales 
staff for the corporate and commercial di- 
visions. Clients include Spalding, Adidas, 
Reebok, ATT, and NCR. Under her six- 
year reign, the production department has 
won more than 35 international and na- 
tional awards for creating marketing and 
sales videos. 

“I’ve only had one time in the last few 
years where I’ve walked in and the client’s 
attitude was, ‘I’m a girl.’ I’m not sure what 
their expectations were, but I knew it was 
going to be five guys in white shirts and 
ties. For me, it is definitely a case of devel- 
oping self-confidence.” 

A founder of the New England Produc- 
ers Association, O’Toole attributes her ini- 





tial interest in her line of work to her fa- | 
ther, “who was a security guard at Chan- | 


nel 5, taking the tickets at the gate. I went 
over a couple of times and thought, “Wow, 
interesting business.’ ” 

She went to Framingham State College 
because it had a television studio and was 
inexpensive. Afraid she could not afford 
four years of school, she begged a profes- 
sor to let her into a production course re- 
served for juniors and started crewing as a 
production assistant. 

“I loved going out on location. I loved 
schlepping equipment and getting dirty. I 
thought that was so great.” But she faced 


resistance daily on the set. “When I would | 


first show up on a shoot with the older, 


more experienced guys, there would be an | 


initial resistance. It really was tense. I was 
viewed as the ‘girl,’ and they’re saying, 
‘Oh, no.’ I was so gung-ho, you know, 
‘Hand me that 50-pound thing!’ I felt I 
had to work harder to prove myself.” 

After school, O’Toole took a job as an 
associate producer at VizWiz, a produc- 








































tion house. Over a four-year period, the 
company doubled in size and O’Toole 
moved up to production manager, heading 
the department and producing more than 
100 advertising spots. “It was the ’80s; the 
New England film and video industry was 
going nuts.” But the glass ceiling pre- 
vailed. “The producers were girls and the 
directors were boys.” 

O’Toole set out to distinguish her work. 
“What differentiated my background was 
that I came from being on the set. I was a 
much better producer because I knew all 
the problems of the people on the set.” 

And she found her niche. “I thought I 
could bring a balance between the business 
and the art. ‘Let’s make it look nice and 
have some fun, but let’s try to stay on 
schedule and make a buck.’ ” She points 
to the shelves in her office. “See? I have 
my creative arty things” — a stuffed goril- 
la, a chili business-card holder, a rubber 
ax, and other souvenirs from TV spots — 
“right next to my spreadsheets.” 

* 

Katherine Deutch Tatlock is surrounded 
by awe-inspiring photographs shot by her 
father. Her working and living space is 
filled with plants, hand-sewn rugs, an- 
tiques, sea shells, photographs of her chil- 
dren and filmmaker sisters, as well as pho- 
tos from a reading of her screenplay Hon- 
ey and the Bear as it was performed at the 
Sundance Institute in Utah. An indepen- 
dent producer, writer, and director, Tat- 
lock has the effervescence of creativity. 

“My philosophy has a lot to do with try- 
ing to find ways to make the most of the 
positive things and to give as much of that 
to as many people as I can touch. I make 
movies about the way that people can 
overcome negative challenges and find the 
beauty in life.” 

Tatlock has been presented with the In- 
ternational Television and Video Associa- 
tion’s Gold Medal and its Boston divi- 
sion’s Gold and Silver, plus awards from 
the American Film Festival, the New Eng- 
land Film Festival, the Maya Deren Festi- 
val, and others. 

In one of her best-known works, Jail- 
Brake, she “took kids who were in trouble 
through the incarceration process to show 
them how uncool it was to be in jail.” Ev- 
erything’s Fine, hosted by Ed Asner for 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield, focused on adult 
children of alcoholics and is described by 
Tatlock as “very near and dear to my 
heart, since I had personal experience with 
alcoholism with my late husband.” Her 
dramatic films include Plum Island After- 

















noon, which deals with her family’s sepa- 
ration, and PISTA — The Many Faces of 
Steven Deutch, which is about her 85- 
year-old photographer and sculptor father, 
“with the intention of letting the world see 
his art.” 

“I found possibility through public ser- 
vice. Men who had my ability were able to 
get higher-paying jobs and didn’t care 
about public service. I found the subject 
matter tremendously compelling, and it 
provided me an opportunity to do my 
thing and get noticed.” 

Tatlock came to Boston in 1976. She 
enrolled in Boston University’s film pro- 
gram and graduated two years later. A sin- 
gle parent for the last 15 years, she has 
raised two daughters; one is an actress, 
the other a dancer. She became founding 
vice-president of Women in Film New 
England six years ago. “I just wanted to 
give women a fair shake in the business; 
that’s what drove me toward creating an 
organization that represented and empow- 
ered women.” 

She’s encountered battlefronts every- 
where in her 16-year career. “I had been 
told by good friends of mine, male pro- 
ducers, that I was not going to get a job 
because the corporate clients would be 
more responsive to a male director. I de- 
cided I wasn’t going to let that stop me. It 
made me work longer and harder, to be 
able to crack through those ceilings. 

“When the economy started to shift, 
people were looking for individuals who 
could write, produce, and direct. I would 
come forward and say, ‘I can save you a lot 
of money because I can do all those things 
and here’s the work that I’ve done.’ ” 

Last year Tatlock formed Morningstar 
Productions with two men. They made a 
series of direct-marketing films for Bay 
State Health Care; recently they signed a 
year-long contract with the American 
Management Association to create and 
produce an informational series. 

“It’s definitely getting better. Part of the 
reason is that I’ve survived this long. 
That’s the warrior. I don’t identify myself 
as a female filmmaker. I am a filmmaker, I 
am an artist. And all I want to be is con- 
sidered a member of the party.” Q

Mark Morris is back in 


residence in Boston

ark Morris sits back on 
his heels and grins at 
the 14 _— students 
sprawled every which 
way on the floor before 
him. A quartet of dancers has just finished 
performing the previous day’s assignment 
— choreographing a canon for four voices 
— and Morris is prodding his leotard-clad 
crew toward a critique. “Does the system 
work? Could it go on forever?” He paus- 
es. “It almost did.” 

Morris is in his element. He’s teaching a 
10-day choreography workshop at Cam- 
bridge’s Green Street Studios as part of 
the Mark Morris Dance Group’s second 
annual six-week residency here, a unique 
three-year community-oriented program 
sponsored by Dance Umbrella. Based in 
Cambridge’s Dafite-Complex and Green 
Street Studios, this year’s offerings, which 
extend from May 4 to 29, also ifielude a 
four-day technique workshop with Morris, 
ballet and modern-dance classes taught by 
company members, a two-week repertory 
workshop (also led by company dancers), 
outreach activities to Boston public-school 
students and senior citizens, and an open 
rehearsal on May 22. 

But perhaps most enticing is that Boston 
audiences will again have the opportunity 
to experience Morris’s astonishing musi- 
cality and brilliant movement invention 
when his 15-member troupe takes the 
Emerson Majestic stage from June 1 to 12 
for two dozen performances, including 
five Boston premieres and one world pre- 
miere commissioned by Dance Umbrella 
(see box). 

All the shows feature live music, much 
of it vocal, a form, Morris says, that gives 
him “a giant kinesthetic thrill.” That 
charge, he says, comes from the body’s 
role in song. “There’s nothing in between, 
you don’t hold anything in your mouth or 
in your hands. It’s you making the sound. 

“And that relates to dancing in a way. 
It’s corny but it’s true. There’s nothing to 
distort what you’re doing except you, and 
that’s called interpretation.” Among the 
vocal accompaniment is a suite of country- 
tinged songs and instrumental pieces com- 
posed and performed by singer-songwriter 
Michelle Shocked and bassist Rob 
Wasserman for the dance Home. Em- 
manuel Music, conducted by Craig Smith, 
will provide the choral accompaniment for

Dance Umbrella will present the Mark 
Morris Dance Group in two shows at 
the Emerson Majestic Theatre. Pro- 
gram A, which runs from June 1 to 5, 
features Canonic 3/4 Studies to piano 
waltzes by various composers, Sonata 
for Clarinet and Piano to music by 
Francis Poulenc, Home to a commis- 
sioned score by Michelle Shocked and 
Rob Wasserman, and Grand Duo to 
Lou Harrison’s Grand Duo for Violin 
and Piano. 

Program B runs from June 8 to 12 
and includes My Party to Jean 
Frangaix’s Trio for Strings in C, Bed- 
time to the Franz Schubert songs

Mark Morris makes exquisitely propor- 
tioned dances that spring from music and 
yet communicate heart to heart. His multi- 
dimensional Dido and Aeneas, an ode to 
love and loss, plays out almost line for line 
to the Henry Purcell opera. Even his most 
dramatic pieces, such as the lushly deca- 
dent Lovey, which shows a father’s mur- 
dering his child, maintain a strict, mathe- 
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played it again for me, and it was about 
two times as fast as when I first heard it. 

“So I told the dancers that it’s twice as 
fast and would you please just try and do 
it. And they did and it’s fabulous. But I 
don’t think I could have made it up that 
fast. I wouldn’t have done that much detail 
— everybody does all these little sub- 
rhythms and gestures in unison. I would 
have used broader strokes. I want to do 
that now all the time, of course, work at a 
totally different tempo from the music.” 

Also hair-raising in its speed and intrica- 
cy is the four-minute Polka, a nonstop 
tour de force of finger jabs and pelvic slaps 
whose patterns dissolve and re-form to the 
last movement of Lou Harrison’s Grand 
Duo for Violin and Piano. This past year 
Morris choreographed dances for the 
score’s preceding three movements — 
Prelude, Stampede, and A Round — and 
packaged the whole as the 25-minute 
Grand Duo. Polka, he says, is now “like a 
last gasp.” 

Uniting the sections was on his mind 
from the start. “I never do anything like do 
the last movement and then build up to it 
— you know, retro-construct. I immedi- 
ately fell in love with Polka and had to 
make up a dance that second. I wanted 
more of it. The problem was to have it 
make sense, because I love Polka but I 
didn’t want to just make up a whole dance 
from that material. So I had to start with 
something and then move it in the direc- 
tion of Polka so it made sense as the cul-

matical organization. And his dedication to 
a score resonates still further when he 
choreographs to silence, as in the dark, 
magnificent Behemoth, which reveals mu- 
sic’s structure without the sound. “I have 
to do a lot of homework,” he says about 
building dances to, say, his beloved Bach. 
“I make little charts and I analyze the 
score and I listen and, you know, get hys- 
terical.” 

One of the highlights of the run will un- 
doubtedly be Home, an expansive ride 
through the trials of poor rural life punctu- 
ated by what Morris calls “clogging 
episodes.” The collaboration entailed a 
good amount of give and take, as the music 
and the dance emerged simultaneously. 
“We had several sessions together, and 
Michelle and Rob would propose things 
and then I would say what I needed. I end- 
ed up being pretty editorial, having a lot of 
say about how things happened with tempo 
and with structure and the length of things 
and bridges — more than I expected to.” 

Still, there were surprises. “There’s one 
song in the piece called ‘Homestead,’ 
which I choreographed first, quite a while 
ago, and all the moves are based on the 
text directly and rhythmically, and the ac- 
tions, I believe, match up in a certain way 
that connotes meaning and not just time 
and rhythm. Michelle came back and 
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mination.” 

Crafting the steps to Jesu meine Freude 
— a two-hour-a-day process — presents 
a challenge not so much of sense as of 
structure. “Because it is dense Bach, my 
first inclination was to work directly from 
the score and go through and figure out 
what everybody should be doing. But that 
ended up obscuring the music because of 
its density. It’s like ‘Okay now, you people 
go like this and then you go like this,’ and 
it turns into needlepoint or tatting or 
something. 

“So I had to throw out several begin- 
nings of things. I’m trying just to get the 
shape of it and the tone of it without doing 
so much exactly ‘soprano, soprano, alto, 
tenor, bass,’ though I do that sometimes, 
for entrances and for fugal things. Still, 
everybody has to know the music, and 
there are parts that align exactly, but to do 
step for note is a waste of time in some- 
thing like this, I think. It doesn’t work.” 

What does work is Morris’s belief in the 
truth and beauty of pure dancing. When 
asked whether he aims to communicate 
anything in particular to viewers, he re- 
sponds easily. “Usually dancing is enough. 
The fact that we’re watching people danc- 
ing together, that’s plenty. Whatever else is 
going on textually or dramatically, that’s 
extra, it’s a bonus.” Q

a garden of earthy delights

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. Di- 
rected by Kenneth Branagh.

enneth Branagh’s exuber- 
ant Much Ado About 
Nothing does indeed be- 
gin with much ado — 
from cleavage-heaving 
and grape-popping to thundering hooves 
and communal showering. With all the 
sun-drenched picnicking, galloping-horse 
play, and locker-room frolic, you don’t 
know whether you’re watching Tom Jones, 
The Magnificent Seven, or School Ties. But 
just sit back and listen to the delicious, dis- 
embodied purr of Emma Thompson on the 
soundtrack, whooshing breath and drip- 
ping irony across the Bardic ditty that be- 
gins “Sigh no more, ladies, sigh no more.” 
We may not be in “this wooden O” — as 
Branagh’s old friend Henry V would have 
it — but it’s Shakespeare country nonethe- 
less. And Branagh is wild in the evyuntry. 
The young Brit direwvor’s earthy, ebul- 
lient Much 4«» — shot on location at the 
same vaked-pink Tuscan villa that in the 






' 15th century was home to the model for 


the Mona Lisa — is as physical as, if less 
gritty than, his celebrated Henry V. You 


| know from the moment when, as the cred- 


its roll, a galloping cohort of soldiers on 
horseback hurl their fists into the air in 


| perfect, swashbuckling unison that the di- 








rector intends to go for breakneck broke. 
But once the pageantry has subsided to a 
dull roar and the characters have cooled 
off in his-and-her open-air bath houses, it 
becomes clear that Branagh and company 
know what they’re about beyond loping 
and soaping. This hurtling 110-minute 


film, positively giddy with linguistic and 
sexual skirmishing, could well put the 
Bard into the big-money screenwriting 
pantheon with Joe Eszterhas and Robert 
Towne. 

Much Ado About Nothing is, as the title 
suggests, skinny on plot — so much so 
that the play often becomes an excuse for 
the “merry war” of those tongue-crossed 
marriage-bashers Beatrice and Benedick, 
whose journey from acrimony to the altar 
is in fact a subplot, the main event being 
the securing of host Leonato’s daughter 
Hero for war hero Claudio, who is then 
tricked into believing her unfaithful. 
Branagh has managed to bring the whole 
play to coherent, Italianate life and have it 
tumble sensuously and democratically out 
of doors. (Only the villain, Keanu Reeves’s 
glowering Mongol of a Don John, prefers 
to smolder in the stony halls of the villa.) 
Indeed, Branagh succeeds in making of 
Shakespeare’s Messina a supremely tactile 
summertime-and-the-livin’-is-easy locale 
on whose enchantments and tomfoolery 
the darker plot twists and their eventual, 
boob-directed righting explode like »«d- 
den, violent storms. 


The quartet of gatfoping soldiers — 
Benedick. Ctaudio, Don Pedro of Aragon, 


and fis bastard brother Don John — that 
arrives in the beginning, sending indolent, 
crumb-strewn picnickers scurrying, brings 
with it an urgency that attends the whole 
festive business of the film. Don Pedro is 
played by Denzel Washington with kindly, 
measured authority (moreover, he makes 
the Prince’s brief flirtation with Beatrice 
unusually serious and touching), and 
Richard Briers’s Leonato seems relaxed — 
at least until he goes patriarchally slap- 
happy over the disgrace of his daughter. 
But the rest of the dramatis personae are 
popping out of their sunburnt skins and 
diaphanous bodices. 

Young Claudio (Robert Sean Leonard) 
falls impetuously in love with Hero and 
then just as rashly rejects her. Branagh’s 
Benedick is a virtual magpie, taking off 
onto gloriously comical crescendos of talk, 





whether to company, himself, or a collapsi- 
ble lawn chair. It is a credit to this mar- 
velous Shakespearean that he can make the 
snitting and then exultant Benedick, who’s 
tricked into believing Beatrice pines for 
him, so dizzyingly idiotic (“The world must 
be peopled!” he bellows ridiculously to jus- 
tify his capitulation). And then turn him 
credibly into a man whose fury is a thing to 
be reckoned with. Thompson’s open-faced, 
protofeminist Beatrice seems possessed of 
a lustiness, knowing and sly and full of fun, 
that has none of the Maggie Smith 
waspishness that so often intrudes on the 
crisp wit of “Lady Disdain.” 

Branagh proves a risk taker as a director 
as well. Having strung together the 
“gulling” scenes, in which the eavesdrop- 
ping Benedick and Beatrice are each 
duped into thinking the other has declared 
love, he interfaces and commingles images 
of jubilant if clownish surrender — 
Benedick prancing in a fountain, Beatrice 
soaring on a swing — to very loud, 
swoony music. It could be awful, but the 
two are so irresistible it works. 

Branagh’s only real misstep is with the 
lowlife police force consisting of constable 
Dogberry and deputy Verges, whose 
malapropic and drawn-out mishandling of 
the villains almost turns Shakespeare’s 
comedy tragic. Now, I tend to agree with 
Branagh that Shakespeare’s clowns are not 
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that funny as written (though the pompous 
bozo Dogberry is funnier than most). Still, 
in this Much Ado, the groundling-pleasers 
seem to occupy a completely different film 
universe from the other characters. Michael 
Keaton’s growling, sweaty, sadistic Dog- 
berry, inflicting mayhem as he bares black- 
ened teeth, can only be described as Beetle- 
juice transformed into the Fourth Stooge. 
Branagh intends him to be demented (both 
he and Ben Elton’s maniacally dazed 
Verges ride invisible horses), but he can’t 
mean him to be so darkly unfunny. 

I’d like to be able to declare victory for 
our team in this transatlantic Shakespeare- 
an screen effort. And the American actors 
do not acquit themselves badly; even 
Keaton’s radical eye-popping and line- 
swallowing are the conception of the di- 
rector. Both Washington, as noble Don 
Pedro, and Reeves, as his bad-penny 
counterpart, are arresting presences. And 
the intensely boyish Leonard is no more 
callow than Claudio himself. But it is the 
Brits — from Briers’s seasoned Leonato 
and Brian Blessed’s bear of an Antonio to 
the superbly sparring Branagh and 
Thompson to 19-year-old Kate Beckin- 
sale’s intoxicating Hero, reminiscent of the 
young Geraldine Chaplin — who make 
the intricate language sing. Not even 
Hamlet would think these players need 
coaching. Q

No holds Bard 


Kenneth Branagh gives us 
Shakeapeare as we like it 


hen Don Pedro and the boys head into town 
W:: everyone starts taking off his or her 

clothes and heading for the showers, you 
know Kenneth Branagh’s Much Ado About Nothing isn’t 
going to be your standard Shakespeare adaptation. 
From pratfalls with a folding chair to Michael Keaton’s 
transforming Dogberry into Beetlejuice-in-the-Globe- 
Theatre, this Branagh Bardic outing should, if nothing 
else, stifle comparisons with Laurence Olivier. 

“It was like an overture for the whole piece,” Branagh 
remarks of his film’s flamboyant opening. “It reminded 
me of the mating dance you would see in any big town 
on the weekend when a bunch of girls and guys would 
be hanging out getting a little hysterical about spending 
the evening together. These guys are here for a month 
and they’re horny as hell, and the girls are aware of it. 
Here they are in conditions under which anyone would 
have to fall in love. It’s the Tuscan countryside and high 
summer and four weeks of merriment. It lends the 
whole atmosphere of the film and that place a kind of 
hysteria, a sense of everything needing to be relished 


now before it all disappears in fairy-tale fashion.” 

Before Much Ado vanishes from the screen in fairy- 
tale fashion, Branagh has challenged a number of 
Shakespearean preconceptions. For example, that the 
plays must be performed by British actors, and not by 
hip young Americans like Denzel Washington, Robert 
Sean Leonard, and Keanu Reeves. 

“I wanted to cast non-Brits in those parts,” Branagh 
explains. “I didn’t want a film that was just full of mel- 
lifluous English voices. I wanted to challenge and make 
the film look, feel, and sound as though it were for any- 
one, not just a bunch of Brit lovers, or somehow imply 
that this material was the sole province of the Brits.” 

Appealing to a wide audience is an understandable 
concern for a filmmaker — especially with a picture 
whose budget far exceeds that of his hit debut Henry V 
(1989) and is his highest except for the Hollywood- 
made Dead Again (1991). One reason Branagh chose to 
do Much Ado was because of its accessibility. 

“The more I played it in the theater, the more available 
it was to people, particularly as an introduction to Shake- 


speare. It’s very realistic-sounding. It’s almost conversa- 
tional at times. Three-quarters of it is in prose. It’s much 
less formal linguistically than Henry V, and it seems in its 
subject matter to appeal very directly to people. 

“The whole idea of people falling in love was also 
something I wanted to make a film about. I wanted to 
celebrate the power of love and I wanted to try and find 
images which began to form in my mind as I was doing 
the play in the theater that would express the exuber- 
ance and the hysteria and the delight, the joy that’s in 
the play as well as the darkness. And it seemed that it 
would be another development in reaching an audience 
many of whom wrote to me and have written to me over 
the last three or four years: teachers and schoolkids for 
whom Henry V had been a big help in livening the be- 
ginnings of their work on Shakespeare.” 

One obstacle to that goal was in the play itself — the 
role of the constable/clown Dogberry, which Branagh 
assigned to Michael Keaton in one of the film’s more 
controversial casting decisions. 

“It’s a part which is in the theater often tortuous. Just 
unfunny. It’s one of Shakespeare’s hardest clowns with 
the least funny lines, and the humor comes from the do- 
ing of it and I think it needs to be very bold, and so a 
crazy, slightly psychotic Dogberry is something that I 
encouraged. 

“Productions in the theater have gone much further 
than that, of course. It seemed natural to allow a little li- 
cense like that. Particularly in the Dogberry scenes. Will 
Kemp would have played Dogberry in Shakespeare’s 
company, the great clown of his group who allegedly 
was thrown out for doing too much ad-libbing. So I 
imagine early on Dogberry’s antics would have been 


more outrageous than we make them.”

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and structure for his life? And, finally, can | 
carrying a camera around really shed light 
on life, or is it a way for the filmmaker to 
distance himself from reality? 

At first McElwee speculates that having 
a baby “won’t make filmmaking any easi- 
er.” But when his father dies soon after he 
and his wife suffer a miscarriage, these 
questions take the filmmaker into an en- 
thralling, sometimes morbid, exploration 
of death. McElwee reports that on a trip to 
Mexico with his wife, he uses up more film 
in a children’s cemetery than on any other 
thing. He revisits his old friend Charleen 
(the same, irrepressible, Charleen who 
fixed him up on a blind date in Sherman’s | 
March) and talks to her about her hus- | 
band’s suicide in a fire so horrific that the | 
local fire department has a picture of the | 
blaze. “It was the pinnacle of their life, his | 
death,” says Charleen. He remembers a | 
dead sibling, mourns his grandmother, | 
wonders how Charleen will dispose of her | 
husband’s ashes. 

What is this like to watch? With Sher- 
man’s March, McElwee proved that docu- 
mentaries didn’t have to be the stuffy 
pedantic fare you snoozed through in so- 
cial-studies class. Indeed, they didn’t have | 
to be about anything more serious than the 
filmmaker’s social life. But if the first film 
turned our expectation about non-fiction 
films on its head, Time Indefinite — its ti- 
tle comes from a resonant Bible quotation 
— shows how moviemaking can be a kind 
of personal essay, a journal kept on film. 

At times that journal seems studded 
with self-conscious metaphors: a fish 
gasping for breath on a dock; an enor- 
mous breast cancer demystified for us be- | 
cause it’s on screen for several minutes. 
What keeps Time Indefinite from becom- | 
ing an “endless metaphysical loop” is part- | 
ly the filmmaker’s own self-effacing hu- 
mor. “If you put the camera down,” says 
his wife, whom McElwee is shooting as 
she unpacks boxes in their new home, 
“you could help.” 

McElwee’s exploration of the life cycle | 
comes full circle in Time Indefinite, culmi- 
nating not only in his son’s birth (for 
which he does put the camera down and | 
help), but also in the filming of a 50th 
wedding anniversary. Still, it’s his father’s 
death that forms the emotional core of the

Indefinite proposal 


Ross McElwee shoots the Time of his life

f you ever wondered what hap- 
pened to Ross McElwee, the hap- 
less single man who recorded his 
(mostly unsuccessful) romantic en- 
counters to hilarious effect in the 
1986 film Sherman’s March, there’s good 
news and bad. First the good news. In the 
years since his groundbreaking personal 
documentary, McElwee has settled down 


with filmmaker Marilyn Levine and started 
a family. Naturally, he brought his camera 
along, recording his marriage announce- 
ment, his wedding, his visits to his family 
in North Carolina, and even his wife’s trip 
to the gynecologist, who assures fhe cou- 
ple that everything’s “all set for Baby 
City.” 

What’s less than sanguine, we learn in 
Time Indefinite, is that his new film ex- 
plores not only McElwee’s ambivalence 
about reproducing, but also the personal 
losses that the filmmaker had to cope with 
while setting out for said destination. 

What results is an incredibly moving 
variation on the home movie. The sole 


artist in a family of doctors, McElwee fo- 
cuses his film around family reunions and 
his own memories. (Some footage of his 
childhood is incorporated in this film, 
thanks to his parents’ home movies.) He 
zooms in on his father, a surgeon who, 
McElwee explains, has a way of “wreaking 
havoc” on his son’s endeavors. Film runs 
out, batteries die, and equipment breaks 
down as the filmmaker tries to get a better 
picture of his father’s life. Does every- 
thing, as his mother used to say, “begin 
and end with family”? Why is it that 
McElwee, the only member of the clan to 
move up North, find himself reaching back 
to his Southern relatives to find meaning 


film. Searching for an explanation, McEl- | 
wee attempts what every journal keeper | 
does — to find meaning by capturing | 
“photographic proof.” Then he wonders | 
“what good the proof will do me — or 
anyone”? One answer is that, for filmmak- | 
er and audience alike, asking is its own 
kind of comfort. It’s also true, as he says 
of his parents’ home movies, that what’s 
captured in McElwee’s footage is some- 
thing “quivering with the kind of life that 
would be very difficult to re-enact.” ul

nyone who’s ever sat through a Ross McElwee 
At has probably wondered how much the 

camera interferes with the filmmaker’s day-to- 
day life. It’s not everyone who takes a hand-held lens 
along on a blind date, but McElwee’s near-obsessive 
recording of his romantic encounters is part of what 
made his 1986 hit Sherman’s March unique. Likewise, 
in his new film Time Indefinite, the camera accompanies 
McElwee and his new wife, Marilyn, as they announce 
their engagement, move into their new apartment, and 
visit McElwee’s ancient grandmother, not to mention 
his wife’s gynecologist. Indeed, in one of the film’s more 
resonant moments, McElwee’s friend Charleen insists 
that he turn off the camera. “This is not art. This is 
life.” 

McElwee admits that his reality is a marriage of life 
and art. “The shooting of the film is always a conflict for 
me about whether to force myself to barge in and start 
shooting, or enjoy life.” He thinks that for his subjects 
— usually family members and friends — the presence 
of the camera may initially be a distraction, but “the 
people who appear in film think it’s compelling, so it 
turns out to be a happy experience.” What about for the 
filmmaker? “It’s that dilemma of whether to pick up the 
dessert fork or pick up the camera.” 


You might suspect that McElwee feels naked without the 
camera, but that’s not so: “I can assure you that I spend a 
lot of time just talking to people normally.” Actually, the 
filmmaker says that he’s more stable than his on-camera 
persona might lead you to suspect. “I somewhat exaggerate 
to heighten the comic qualities of this obsessive, neurotic 
character determined to film everything, and it does reach 
that intensity at times. Certainly in Sherman’s March there 
are places where I felt ‘I have to film.’ ” 

Time Indefinite is also full of such moments. The film, 
a kind of journal on celluloid, follows McElwee’s emo- 
tional path as he moves from a happy newlywed state to 
a journey through the three-pronged loss of a miscar- 
ried pregnancy plus the deaths of his father and grand- 
mother within a short space of time. Although he 
emerges with his life force, not to mention his sense of 
humor, intact and the film ends in a celebratory mode, 
what characterizes his search is an obsessive attempt, as 
it were, to look at death through the camera lens. 

“These little details of death are often things that are 
not explored. For better or worse, what this kind of film 
does — and what cinéma-vérité has always done — is 
deal with the details. If, in fact, death is among the de- 
tails, those details need to be collected and ordered and 
presented also.” 





In case you’re wondering what it’s like to follow up 
something as successful — at least in non-fiction film- 
making terms — as a project like Sherman’s March, 
McElwee says he did feel a little daunted. “Because 
there were certain expectations that were in place be- 
cause of how that film turned out, I think I rebelled a 
little bit against that from the outset. I made another 
film called Something To Do with the Wall (it aired on 
cable TV last summer). “It was not entirely unautobio- 
graphical but unautobiographical enough, and I wanted 
to do that just to escape the tyranny of autobiographical 
filmmaking, which is kind of draining. In fact, I think 
people wanted something more like Sherman’s March. 
But I always felt that I work well going back and forth 
making films that aren’t directly about me and coming 
back and doing autobiography.” 

Like everyone else who makes non-fiction films, McE]- 
wee bemoans the fact that there are so few opportunities 
to screen documentaries. “Documentaries are death at 
the box office,” he says, quoting a refrain familiar to film- 
makers. Still, though he won’t take credit for it, filmmak- 
ers such as McElwee and fellow Boston-area director Er- 
rol Morris may be responsible for the ability of movies 
like Truth or Dare and Paris Is Burning to attract main- 
stream audiences. Are experimental documentaries finally 
getting more respect? Have moviegoers caught up with 
the ongoing revolution in non-fiction filmmaking? 

McElwee, who was able to get money up front for the 
making of Time Indefinite, thinks that his cachet isn’t the 
only thing that’s improved in the six-year hiatus since his 
first film. “People who come to screenings of Time In- 
definite seem to be aware of the ground rules in a way 
that they weren’t with Sherman’s March. The reason I 
know that is, after I showed Sherman’s March, and took 
questions from the audience after, invariably I would get 
questions about how long did I take to write the script, 
and did the actress Charleen appear in other films. This 


time around I’ve yet to get a question like that.”

Visions of Light shows us 
how cinematography is done

hen Gordon Willis,

Hall the “prince of 

darkness,” shot The 
Godfather, he deliberately underlit Bran- 
do’s face to preserve Don Corleone’s mys- 
tery, so you couldn’t read the man’s soul 
through his eyes. Vilmos Zsigmond ob- 
tained the muted, textured look of McCabe 
& Mrs. Miller by flashing — overlaying 
fog on the film stock. Roman Polanski, 
working on Rosemary’s Baby, got William 
Fraker to shoot Ruth Gordon on a bed- 
room phone so a doorway cut off part of 
her profile; Fraker reports that the audi- 
ence tipped their heads collectively to try 
to see around that doorway. 

These anecdotes are part of the fun of 
seeing Visions of Light: The Art of Cine- 
matography, a documentary by Arnold 
Glassman, Todd McCarthy, and Stuart 
Samuels that operates like an enthralling 
90-minute course in the history and tech- 
niques of photographing movies. Mc- 
Carthy, who compiled the script, inter- 
views some two dozen cinematographers, 
including many of the major contemporary 
American and émigré ones (the movie’s 
focus is almost exclusively on Hollywood), 
whose impressions of the work of their 
predecessors shape the film’s historical 


| perspective and whose reminiscences 
bring it into the modern era (roughly the 


| last 25 years). 


This personal-history approach, and the 


| precision and articulateness of the com- 
| mentary by, among others, Conrad Hall 


(In Cold Blood), Allen Daviau (E.T.), 
Michael Chapman (Taxi Driver), and Vit- 
torio Storaro (Apocalypse Now), gives Vi- 
sions of Light a dynamism and integrity 
that compilation documentaries — movies 
about movies — almost never have. The 
talk doesn’t feel like filler between the fab- 
ulous clips; the clips actually appear in the

It’s up 
to “Topper” and his team of special forces 
knuckleheads to get them out. 


service of the arguments the photogra- 
phers want to make. 

The picture begins with a respectful 
tribute to the work of the silent masters — 
like Billy Bitzer on the Griffith movies — 
that’s defeated by the filmmakers’ choice 
(their only stupid one) to run the clips at 
sound speed, which is one-third again as 
fast as the original projection speed. It’s 
difficult to admire the beauty of this 
footage when it’s garbled in this way, even 
though the prints themselves are obviously 
the finest ones available.

The diabolical subtlety of Excessive Force 
will be lost on critiques unschooled in 
théorie, who will see it as another Steven 
Seagal—style lone-hero action sausage- 
grinder. It bears the outward signifiers of 
the genre: a maverick policeman; a black 
partner whose primary fonction is to die 
horribly and provide the héro with an ex- 
cuse for revanche; a fashion-model girl- 
friend; a cameo by James Earl Jones; and 
the fétichisme of sweaty limbs, gun clips, 
and mutilated corpses. 

But auteur Thomas Ian Griffith (the 
film’s writer, star, choreographer, and key 
grip) cleverly undermines the values of the 
genre, revealing himself to be free of the 
outmoded values that burden Seagal, like 
charisma and a sense of humor. The leo- 
nine Griffith is the Michael Bolton to Sea- 
gal’s Otis Redding. Next to Seagal’s pale 
stabs at originalité, his complete deriva-

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about the way they work and about the de- 
velopment of their craft is fascinating. 
They cover the sudden catapult into 
sound, before camera technology was 
ready for it; how cameramen, working in 
studio machine shops to find ways of solv- 
ing new problems, carried that technology 
forward; the seal the lab put on the dis- 
tinctive style of the studio it served, and 
how the trademark sensibilities of certain 
photographers transcended that style; the 
contributions of cameramen to the images 
of stars (like William Daniels, the only 
man Garbo ever allowed to shoot her). 
Daviau talks about the philosophical 
shift that cinematographers trained in 
black and white, which is naturally more 
abstract and theatrical, had to make when 
they began to work in color (which be- 
came widespread in the ’40s). You think 
about the implications of that remark 
when you see Conrad Hall’s work in Jn 
Cold Blood or Michael Chapman’s in Rag- 
ing Bull. Their achievements, though bril- 
liant, feel very self-conscious — the effort 
of artists accustomed to working in color 
who are reaching back toward a palette 
history has discarded. The photographers 
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who work backwards toward an earlier pe- 
riod through their modern vision of the 
world and of movies — as Vittorio 
Storaro admits he did in The Conformist, 
or as Vilmos Zsigmond obviously did in 
McCabe & Mrs. Miller — are much more 
successful. 

Visions of Light starts your brain spin- 
ning. Conrad Hall talks about how cine- 
matography began to embrace what earlier 
eras would have labeled “mistakes” and to 
find the aesthetic and dramatic value in 
them: underlighting (in Fat City), light re- 
flected on the lens (Cool Hand Luke), heat 
blurriness (The Day of the Locust). The 
choice of clips in Visions of Light is more 
than just informative, though — it’s 
thrilling. 

Especially since so many are surprises. 
For example, the finale of The Big Combo, 
included in its entirety, is lit, by John Al- 
ton, by a single searchlight within a rec- 
tangle cut out in the middle of the frame. 
It’s a virtuoso piece of lighting, like some- 
thing in a Welles picture. I can’t remember 
the last movie I saw where I had an almost 
irresistible impulse to applaud, over and 
over. Q

DEFENDING OUR LIVES 
Watching Defending Our Lives, an extraor- 
dinary film about domestic violence that | 
gets its Boston premiere this weekend, you | 
may find it difficult to decide which took | 
more courage on the part of the women in- | 
terviewed: killing the men who tortured | 
and terrorized them or sitting down in 
front of the camera to relive it. The movie 
features members of the Framingham 8, a | 
disparate group of women now serving 
time in Massachusetts prisons for killing 
their batterers. (The sentences of several of 
these women are under consideration for 
commutation by Governor Weld.) 

A joint venture between Cambridge Doc- 
umentary Films and a prison support group 
called Battered Women Fighting Back!, the 
film relates statistics (there are three times 
as many animal shelters in this country as 
shelters for battered women) and presents | 
photographs of the horrorific state women | 
are left in by their batterers — usually hus- 
bands and boyfriends. Sandwiched between | 
a roll call of the Massachusetts women | 
killed by domestic violence in 1992 (20 | 
women in !1 months) are stories by the in- 
dividual members of the Framingham 8, | 
who try to put in perspective such questions 
as why women stay with batterers, why they | 
eventually leave, and what bleak prospects | 
await those who do break free. 

Most important, the film is an articulate | 
condemnation of the way women’s lives | 
are devalued by the criminal-justice sys- | 
tem. “If a stranger had done this to me,” 
says one woman, “the police would have | 
helped me.” At the Coolidge Corner this | 
Sunday, May 23. Several women featured | 
in the film will be present.

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Serious soldier 
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ie Carpenter takes up Arms

hen at the helm of the 
Huntington Theatre 
Company’s ambitious 
Cymbeline, director 
Larry Carpenter (who 
is also the force behind the theater’s annu- 
al Christmas Carol) wrestled with a wicked 
stepmother, a headless corpse, and a 
Whitman’s Sampler of plot twists. This 
time out of the candy box, he takes on one 
of classic comedy’s more delectable crea- 
tures, the chocolate soldier of George 
Bernard Shaw’s Arms and the Man, which 
will close the Huntington season May 21 
through June 20. It will be a near-cente- 
nary production of the 1894 crowdpleaser, 
but Carpenter’s not surprised by the 
longevity of this, one of GBS’s most acces- 
sible efforts. What does impress him is 
how modern the play remains. 

To hear him tell it, the secret of Arms 
and the Man is that Shaw “had a form that 
he knew worked.” The plot, for those of 
you who’ve been dozing off for the last 
century of English drama, revolves around 
Raina, a young Bulgarian woman whose 
ideas about heroism and masculinity are 
overturned when Bluntschli, a Serbian sol- 
dier, takes refuge in her bedroom, gob- 
bling up her chocolates and inadvertently 
causing her to rethink her love affair with 
the more soldierly-seeming Sergius. 
Shaw’s first real popular success, the play 
appeared shortly after that more serious

social drama Widowers’ Houses and 
marked his turn from freelance essayist 
and critic to marketable dramatist. 

Cribbing from “the Herb Gardners of 
the 1800s,” says Carpenter, Shaw took the 
romantic-comedy mold and poured “his 
own ironic overview on top of it. He cre- 
ates a couple who are wrong for each other 
and then puts in two people who are right 
for them, and it is like — I forget whose 
quote this is — ‘the playwright spends two 
hours dreaming the right people in bed to- 
gether.’ But that’s what he does. We meet 
this wonderful bright woman/child, and he 
matches her with his autobiographical 
character. I do think Bluntschli is about a 
lot of what Shaw is about — reserved, in- 
telligent, and practical.” 

In other words, Shaw took such stock 
elements as the soldier, the ingenue, and 
the handsome leading man (not to men- 
tion the randy maid and the social-climb- 
ing parents) from the romantic-comedy 
tradition, only to subject them to peculiar- 
ly Shavian transformations. Even so, the 
very elements that have given Arms and 
the Man its incredible shelf life can make it 
the stuff of broadly played cartoon. 

Not everyone realizes the potential for 
exaggeration as pointedly as does Carpen- 
ter, who staged the play about 12 years go 
at Portsmouth’s Theatre by the Sea. “But I 
was younger then, and it all seemed so 
much simpler.” This time, he says, “We’re 
trying to figure out people as opposed to 
caricatures or stereotypes . . . and Shaw 
doesn’t give you a lot of clues, though he

writes totally logical people, all motivatable, 
all supportable, all understandable. It’s so 
much more interesting to see people arrive 
on stage instead of posturing Shavianites.” 

That’s good new for theatergoers 
who’ve sat through the oft-produced com- 
edy watching Shaw’s debate between ide- 
alism and pragmatism played not for its 
lyrical and intellectual qualities but for 
laughs. “Therefore,” speculates Carpenter 
of his own production, “a lot of audience 
members are going to find it not as funny, 
but I think it’s going to be more substan- 
tive.” Not that there will be nothing to 
laugh at, especially in the part of Sergius, 
the buffoonish cavalry officer who be- 
comes a hero despite his bumbling attempt 
to charge a barrage of machine-gun fire. 
Says Carpenter, “It would be denying the 
audience a certain amount of fun to not 
have him lose his mind from time to time.” 

In fact, though Carpenter admits that 
Raina, “a model for the bluestockings,” 
anticipates dozens of modern women 
characters (“She’s very smart, she has 
great compassion, she’s self-sufficient”), 


it’s really with Sergius that his sympathy 
lies. “He says, ‘I’m six different people.’ 
He’s pure ego. He’s thrashing about trying 
to figure out who he is. He has all these 
postures. He finally figures out that he’d 
probably be just as happy with a good sim- 
ple woman, sitting on his farm hoeing the 
onion patch. He realizes, “You don’t have 
to be a hero. You don’t have to be machis- 
mo.’ Those of us who’ve gone through 
midlife crisis understand this character.” 
What’s less easy for Carpenter (who in 
his off-stage time is a director of TV’s 
daytime soap As the World Turns) to grasp 
is how contemporary politics will intrude 


on the play. “It’s incredibly modern be- | 


cause the word Serb is mentioned all over 
the place,” he points out, adding that “we 
spent a lot of time trying to figure out 
whether we wanted to remove the world 
Serb, and my final take was that it would 
be insulting to the audience to do that be- 
fore the fact.” Still, he concludes, “it’s in- 
credibly interesting to see that 100 years 
ago there was something called the Serbo- 
Croatian War.” Oo

he last angry man of Boston

Now, tired of a shoestring existence and 
the inertia of the Boston theater establish- 
ment, the outspoken Richardson has moved 
his campaign for new plays to the airwaves, 
where he (as literary manager), along with

son, has birthed “The Radio Play,” a series 
of 13 half-hour dramas (13 more are al- 
ready in production) to be broadcast on

ternoons from 5 to 6, for the ensuing five

adaptations of stories by classic American

Willa Cather’s “A Wagner Matinee.” 

Three programs in the series will be 
broadcast by the BBC, which has contribut- 
ed not just air time but artistic manpower 
to the project. Primarily, though, “The Ra- 
dio Play” is a chance for American writers, 
actors, and directors to practice their craft 


in the ears of a million people. After strug- 
gling for years to make people listen, 
Richardson was “interested in breaking out 
of the spider web you get caught in when 
you want to be a dramatist in this country.” 

“God, it was such a relief for me after 
trying to do staged readings,” the 
writer/director/dramaturg goes on, “hop- 
ing that this new work would go some- 
where, because often it would not. What 
happened is that when the Mass Arts 
Council money went out, I hit a wall. I’d 
been trying to be a playwright and run New 
Voices, and it never quite worked. And 
then I did a radio version of my play 89 
and hooked up with Valerie Henderson, 
who was interested in radio drama and who 
does the grant writing. I started to focus on 
writers, directors, and actors, as well as on 
my own writing. It pulled a rabbit out of a 
hat in a wonderful way.” 

And though American radio hasn’t the fi- 
nancial resources or the audience of the 
BBC, Richardson thinks that there’s a 
hunger for good radio drama. Indeed, anoth-

The future of “The Radio Play” looks 
bumpy but encouraging. The initial NEA 
grant of $20,000 has not been followed up, 
but no less an eminence than Arthur Miller 
has agreed to introduce the next series of 
plays. Eventually, Richardson would like to 
be on weekly, with some of the plays run- 
ning as long as an hour. 

For now, he sings the praises of a collab- 
orative art: “One of the things about being 
a playwright is that everybody is working 
against you as a critical force. The actors, 
directors, dramaturgs, and reviewers are 
banging up against you like a wind, telling 
you that something should be changed. If 
you are vigorous, that can be a positive 
thing. If you are a famous novelist, you just 
pull it out and pee all over the street and go 
home.”

Off Off Broadway; Three Guys

et us return to those thrilling 
days of yesteryear, before the 
rules were written. When 
there could be a countercul- 
ture because there was still a 
mainstream culture.

An An- 
thology (presented by the Mass Bay The- 
atre Company, at the Performance Place, 
through May 22). Return to the brick- 
walled clubs where stand-up comedy was 
being reinvented as a visceral, purgative 
art, a verbal rock-and-roll, as depicted in 
Michael Rupert and Jerry Colker’s musical 
Three Guys Naked from the Waist 
Down (presented by SpeakEasy Stage 
Company, at the Boston Center for the 
Arts’ Leland Center, through May 23). 
Carney’s piece is a history lesson (in 
fact, she has taken it around the world as a 
teacher over.the last 10 years). She recalls 
warmly her days as an Off Off Broadway 
actress, when the tumult of the ’60s creat- 
ed a theater aesthetic whose only rule was 
“subvert order,” when impresarios like La 
Mama Experimental Theatre Club’s Ellen 
Stewart were willing to go to jail for the 
sake of their renegade stages (when they 
couldn’t dodge the zoning board). Carney 


| presents illustrative vignettes from a move- 


ment that, under the influence of Gro- 
towski, prized the spontaneous above the 
polished, the poetic above the prosaic, the 


| dreamed above the reasoned, the mythic 


and ritualized above the psychologically 
realistic. 

The growth of an avant-garde perfor- 
mance industry that often seems narcissis- 


| tic and willfully obscure has dulled the 
| radical edge of those principles, but Car- 
| ney is a gifted enough performer to make 
| them seem fresh again, whether she’s the 
| entire cast of a comic kabuki melodrama 
| in Kenneth Bernard’s Night Club, a neu- 


rotic pet in Mabou Mines’ The Shaggy 


| Dog Animation, a vaudevillean’. Virgin 


Mary who’s a cross between Yeats’s Leda 
and Mae West in William M. Hoffman’s 
XX XXX, or the know-it-all professor 
(whom the rubber-faced Carney plays like 
John McLaughlin in drag) in Maria Irene 
Fornes’s Dr. Kheal. The skill of these re- 
creations, under the direction of Ingrid 
Sonnichsen, keeps the tone of the evening 
from becoming “Guess you had to be 
there.” Carney has enough perspective on 
the era to chuckle at it, noting that the 
works she performed in or watched may 
have been good or bad “but never dull.” 
Aging less gracefully is Three Guys 
Naked, which was written eight years ago 
but already seems a relic of the moment it 
captures, the beginning of the 80s comedy 
boom, when a single appearance on Johnny 
Carson’s Tonight Show could turn a strug- 
gling yukster into a sit-com and film star 
overnight. The scene had yet to be oversat- 
urated by disgruntled, white, male Baby 
Boomers channeling their personal and 
generational angst into routines, guys like 
this play’s protagonists, self-indulgent 
whiner Ted Klausterman (Frank Gayton), 
volatile “Angry Guy” Phil Kunin (John 
Ockerbloom), and manic-depressive “Zen 
Catholic” Kenny Brewster (Richard Carey). 
Despite their disparate styles, these 
three form a comedy trio, wow Carson, 
and become stars of a hit TV series about 
three detectives who go undercover in 
drag. The question of to what extent these 
guys will degrade their talents to advance 
their careers is complicated by their pro- 
found ambivalence toward that yuppie ide- 
al, success, which each deals with in his 
own self-destructive way. This sort of dis- 
illusion, which might have seemed shock- 


ing during the Whee! Decade, is old hat | 


today (the funniest thing about Phil’s “An- 
gry Guy” song is how tame it seems now). 
Michael Rupert’s glibly forgettable tunes 














and Jerry Colker’s bumper-sticker lyrics | 


(“Ain’t life a bitch?”) add little novelty. 

Give the cast credit for being capable 
singers and troupers who withstand direc- 
tor Paul Daigneault’s attempt to rush them 
beyond their capacity. Particularly good is 
Carey, who looks like a young Buddy 
Hackett, and whose frenetic, prop-heavy 
shtick seems brilliantly improvised. (When 
the others’ monologues are at their windi- 
est, Carey’s Kenny habitually interrupts 
them, like the Energizer bunny.) But even 
he can’t wring the required Hamlet-like 
pathos from a man singing of his death 
fixation to'a’ handpuppet of a squirret.

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Let’s talk 


Patricia Smith publishes 
more user-friendly poetry

BIG TOWNS, BIG TALK. By Patricia 
Smith. Zoland Books, 114 pages, $9.95. 


ou may already be familiar 

with the work of Patricia 

Smith. In addition to being 

a national champ of the po- 

etry slam — the sport that 

turns polite poets into glib gladiators — 

and a contributor to such rags as The Paris 

Review and Agni, she is a well-known arts 

critic for the Boston Globe. So in her case, 

forget the old adage “Those who can’t 
write or teach become arts critics.” 

Smith’s first collection of poems, Life 


According to Motown, was drawn from her 


youth in 1960s Chicago, when the politics 
of segregation and race mingled with the 
sounds of Berry Gordy’s label. In her new 
Big Towns, Big Talk, the terrain we visit is 
wider, the emotional plain more elevated, 
as Smith reflects on everything from 
homegirls at the Louvre to trying on wed- 
ding gowns in Filene’s Basement to the 
(very) detrimental effects of making love 
with a god in Athena’s temple. A black 
woman’s voice that is strong and refresh- 
ingly self-accepting is what you hear; and 
“hear” is the key word. As Smith has said 
of these poems, “They beg to be read 
aloud. If I could visit everyone to read 
them personally, I would.” Actually, that 
won’t be necessary, because they clang, 
jangle, and purr into your ears. 

Smith is at the height of her craft when 
examining her roots and the dimensions of 
what it means to be black, female, and 
middle class in this white culture. In “An- 
nie Pearl Smith Discovers Moonlight” and 
“Changing Partners,” she uses vivid detail 
to give a painfully realistic composite of 
her mother at different stages of life. 

“Annie Pearl” begins, “My mother, the 
sage of Aliceville, Alabama,/didn’t believe 
that men had landed on the moon./‘They 
can do anything with cameras,’/she hissed 
to anyone and everyone who'd listen . . .” 
An earlier vision is offered by “Changing 
Partners”: “But the first time I actually 
saw my mama dance,/her partner grabbed 
her heels and shook her till/she coughed 
music. . .. Runs roared through her stock- 
ings like rush-hour traffic,/swollen feet 








screamed in the slingback pumps,/eye- 
glasses cracked in the chaos.” 

Smith’s work mixes issues of class and 
race in ways that are affecting and often 
surprising. In “Nickel Wine and Deep 
Kisses,” she explores the effects of a man 
making a pass at her at a Chicago housing 
project. The poem begins: “Hey, miz lady 
. .. bring your fine ass over here and talk 
to me.” And her response: “I never as- 
sumed it a casual flirtation./I] know you 
were as serious as the sidewalk/you stood 
on, from your studiously gaping gym 
shoes/to the Adidas symbol shaved care- 
fully into the back/of your hair.” The 
street detail gives the poem credibility, but 
it’s the word “serious” that takes on a 
deeper meaning. The man’s pass is “seri- 
otis” because it addresses the vast chasm 
between project life and her own. 

In “Heartland,” prejudice is alive and 
well in a hick diner in Advance, Indiana, 
where the inhabitants “have swiveled on 
the creaking stools/to stare at me, all of 
me much blacker than they/can imagine 
... Lam sitting across from my white hus- 
band, and we are/hungry, angry, and for 
the moment, strangers.” . 

Although race is a subtext in many of 
Smith’s poems, she doesn’t overlook the 
politics of sex. A man is always hovering 
about; sometimes he is a father, sometimes 
a stranger, but most often a lover. For 
Smith, sex is not self-indulgent body-flu- 
idism or anything self-pitying. It’s inno’ 
cent, even inconsequential — the result of 
a hapless attraction that men feel for her 
black beauty and that she chooses either to 
ignore or to revel in. 

In “But Only Eye,” she muses, “If you 
were not you, what would/i do with my 
mouth?” She despairs in “Shaving” that 
“The man who makes my body stutter wears 
a beard to hide his face.” “After Green Mill, 
March 1988” finds her cleverly disposing of 
a pretentious black yuppie: “Like most Ne- 
groes of your station, you know/cheese well 
...,” before declaring she could never love 
him, then sleeping with him anyway. 

Big Towns, Big Talk lets loose a poetic 
voice of consequence that has a lot to 
teach and to say. But this is not poetry that 
speaks at you, or down to you, or screams 
or preaches. It’s poetry that converses with 
you, that calls you up and says, “Let’s 
talk.” QO

In praise of Kiss 


rock hero 


Why Gene Simmons is a genuine

y biggest influence 
through junior high 
was Kiss. I had all of 
their eight-track tapes 
in high school, and that 





| was my thing.” Those aren’t the words of 


some spandex-and-leather-clad head- 
banger. That’s a quote from all-American 


country-music titan Garth Brooks. 


He’s one of a dozen pop luminaries who 


| pay homage to the Kings of the Nighttime 
| World in the press kit for the forthcoming 


Kiss Alive III (PolyGram), their 25th release 


| in 21 years. Two guitarists from the Seattle 
| grunge frontier, Pearl Jam’s Mike Mc- 


Cready and Soundgarden’s Kim Thayil, say 
they wouldn’t be playing today if it weren’t 
for Kiss. But it’s Stone Temple Pilots’ Dean 
Deleo who truly sums up the band’s place in 
rock history. He recalls a scene that should 
sound familiar to a lot of kids who hit pu- 
berty in the mid ’70s: “I remember bounc- 
ing around my bedroom playing along to 
Kiss Alive on an old tennis racquet.” 

In their heyday, Kiss — and especially 
1975’s Kiss Alive — set the standard for 
giving the people what they want and then 
some: from outrageous cartoon costumes 
and make-up to pyrotechnic stage shows; 
from fist-pumping party anthems that 
tapped into the boundless realm of adoles- 
cent sexual fantasy to a complete line of 
paraphernalia that exploited every ounce 
of rock and roll’s marketing potential. 

They were huge, magical, and, ultimate- 
ly, innocuous. So when the Kiss Army — 
as their fan club was called — graduated 
from junior high, it deserted en masse. 
Posters of the band framed against the 
menacing New York skyline were torn 
from bedroom walls across Amcrica, al- 
bums were packed away to make room for 
records by the Clash and the Sex Pistols, 
and the mere mention of Kiss clicited deri- 
sive snickering or embarrassed silence 
from the same kids who'd learned air-gui- 
tar riffs from Ace Freehley. 


Their audience dwindled; Kiss lost focus 
and two of their members — Frehley and 
drummer Peter Criss — as they entered the 
’80s. After belatedly trying their hand at a 
disco hit with the 1979 single “I Was Made 
for Lovin’ You” and taking a spurious stab 
at a serious concept album on 1981’s Music 
for the Elder (which features some note- 
worthy songwriting collaborations with Lou 
Reed), they took off their make-up in 1983 
and entered the “Where Are They Now” 
file. And that might have been it; Kiss could 
have been swept from the limelight, relegat- 
ed to years of playing increasingly bad bar 
gigs or just cashing their chips. 

But they had managed to implant them- 
selves in the collective unconscious of 
’60s-born slackers who were coming of 
age in the ’80s. The first signs of a Kiss 
resurgence came from an unexpected 
source: in 1984 the Replacements covered 
Kiss’s anthemic working-class gem “Black 
Diamond” on Let It Be (Twin Tone), a 
now-classic disc that established Paul 
Westerberg as the songwriting spokesper- 
son for a smart, cynical, and unsatisfied 
generation. 

Suddenly, underground rockers all over 
America started working Kiss covers into 
their live sets. Boston’s Lemonheads fol- 
lowed with a spirited rendition of “Plaster 
Caster” on 1988’s Creator (Taang!). In 
1990, an underground Kiss revival was 
put in full swing by the aptly titled Hard 
To Believe, a compilation of Kiss tunes 
recorded by 15 alternative bands, includ- 
ing Nirvana. But the sweetest vindication 
was Kiss’s return to the charts with 1992’s 
gold-certified Revenge (PolyGram) and a 
subsequent 20th-anniversary tour that in- 
troduced a revitalized line-up (newcomer 
Eric Singer on drums and eight-year vet- 
eran Bruce Kulick on guitar) and yielded 
the tracks for Kiss Alive I11. 

“Just what the world needs, Kiss Alive 
111,” jokes Gene Simmons, the 43-year- 
old singer/bassist and all-around demonic 
presence who's fronted the band with gui- 
tarist Paul Stanley since the beginning. 
That ,self-depreciating. sense.of ,humor,is 


one of the keys to the band’s longevity, but 
Simmons’s serious side quickly asserts it- 
self in response to my casual inquiry about 
the status of the Kiss Army. “I’m gonna 
fax you some stuff that'll make your eyes 
bleed,” he insists. Within minutes I’m 
holding flyers from an assortment of Kiss 
conventions and Kiss cover bands. 

“I’ve gone to see a couple of those 
bands and it’s unbelievable,” he beams 
with almost fatherly pride. “There’s a lot 
of work, a lot of effort, and a lot of cash 
that goes into that stuff.” Therein lies an- 
other key to Kiss’s longevity: Simmons’s 
combination of genuine enthusiasm and a 
bottom-line mentality that doesn’t distin- 
guish between a Louisville Kiss tribute 
band called Strutter and the Replace- 
ments’ version of “Black Diamond” — 
both add up to more exposure, and record 
sales, for Kiss. 

In fact, despite the obvious influence 
he’s had on American popular culture, 
Simmons isn’t prone to ponder the signifi- 
cance of Kiss beyond the fact that it’s 
brought him some “good times” and a 
comfortable income. “Never in my wildest 
dreams did I imagine that 20 years later 
I’d be sitting back on my fat ass talking 
about what it all means. I’m not sure it re- 
ally matters. If you’re eating good food, or 
you’re swapping spit with a beautiful 
woman, and somebody asks you what it all 
means . . . | don’t know, but it feels good. 

“I do know that Kiss isn’t the heaviest 
band that’s ever been, and we’ve never 
tried to be. Our songs just celebrate life 
without trying to be political or religious in 
tone. We like to think that the 18/2 Over- 
ture with a good backbeat is what we’ve 
tried to do. But here I am sitting in front 
of my desk and there’s a doll of me look- 
ing back at me. I’m thinking, ‘I guess they 
made a doll. Why the hell would anyone 
want to make a doll of me?’ That brings 
up the question of who am I?” 

Born Chaim Witz in Haifa, Israel, on 
August 25, 1949, Simmons became Gene 
Klein when he moved to New York City at 
age nine; he. adopted his. current moniker 
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when he put his teaching aspirations on 
hold to play in a rock band with Stanley 
(Paul Eisen). In stark contrast to his devil- 
ish on-stage persona, the real Gene Sim- 
mons describes himself as a rather gentle 
soul. “The truth of the matter is, I’ve never 
been drunk, I like milk and cookies, | 
watch cartoons, and I’m a very friendly 
guy. I don’t think I’ve ever been in a fight, 
but I look pretty intimidating and people 
get something out of that.” 

A few minutes later, Simmons forgets 
the nice-guy shtick and falls back on the 
obligatory rock-and-roll mythologizing as 
he recalls the early days of Kiss. “The 
band started as four street punks from the 





Bowery who decided to pick up guitars in- | 
stead of guns. I was just a kid off the | 
streets of New York trying to avoid getting | 


arrested for knocking off a drugstore.” 
He gets a little defensive when I point 
out the contradiction. “I see it all as me. 


What you see on stage is me, and this is | 
me on the phone. I’ll act differently with | 
my mother, and I’ll act differently with | 
you, but none of it is fake. They’re just dif- | 
ferent faces. Popeye had it right, ‘I am | 


” 


what I am and that’s all I am.’ 

The topic of his reputed business acu- | 
men, which he once put to use managing | 
Liza Minnelli, also elicits a practiced, de- | 
fensive retort. “Everybody uses words like | 


business and marketing, but all we did was | 


care enough to fight people who were try- 
ing to rip us off. If that’s good business, 
fine, but to me it’s the same thing as pro- 
tecting your home. Ironically, it’s not cool 
to be on top of things. It’s cooler to be a 
complete moron shot full of heroin with 
tattoos on your balls than to care enough 
to fight the crooks.” 

Yet Simmons seems most comfortable 
talking business, which he does with a 
thoughtful, almost professorial tone. He’s 
sized up the band’s fan base and found 
that it’s composed mainly of teenage boys 
who have probably heard only the last two 
or three records and a few assorted great- 


est hits, plus older guys who have been | 


buying every Kiss record since the ’70s. 


He also knows that “girls usually want to | 
hear more ballads, and guys want more | 


songs like ‘God of Thunder.’ ” 

Not surprisingly, Simmons isn’t likely to 
earn any PC awards. If he’s even aware 
that there’s something called “feminism,” 
he hasn’t given it much thought. As part of 
his plug for Kiss Konfidential, a forthcom- 
ing documentary, he brags about back- 
stage footage of “a girl who had the distin- 


guishing feature of being able to crush | 


beer cans between her tits.” 


When I ask how women react to him | 


these days, he misses the point and ex- 
plains that “pre-pubescent girls are intimi- 
dated by men, so they want these little 
hairless guys that look like girls with pants 
on. But when they grow up, they want 
something hairy and stinky. That’s my job; 
I’m a hairy stinky man.” 

Alive III is obviously designed to appeal 
to both sectors of Kiss’s male audience. 
It’s a 16-song pop-metal assortment of all 
the greatest non-ballad hits (songs like 
“Beth” are omitted) from each stage of the 
band’s career, including “Rock and Roll 
All Nite,” “Detroit Rock City,” and 
“Deuce” from the early years; a heavier, 
non-disco version of the mid-period “I 
Was Made for Lovin’ You”; and the recent 
crowd-pleasers “I Just Wanna” and the 
Spinal Tap-ish sing-along “God Gave 
Rock ’N’ Roll to You.” 

For the most part, Simmons is too on 
the ball to remind you of a Spinal Tap 
character, but in an earnest attempt to 
convey the hard work that went into Kiss 


Alive III, he strays into the realm of self- | 
parody. “When you do something that | 


works, it’s really tough to compete with 


yourself, and that’s in essence what we’re | 


doing. For us, it was a question of whether 
we had the balls to go in there to try to 
better Alive I and II. Because there’s noth- 
ing sadder than seeing a guy trying to do 


the same thing he was doing when he was | 


20. There are guys out there who have 
been doing the same thing and playing the 
same songs for 20 years and they’ve just 
become lounge acts.” 

Kiss Alive III is definitely rockin’ 


enough to appeal to young metal fans | 
weaned on the likes of Poison, and it | 
should keep Kiss out of lounges for at | 


least a few more years. The visceral excite- 
ment and reckless abandon that fueled 
Kiss Alive and Kiss Alive II is missing, but 
there’s plenty of Stanley’s classic between- 
songs dumb-ass banter, and as Simmons’s 
instincts predicted, it’s a great nostalgia 
trip for anyone who remembers hiding out 


in his bedroom as a kid, blasting the latest | 
Kiss record, and jamming along on a ten- | 


nis-racquet. Their serve. 
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TWO BASS HIT: 
OUT WITH JOHN VOIGT 


There is an indigenous improvising 
community based in Boston, distinct 
from the transients at the Berklee 


| College of Music. Bassist John Voigt 
| has been one of its mainstays for 
| decades, working with just about ev- 
| eryone who hasn’t yet moved to New 


York. He just played a three-night 
stand (May 5-7) with the improv 


| group Two Bass Hit at the Bookcellar 
| Café in Porter Square, and he left his 
| calling card: Outsider Bass, a solo CD 
| on the Moonfood label. Its idiosyn- 
| cratic aspect, down to the hand- 
| painted cover, points up the home- 
| spun nature of the scene, as does the 
| ambiance at the Bookcellar. 


Voigt just loves the bass, no doubt 
about it. (In one of the live dates, he 


| went into an extemporaneous, ironic 
| rap about how it reminds him of his 
| mother.) He climbs all over it, just 
| like a little kid on a hillside, looking 
| for new sounds to bring home. 


On his CD, ambitiously but justifi- 


| ably subtitled Extending Boundaries 
| of Composition & Performance, he 
| shows off some of the timbres and 
| techniques that have tickled his fancy. 
| He overdubs half a dozen takes of 
| percussive sounds on “In Homage of 
| Krupa” — pizzicato and pointillistic 
| bowed notes, 
| knocking on various parts of the big 
| resonant body of his instrument. (He 


as well as simple 


often plays in various ways with the 


| padded mallets used for timpani: 
| stroking the strings with the handles, 
| threading them in between the strings 
| for ad hoc koto effects, or just beat- 


ing on the strings or body.) 
He also excels at the delicate bow- 
ing that produces harmonics, piling 


| up great washes of multiply over- 
| dubbed lingering drones in the cryp- 
| to-New Age “Contemplation of a 
| Blue Egyptian Goddess.” But his 
| most idiosyncratic piece is unques- 
| tionably “Biker Bass: In Search of 


Heavy Metal,” where he simulates a 
fuzztone by slapping the strings hard 
against the fingerboard and employ- 
ing other excessive tactics — a glori- 
fication of headbanger flamboyance 
and energy that will no doubt pro- 
voke howls of outrage from jazz 
purists. (They may be mollified by the 


| pair of more conventional, and quite 


moving, solos that bracket the album; 


| they’re called “Intimations of the 


Death of Charles Parker.”) 

In fact, he so much enjoys the 
bass that he’s pleased to share the 
spotlight with another player: Two 
Bass Hit consists of himself and 
Craig Schildhauer as principals, with 
other improvisers sitting in. Schild- 
hauer, a bassist of the younger gen- 
eration who grew up listening to Al- 
bert Ayler and South African bassist 
Johnny Dyani, also brings an ex- 
ploratory intent to the instrument — 
bowing the parts of the string not 
normally played (on the “wrong” 
side of the bridge or his finger, or 
from underneath) to allow intervals 


and chords not possible with con- 


ventional technique. He also gets 
percussive sounds by rattling the end 
of the bow between the strings, to 
imitate the jangle of African folk 
harps, or by wrapping tinfoil around 


the neck or the tailpiece, which gives 
each note a little metallic rasp like a 
snare drum. 

Their guest musicians included 
both locals and New York players. 
On Wednesday, percussionist Syd 
Smart played traps (painted in intri- 
cate Coptic patterns) and reed player 
Ragib Hassan brought some Oriental 
shawms and folk flutes, for im- 
promptu snake-charmer music. 
Thursday’s set included cellists Gly- 
nis Lomon and Fred Lonberg-Holm 
— respectable players, but the pre- 
ponderance of strings: caused a ho- 
mogeneity that made it the least suc- 
cessful night in the series.

alto saxophonist Jemeel Moondoc

By the way, it’s good to find the 
Bookcellar Café hosting events like 
this. Heretofore best known for 
readings, storytelling, and the ram- 
bunctious “poetry slam,” this under- 
ground (literally) venue has been 
broadening its scope to embrace ex- 
periments in theater and music — 
sometimes combined, as in the 
monthly encounters of Debris, ar- 
guably Boston’s finest jazz-rock 
band, with zen comedian Dennis 
Downey. These events are free of 
chatge by store policy, and the at- 
mosphere is casual. And, for those 
who dislike going to bars to hear 
music, the strongest beverage served 
is coffee — though the Bookcellar’s 
version should be treated with re- 
spect.

hooksmanship holds up to any of her 
obvious influences. Kicking off with 
the Pistols-esque “Lucky Guy” and 
ranging through the number-one-hit- 
in-an-ideal-world “Everywhere | Go” 
to the “Be My Baby” of the ’90s “Ev- 
ery Single Thing,” the Muffs roll and 
tumble without an ounce of self-indul- | 
gence or silly soloing — the antidote 
to all of the new geetah heroes and 
Pearl Jams of the world who claim 
punk roots yet pose away shamelessly. 

Produced minus the digital-delay 
sheen that has wrecked or de-balled 
similar efforts, The Muffs raises the 
stakes for others to follow (miraculous, 
given that the band’s A&R men pro- 
duced the disc in tandem with the 
group). Real Kids fans, dig: the acoustic 
closer “All for Nothing” is the greatest 
John Felice song never written. Picture 
the Stones’ classic “Backstreet Girl” 
without a concertina and there it is. 

Live, the Muffs are a joyous mess. 
Shattuck and bassist/band sex sym- 
bol Ronnie Barnett crash into each 
other with a true vengeance (as for- 
mer girlfriend and boyfriend, it fig- 
ures they would), and drummer Criss 
Crass and rhythm guitarist Melanie 
Vammen hold down the beat as best 
they are able given the generally an- 
archic mode of stageplay. Gear- 
wrecking and feedback are the norm, 
more a la the Who than Nirvana. 
They are a lovable mess in presenta- 
tion and total aural chaos — hip- 
hooray! Who says pop and power are 
a combination of the past?

Rhythm diva 








Janet Jackson proves she’s 


still got the balls in the family

anet Jackson has enough atti- 
tude and enough class to be 
considered a first-rate pop 
diva. But at her best — at her 
toughest, as on the sinewy, 
almost feral Rhythm Nation 1814 — she 
shoots far beyond diva status. Too femi- 
nine to be an androgyne, too straight-talk- 
ing to be a cuddly girl singer, Jackson 
hardly even bears comparison with her 
brother Michael (she, after all, still has 


| balls). It’s almost as if she’d been born 


into the wrong royal family: she’s less a 


| princess than a Girl Prince. 





Jackson strikes a weird and delicate bal- 
ance between explicitness and utterly 
charming girlishness — she may not al- 
ways wear the pants, but she always rules 
the roost. Some of the tunes on her latest, 
janet. (Virgin), show her at the top of her 
game; others (mostly the ballads) get mired 
in a languid viscousness. But the reasons to 
love her are here: the super hooks, her 
pearlescent voice, the way, now and then, 
you hear an impish smile in her phrasing. 

And she’s still fearless. She navigates the 
treacherous territory of sexual freedom 
with her eyes wide open. Part of the time, 
she’s prancing and frolicking, demanding 
true love and great sex and refusing to set- 
tle for anything less. Other times, she’s 
overwhelmed by her runaway desire. (On 
“If,” she goes head to head with an eerie, 
groaning synthesizer that conjures a gap- 
ing maw capable of swallowing a pair of 
lovers whole.) 

But Jackson is in control, mainly because 
she wouldn’t have it any other way. She’s 
got great dance pop down to a science, but 
her records never seem too airy or flimsy. 
She knows when to add ballast, and on the 
dark, glistening orchestral piece “This 
Time,” she does it without falling into 
bombast (Jackson shares production credit 
on janet. with Jimmy Jam and Terry 
Lewis). Putting guest vocalist Kathleen 
Battle’s voice into the spotlight, Jackson 
sets it off as if it were a perfectly polished, 
inky-black jewel. Battle’s mournful, rip- 
pling solo serves as the emotional counter- 
point to Jackson’s steely resolve; it’s as if 
she were opening the floodgates that Jack- 
son had shut tight. “This time I’m not 
gonna stay/This time I must get away,” 
Jackson sings determinedly, letting Battle 


| carry the real emotional baggage for a few 


moments, before cutting the song off with 
a funny, chilly tagline: “You're dismissed,” 
she sneers, so derisively you almost expect 


| to hear the crack of a riding crop. 
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Jackson is even more fun when she for- 
gets herself, cutting loose and pirouetting 
through a song like a ballerina in her mo- 
ment of glory. That’s what happens on the 
percolating “Funky Big Band.” The num- 
ber is about how great pure sound is; even 
its rudimentary R&B horn lines can’t seem 
to contain their elation. And Jackson can 
be adorable without being fussy, seductive 
without having to turn on a neon “come 
hither” sign. “You Want This” rides on an 
impeccable groove, the perfect showcase 
for her supple, slinky phrasing. “If you 
want my future then/You better work it 
boy,” she sings matter-of-factly. She won’t 
lay down until she’s laid down the law. 


Most of janet.’s shortcomings — notably | 


the few inert ballads that drag down the al- 
bum’s second half — are easy to overlook, 
given the gorgeous luster of Jackson’s 
voice. But the album’s most frustrating mo- 
ment is its overt “statement.” “New Agen- 


da” sounds terrific; it’s just that the song | 


buys into the victim mentality that so much 
of Jackson’s music, by virtue of its sheer 


scrappiness, undercuts. At the beginning of | 


her 1986 mega-single “Control,” she de- 


clared, “It’s all about control/And I’ve got 


lots of it.” Now we get oversimplified, ham- 
fisted handbill copy: “Because of my gen- 
der/I’ve heard ‘no’ too many times/Be- 


cause of my race/I’ve heard ‘no’ too many | 
times.” Even in her lightest, catchiest pop | 
songs, she’s always maintained she couldn’t | 


be stopped by the word no. Her art speaks 
so clearly for her that this overwrought 
manifesto seems superfluous. 


“New Agenda” is obviously an apology 


of sorts — it’s a “serious” song working 


overtime to redeem an album that’s mostly | 


unadulterated, thrilling pop. But Jackson 
doesn’t need to make a major statement to 


be wonderful, and a neat surprise at the | 
very end of janet. proves it. The last song | 


(not listed in the CD booklet copy) is 
derivative fluff — a little wisp of a thing 
about working so hard that you can’t find 
time to get away with your friends. It bor- 
rows shamelessly from the tradition of 
’60s girl-group pop, and Jackson shades it 
with a rueful wistfulness, an acknowledg- 
ment that such simple pleasures are the 
first casualties of running your life accord- 
ing to a master plan. That’s what makes 
the song subtly daring, though Jackson 
virtually giggles her way through it. She 
may be girlish at times, but she’s never 


malleable. Even when she’s just kicking 


back and having fun, she’s got you 


wrapped around her little finger. J |

Dumptruck briefly pull 


| back into the fast lane

umptruck have become a 
legendary local band, for 
all the wrong reasons. Ev- 
eryone remembers their 
legal hassles, the years 
| they were contractually barred from 
| putting out records, the endless benefit 
| shows they had to play for themselves. By 
| the time they stopped playing regular gigs, 
two years ago, they’d become Boston’s 
| poster boys for bad record deals. 
| What’s really worth remembering is 
| the music Dumptruck made, and how 
they reached heights of moody, progres- 
| sive pop that weren’t often matched in 
| town or elsewhere. All four of their al- 
| bums (including the unreleased Days of 
Fear, recorded last year) marked them as 
rightful heirs to the Big Star tradition 
(with some Television, Gram Parsons, 
Richard Thompson, and other good 
things thrown in). Singer/guitarist Seth 
Tiven colored his songs in unusually 
dark emotional shades, without forget- 
ting that a good pop song still has to 
make you glad to be alive. Never part of 
any clear-cut scene, Dumptruck were a 


band whom sensitive introverts could love. 

This Saturday’s reunion show at the 
Middle East — featuring Tiven with long- 
time drummer Shawn Devlin and bassist 
Brian Dunton, plus second guitarist 
Michael Leahy — is bound to be a bitter- 
sweet occasion for fans: it’s the first 
chance they’ve had to see the band in 
more than a year, and it’s likely to be the 
last ever. Although the group never offi- 
cially broke up, Tiven acknowledges that 
their on-again, off-again existence isn’t 
likely to last beyond this weekend. 

“What’s happening next? I can’t really 
tell you, to be honest,” he said last week 
from his adopted home in Austin, Texas. 
“This weekend we’re all in the same town, 
so let’s play and have some fun. But we 
decided at one point that there was no rea- 
son to keep playing the same clubs over 
and over.” Besides, Dunton and Devlin are 
now full-time members of two other bands 
(Tackle Box and Helium), and Tiven’s 
been thinking of putting a new group to- 
gether in Austin. “I’d been holding off 
putting a new band together until I was 
sure that Dumptruck wouldn’t be doing 
anything together. At this point, that 
seems to be where it’s going.” 

Even before the legal nightmares began, 
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Dumptruck were no stranger to dramatic 
shake-ups. In 1986, just when their profile 
was at its highest, the band split down the 
middle, with co-singer/guitarist Kirk 
Swan taking off to Los Angeles after a 
nasty fallout (long since resolved) with 
Tiven. But the group rebounded overnight, 
bringing in guitarist Kevin Salem (now an 
emerging solo act and session guitarist) 
and switching to a one-singer/songwriter 
format. The album For the Country was 
made soon after, bringing in some darker 
moods and textures, and including the 
much-airplayed tracks “Island” and “Go- 
ing Nowhere.” Then the shit came down. 

The band’s music-biz misadventures 
have been well chronicled, but here it is in 
a nutshell. When their label Big Time 
Records was about to go bankrupt in 
1987, and Dumptruck’s contract was 
about to expire, the band were negotiating 
a lucrative deal with British PolyGram. Big 
Time owner Fred Bestell did a separate 
deal behind the group’s back, negotiating 
25 percent of the profits for himself. When 
the band cried foul, he sued them for mil- 
lions. It took two years before Dumptruck 
won the case (Bestell wound up default- 
ing), but those were two important years 
that the band couldn’t record in. By then, 
Dumptruck’s lawyers were very rich in- 
deed — and PolyGram had long been 
scared off. 

Meanwhile the band couldn’t seem to 
keep a steady line-up. Salem left just as 
the Big Time hassles were beginning; 
Gigolo Aunts guitarist Phil Hurley stepped 
in but didn’t want to leave his own band. 
Leahy joined for a few gigs, and Mary Lou 
Lord was aboard for a while. Even Kirk 
Swan came back for one show at T.T.’s; 
but finally they kept on as a trio. A 
brighter event was the entrance of Dun- 
ton, who was just out of the all-teenage 
pop group the Stingers. (In one of the 
great misprints of our time, the Phoenix ad 
that Dunton answered read, “Dumptruck 
seeks kiss-ass bass player.” One can only 
imagine some of the other guys who 
showed up. . .) 

So Dumptruck were free, but prospects 
weren’t looking as bright. The record la- 
bels had stopped coming around, and so 
had a lot of fans (the band oversaturated 
themselves by playing almost weekly to 
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cover their legal fees). Instead of pushing 
it further, they went into the studio on 
their own to record Days of Fear and got 
everything off their chest. 

Make no mistake, this ain’t a happy al- 
bum, but neither are essentials like Big 
Star’s 3rd, Automatic for the People, or any- 
thing by American Music Club. Tiven has 
always pulled his best songs out of dark 
emotional tangles, and that’s certainly the 
case here. More severe than any other 
Dumptruck album, Days of Fear largely 
avoids jangly pop numbers in favor of 
snarling rockers (“Parasite”), brooding 
acoustic numbers (“Better of You”), and 
long guitar workouts (“Waterwheel”). At 
times it’s downright scary, as on the omi- 
nous “Already Dead.” But “Coming Down” 
and the title track are close to the familiar 
Dumptruck sound, with bright pop 
melodies to offset the bitterness in the lyrics. 

The anger usually has to do with differ- 
ent kinds of relationships breaking down. 
“Pig Heart,” originally called “Fred’s 
Blues,” is specifically about their old pals 
at Big Time, and it’s six minutes of high- 
volume hatred (“The guitar solo was 
meant to be the sickest thing imaginable,” 
Tiven offers). “Giving Up” (“. . . on Amer- 
ica”) is an accurate take on the Bush 
years. “Better of You” and “Bad Day” take 
former friends to task; the latter is a de- 
ceptively catchy tune addressed to some- 
one who hasn’t yet figured out that his/her 
life is spinning out of control. | 

“A lot of it is just personal stuff, just me 
ranting and raving,” says Tiven. “I general- 
ly write more from being pissed-off than | 
from being happy — who needs songs like | 
‘Don’t Worry, Be Happy’ anyway? We had 
some poppier songs, but I didn’t like them | 
as much and that wasn’t what I wanted to 
emphasize. For me the main difference on 
this one is that we’d always been pegged as | 
a two-guitar band; this time we didn’t have 
to find two guitar parts on évery song, and 
that gave us room to try other things out, 
like mandolin and keyboards. There’s more 
extremes on the record, and that’s how it 
was meant to be.” 

Unfortunately, the album’s future. re- 
mains in doubt. Dumptruck can’t release it 
themselves, because they recorded it on 
spec and will owe big money to the studio 
unless a label backs them up. (They did 
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release “Parasite” as a single on their own 
Warped label last fall, backed with “Mon- 
ey,” one of those poppier songs that’s not 
on the official album.) And Tiven is well 
aware that most labels are looking for 
bands that are younger, trendier, and, of 
course, more naive. “Not to be totally slag- 
ging record companies, but it’s a lot easier 
to get younger bands to sign a deal that’s 
not advantageous to them. Younger bands 
usually feel like, ‘Yeah, I’m gonna get 
screwed, but I don’t care because I want 
the record to come out.’ And record com- 
panies know that.” 

Which isn’t to say that life sucks for 
Tiven these days. He’s married, he’s living 
in a cool city, and he’s starting to write 
songs again. His wife, Amy, is a violinist 
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who will likely be appearing with the band 
this weekend; the two have lately been 
playing duo shows around Austin. 

“Dumptruck didn’t make a big dent out 
here, so there isn’t a big recognition fac- 
tor, but that’s just as well,” says Tiven, 
who originally hails from Connecticut. “I 
swore I’d get out of Boston before I’d 
been there 10 years. I got out just two 
weeks shy of that.”

Nicest Upset: the cybertrendy D.D.T. 
were shut down by Facts About Rats, prov- 
ing that lowlifes who really mean it will 
beat a beautiful art-school project any day. 
Most Refreshing Band: the Jigsaws, who 
took some time-worn romantic-pop moves 
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and gave them a fresh, rockin’ spin. Least 
Refreshing Band: Sidewalk Gallery, who 
worked those very same pop angles in a 
way that smacked of cuteness and market- 
ing. Best Use of Seattle Influence: Grind, 
who played real tunes through clenched 
teeth. Worst Use of Seattle Influence: 
Twisted Roots, who had bigger guitars but 
sounded sludgy and self-important. 

Best Unfashionable Band: the Sextons, 
whose blend of heart, hooks, and power

hat meteor shower that casu- 
ally vaporized Comm Ave 
Monday night was INXS 
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topped by the state-of-the-art preening of 
frontman Michael Hutchence. Not only do 
many of the seven new songs they played 
at the Paradise have that same “What You 
Need”/“New Sensations” groove, they 
also share those songs’ penchant for an- 
themic, self-help exhortations in the lyrics 
(particularly “You Got That”). 

It’s no wonder innovations have come 
slowly for INXS. In recent years, they dis- 
covered ballads (“Never Tear Us Apart,” 
“By My Side”). On many of the new 
songs, they seem to have discovered minor 
chords, notably on the ravers “Days of 
Rust” and “Cut the Roses Down” and the 
ballad “Full Moon over Dirty Hearts.” 

They also seem to have rediscovered the 
pleasures of guitar noise. Pengilly picked 
up his saxophones only for some of the old 
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pounding away at a packed 
house at the Paradise. After 


same line-up, the Sydney sextet have de- 
veloped from a merely exciting live act into 
a force of nature. 

These days, INXS typically thunder 
away at stadium-sized crowds, like the 
70,000 or so screaming Londoners pre- 
sent at the Wembley recording of the 
band’s 1991 milestone live disc and video 
Live Baby Live. For the next few weeks, 
however, the band are making a whirlwind 
tour of North American clubs. 

It’s not that their popularity has de- 
creased so drastically, though last year’s 
album, the ambivalently titled Welcome to 
Wherever You Are, hasn’t sold quite as 
many jillions as its predecessors. Rather, 
the band ostensibly wanted to try out some 
new tunes from their forthcoming album, 
and returning to their club roots offered 
an intimate forum. (Perhaps the disap- 
pointing sales of Wherever do have some- 
thing to do with the tour; if the new album 
comes out this year, it’ll mark an unusually 
quick product turnaround for INXS, who 
usually go two to three years between new 
releases.) 

So what’s new about INXS and their 
new songs? Not much, really. Why should 
they abandon the hitmaking formula that 
has carried them for at least the past 10 
years — that stomp-clap-stomp-clap 
rhythm from drummer Jon Farriss, those

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hits; otherwise he and Tim Farriss offered 
a double-barreled power-chord attack. 
Coupled with the slower, slinkier, shuffling 
beat on some of the new songs, this guitar 
roar could leave them mistaken for Def 
Leppard the next time they play the are- 
nas. 

Maybe the back-to-basics sound is a 
sign that INXS are simply more relaxed. 
For one thing, Hutchence has stopped try- 
ing to be an Aussie Jim Morrison, a brood- 
ing messiah with a happy-face pin. On the 
club stage, the usually laconic singer was 
atypically chatty, alternately buttering up 
and taunting the audience (before the obli- 
gatory brace of old hits, he muttered, 
“This is the Disneyland part of the show”), 
dancing among the crowd, and showering 
it with endless bottles of Poland Spring 
mineral water. He’s toned down fis ag- 
gressively scruffy look of recent years to 
mere Chris Barron (of Spin Doctors) lev- 
el, making it easier for fans to get up close 
and personal and enjoy his teen-idol good 
looks. The rest of the band were similarly 
casual, especially the shirtless Jon Farriss, 
and Beers, who kept cool by wearing what 
looked like a short kimono. (Has Flea 
started a fashion trend among bassists?) 

Keeping cool was necessary, since one 
thing that was in excess was the tempera- 
ture in the club. The band apparently re- 
quested that the air conditioner be left off, 
so the hot lights and the wall-to-wall bod- 
ies turned the Paradise into an inferno. 
The band also brought an excess of sound 
equipment, extra stacks of speakers whose 
packing cases filled the M-80 club next 
door, and which were so loud that the 
high-end sounds (Hutchence’s voice, 
Pengilly’s sax, Andrew Farriss’s key- 
boards) were often lost in the mix. The ex- 
tra mixing console on the floor likewise re- 
duced audience standing (and breathing) 
space. One unexpected bonus of the extra 
gear, however, was the LED sign facing 
the band and the far side of the audience, 
which the sound man used to project the 
set list and the occasional off-color mes- 
sage to the musicians (“A true dickhead”; 
“Nice breasts”). 

Then again, maybe all the heat came di- 
rectly from INXS’s performance. The 
lucky few who attended certainly weren’t 
complaining. Q

Radiohead save their 


real outbursts for their music

hom Yorke can’t help feeling 
“very English” as he sits in 
the Capitol Records New 
York offices and begins a 
second day of interviews 
about his band’s Capitol debut, Pablo 
Honey. Apparently, the playfully volatile 
lead singer of Oxford’s Radiohead 
couldn’t contain his national temperament 
during a recent MTV interview that went 
awry. “I was trying desperately not to be 


| English about it and get stressed, but we 
| were sitting there like wallflowers, occa- 
| sionally answering these pointless ques- 
| tions. Finally, I really blew it by saying, 


“You get paid to do this, don’t you?’ They 
just decided they’d had enough of me.” 

That irrepressible lack of control makes 
Yorke a compelling and even charming fo- 
cal point on “Creep,” the first single from 
Pablo Honey. Against a spare backdrop of 
wispy, minor chords and a simple, steady 
bass/drum groove, Yorke puts up a gentle, 
poetic, almost too-precious front with 
earnest lines like “You’re just like an an- 
gel/Your skin makes me cry.” Self-pitying 
bitterness surfaces shyly at first: “I wish I 
was special/You’re so fucking special.” 
Then, after a few jolting bursts of distor- 
tion from Jon Greenwood’s guitar, the 
emotional dam bursts, unleashing a flood 
of crashing cymbals, churning guitars, and 
the pent-up frustration, as Yorke declaims, 
“I’m a creep/I’m a weirdo/What the hell 
am I doing here/I don’t belong here.” 

It’s the same potent combination of artic-

Rather than sinking into a depressing, 


| self-obsessed void, or simply feeling sorry 


for himself, Yorke and fellow guitarists 
Greenwood and Ed O’Brien let off emo- 


| tional steam with a liberating torrent of 


tuneful six-string chaos. Working from a 
base of two simple, strummed chords, 


| “Stop Whispering” builds to a blissfully

noisy climax of bent strings and tortured 
feedback. Yorke even finds some rock- 
and-roll redemption in the spirited DIY 
anthem “Anyone Can Play Guitar.” He 
can’t help injecting a little pointed, punk- | 
rock cynicism with lines like “Comb my 
hair/I wanna be Jim Morrison,” but. three | 
blasting guitars clear the sarcasm out of | 
his system for the soaring chorus: “If the | 
world does turn and if London burns, I'll | 
be standing on the beach with my guitar/I | 
want to play in a band when I get to heav- | 
en/Anyone can play guitar and they won’t | 
be a nothing anymore.” 

One of Radiohead’s biggest strengths | 
lies in the interplay of O’Brien’s “polite | 
guitar,” Greenwood’s “abusive guitar,” 
and Yorke’s “inaudible guitar.” Instead of 
bashing out a monotonous wall of sound, 
they build layers of gentle R.E.M.-ish 
arpeggios, meandering melodic hooks, and 
bristling power chords that intensify 
Yorke’s lyrical mood swings. Boston pro- 
ducers Sean Slade and Paul Kolderie, who 
have had plenty of experience with the 
frenzied grunge of Dinosaur Jr. and Buffa- 
lo Tom, help emphasize the stark 
soft/loud dynamics by keeping the verses 
spare and putting the edgy, overdriven 
guitar way up front in the choruses. 

According to Yorke, the band have intu- 
itively developed that explosive dynamic 
aesthetic in the six years it’s taken the five 
of them “to learn how to play. It took a lot 
of playing in front of only five people and 
the soundman to realize that it’s a good 
idea to go down to the absolute bare mini- 
mum and then scream like hellfire into the 
mike and bring things up again.” Over 
time, it became an intentional part of their 
songwriting style. “I come to rehearsals | 
with all these gorgeous little polite | 
melodies, and then we spend hours trying | 
to fuck them up. Everything gets buried in | 
chaos for a few weeks, and then we just 
sort of dig a song out from that.” 

After his recent MTV mishap, Yorke | 
seems a little concerned about the atten- | 
tion they’re getting for their debut. 
“Maybe we’re in a dangerous position be- 
cause we've released a first album that has | 
loads of faults, but it’s just our first album, 
and we’re going to make another one, and 
another one. I mean, the most exciting | 
thing about being a fan of a band is seeing 
how they change and get better. It may | 
sound boring and old and rock and roll — | 
and I don’t believe in rock and roll or any- | 
thing — but I think the only way to really | 
develop as a band and really express your- 
self is through touring, hard work, and by 
staying on the sidelines until you drift into 
the mainstream. And that doesn’t happen |

Radio worldbeatniks 
turn to the stage 
and a new CD

hese are tough times for the dreamers in the 
world-music biz. As promoters, producers, 
| and record companies scale back, you can 

hear plenty of grousing about the failure of 
| college and commercial radio to take up the 
| global-pop torch. 

Bucking that trend for two years now, Emerson Col- 
lege’s WERS has been spinning the multi-national discs 
from 2 to 5 p.m. every weekday on GyroScope — a de- 
lightfully chaotic dose of fresh air, wherein ragas and rum- 
bas rub elbows. In addition to showcasing music from dis- 
tant shores, GyroScope takes a global view of the local 
scene, featuring regular on-air performances from Bos- 
ton’s growing field of internationally inspired bands. Live 
| on GyroScope, a new CD compilation produced by the sta- 
| tion, compiles tracks from 10 local acts spanning Indian 
classical music, New Brazilian bossa, Zairean pop, jazz, 
and New Orleans R&B. To launch the CD, WERS is 
putting on a benefit featuring Shockra, Cosmos Factor, 
Teka & Paris, Wildest Dreams, and more, at the 
| Somerville Theatre this Friday, May 21.

GyroScope earns high marks for good intentions and a 
pioneering spirit. Its DJs need to do more homework — es- 
pecially on names and titles — if the show is to advance be- 
yond its giddy beginnings. Reading pho-ne-ti-cal-ly off the 
CD jacket doesn’t cut it, especially when the artist is sitting 
in the studio (and such greats as Carlos Santana, Angelique 
Kidjo, and King Sunny Adé have been). But even when the 
research pales, the music on GyroScope mostly burns, set- 
ting a high standard for local acts who would share the air- 
waves with their musical mentors and heroes. 

Live on GyroScope presents a grab bag of old and new 
sounds from Boston’s fast-changing world-music scene, at- 
testing to healthy developments in the Hub. The now-de- 
funct Haitian band Batwel Rada open up with the percussive, 
groovy “Plyie.” Time-tested Brazilian outfit Teka & Paris fi- 
nesse punchy neo-samba on “Dinora,” which offers the com- 
pilation’s best vocal performance. On the fusion side, Wildest 
Dreams deliver slick, politically correct worldbeat on “Peace 
Planet.” And for those who favor meditation, Indian-music 
explorer Warren Senders sings a slow, smoky alap, the non- 
rhythmic improvisation that opens most raga performances. 

One track can’t tell any band’s whole story, but a couple 
of these are misleading. Ibrahima’s World Beat play blister- 
ing Senegalese pop, but their “Jaramah Allah” is reggae — 
albeit splendid reggae, featuring the CD’s most artful gui- ,} 


(Full disclosure 
note: I played in Rumbafrica when this track was recorded, 
so I will refrain from “reviewing” it.) 

Some bands get undersold on this CD. “Kuwaiti Dance” 
offers only a stilted example of the ethereal, moody jazz ex- 
plorations you normally expect from A La Modal. And 
Shockra’s “Untitled” merely hints at the powerful funk this 
band can kick out. “Haver Haver,” on the other hand, 
faithfully conveys the 3 Mustaphas 3 side of Cosmos Fac- 
tor: free-blowing guitar and horn solos over a Middle East- 
ern slink. The one remaining track, Slide’s “Junko’s Part- 
ner,” comes from the same musical universe as Little Feat 
and the Meters, a fact that says plenty about GyroScope's 
wide-eyed vision of world music. =

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Pops swaps 


John Williams prepares to pass 
the baton — but to whom?

he Boston Pops’ $200-a-seat 

gala season-opener was a 

love-in to John Williams, 

who is leaving the Pops at 

the end of his 13th season. 
There were congratulatory messages print- 
ed in the program from major dignitaries 
(like the president) and videotaped regards 
from major celebrities (like Steven Spiel- 
berg and Itzhak Perlman). 

Two movie stars associated with Williams 
made personal appearances: Richard Drey- 
fuss (who confessed that his very first film 
appearance was a walk-on in the Williams- 
scored Valley of the Dolls) and Christopher 
Reeve (Superman’s powers, he admitted, 
would be greatly diminished without the 
music). There was a sweet biographical 
documentary (did you know that Williams 
once used to be called Curly?). 

The most memorable event was the 
| screening of a medley of wordless scenes 

from Jaws, Star Wars, E.T., Superman, and 
Raiders of the Lost Ark, with Williams and 
the Pops providing a living soundtrack: 
music of unbearable tension (that young 
| girl out for a lonely moonlight swim) or 
| music that lifted you off the ground and 


sent you soaring with E.T., Luke Skywalk- 
er, or Superman. Dreyfuss introduced a 
scene from Jaws to illustrate how empty it 
would feel without music. Then Williams 
and the orchestra accompanied. 

Oddly, the volume level of the live music 
interfered with the dialogue, and in some 
respects the scene actually worked better 
without the heavy musical underlining 
(this also occurred when Seiji Ozawa con- 
ducted Prokofiev’s Alexander Nevsky with 
the BSO under the Eisenstein film). 
Williams has, of course, added a lot of film 
music to the Pops repertoire. These clips 
suggest that in the future, if the technical 
problems can be ironed out, more use 
could be made of film at Pops. 

Michael Dukakis reminded us that 
Williams composed a fanfare for a presi- 
dential campaign. “If only the campaign 
were run as well as the music was written,” 
the ex-governor mused. Then his father-in- 
law, Harry Ellis Dickson, conducted the 
fanfare with percussion solos by a group 
“otherwise known as the Temptations”: 
Dukakis (gong), John Kenneth Galbraith 
(bass drum), and Ray Flynn, deftly missing 
the beat with each crash of his cymbals. 

The real musical guests showed the 
range of Williams’s interests. Opera star 
Jessye Norman, who has recorded two al- 
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bums with Williams, sang Jerome Kern’s 
“All the Things You Are,” with Williams at 
the keyboard: She forgot a few words, and 
since this was being taped for TV 
(WGBH, July 9), she wanted to give it an- 
other try. As she was relearning the words 
off stage, she left Williams alone painfully 
alone on stage to ad-lib. Ten minutes later, 
a chastened diva returned with the words 
firmly in place and the style far more inti- 
mate and natural. Later in the evening, the 
Queen of Soul, Aretha Franklin, and some 
of her own musicians let loose with some 
greatest hits (a particularly percolating 
“Freeway of Love”). Too bad the vocal 
royalty couldn’t collaborate. 

Everybody loves John Williams. His

You Are” suggests how much more still 
needs to be done to clean up the pop and 
show-music repertoire (at least Williams 
brought in John McGlinn for several 
evenings of authentic Broadway material). 
The poor balances and horrible big-band ar- 
rangements that made it so hard to hear the 
heavily miked Aretha indicate that the Pops 
still hasn’t figured out how to present rock. 
What Williams has done best is to be his 
own modest, understated, and appealing 
self.

After the 
death of the irreplaceable Arthur Fiedler, 
he extended the Pops’ lease on life. No 
wonder the BSO trustees are so reluctant 
to let him go.

But what’s he achieved in 13 years of 
Pops? He’s been an adequate conductor, 
maybe more of a technician than his prede- 
cessor (his trumpet section is in better shape 
than the BSO’s).

Corigliano’s Promenade Overture are among 
the few likely ever to be played again). De-

Kidder did not, however, announce the 
next Pops conductor. Speculation has cen- 
tered on John Mauceri, who is absent this 
season (perhaps his own busy schedule 
didn’t permit a visit).

A 
new director, though, might be willing to 
take bigger risks. The Pops still feels that 
one of its functions is to make popular 
music more respectable.

xxx Eric Leeds, THINGS LEFT 
UNSAID (Paisley Park). Pop 
jazz? Isn't that the kind of stuff 
Kenny G (ugh) plays? 

Well, it doesn't have to be. For 
proof, check out Eric Leeds, for- 
mer saxophonist for Prince. Every 
tune here is melodic and accessi- 
ble, yet the sappiness level stays 
low. That's partly due to Leeds's 
sharp, no-nonsense playing, which 
is just as hot as it was on Sign ‘O’ 
the Times. 

It also has something to do with 
his formidable arranging skills. 
With the exception of a limp cover 
of Tears for Fears’ “Woman in 
Chains,” Things Left Unsaid 
bypasses the expected, searching 
out fresh and interesting sound 
combinations. For example, there 
are the cool flute-flagelhorn-sax 
harmonies on “Isla Mujeres,” the 
cascading horn intro to “Agua- 
dilla,” the mournful baritone sax 
and accordion commentary on 
“Soldier's Things,” and the rapid 


| riff that gets tossed from instru- 
| ment to instrument on “Yaounde.” 


Leeds's obvious love for funk 
and Latin beats keeps the tempos 
hopping — listen to the percolating 
grooves on “Time's Gift” and

| Saint). For much of this CD, saxo- 
| phonist Freeman can't figure out 


where to take the material. His 


| indecision is accentuated by 


Waldron’s pared-down focus. The 
pianist’s simplicity — his repeti- 
tious arpeggios and meaty chords 
— demands equal conciseness 
from his partners. This makes 
Freeman's tendency to ramble 
and to vacillate between Coltrane 
and Rollins mannerisms stand out 
in high relief. On “Battleground,” 
he resorts to lots of notes, throws 
in some extended techniques, 
switches to lyrical simplicity, but 
can't muster them into a coherent 
statement. 

After he settles down, he and 
Waldron make some compelling 
music. On “Aftermath,” Freeman's 
freewheeling Coltrane-inspired 
scales mesh tightly with Waldron’s 
hypnotic ostinatos; their interlock- 
ing lines work more like simultane- 
ous soloing than solo-with-accom- 
paniment. And the concluding 15- 
minute workout on Freeman's “Up 
and Down” builds to several cli- 
maxes. Italian soprano Tiziana 
Ghiglioni joins the duo for a fragile 
version of “My One and Only 
Love” and an evocative, wordless 
vocal on “Hiromi.”

**x* Miranda Warning, 
TWELVE SPEED POP BLENDER 
(Presto!). There’s not much you 
can say about a three-minute, 
punk-pop song: either it grabs you 
in the first 60 seconds or it 
doesn't. Miranda Warning leader 
Ad Boc comes in just under the 
wire, pulling the album's first hook 
at the 57-second mark, when “Not 
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his repetitious arpeggios and meaty chords 


Our Place” slides into a neat chord 
change and a near-anthemic cho- 
rus. That's all it takes to make you 
start caring about the everyday 
angst that Boc tends to sing about: 
whether it's watching a relation- 
ship misfire, feeling adulthood 
knocking down your door, or hav- 
ing a subway bum give you a dirty 
look because you threw him only a 
quarter. The musical settings are 
just upbeat enough to bring 
momentary reassurance, never so 
peppy as to keep the words from 
ringing true. 

Modesty rules in this band, 
sometimes to a fault. Boc’s vocals 
are as unaffected as they come, 
the guitar sound is rough and 
basic, and the production is reso- 
lutely no-frills (save for the suc- 
cessful use of a female harmony 
voice on a few tracks). After three 
albums in this format, I'd be curi- 
ous to hear them hang a slightly 
fancier production on Boc’s materi- 
al next time around.

**xx* Moving Targets, TAKE 
THIS RIDE (Taang!). After their 
flawless and ambitious debut, 
Burning in Water, Moving Targets 
faltered while guitarist/songwriter 
Kenny Chambers divided his 
attention between Bullet LaVolta 
and other projects. Take This Ride 
makes up for lost time by zeroing 
back in on a potent blend of raw 
emotions, searing melodic guitar, 
and tightly wound grooves. 
Chambers sounds more deter- 
mined than ever amid a storm of 
ringing open chords on the 
anthemic first track “Last of the 
Angels” (“We're the last of the 
angels/We just keep trying"), and 
bassist Pat Leonard and drummer 
J. Arcari lock into a fierce, pound- 
ing rhythm. Another fast-paced 
punk-style anthem, “Reason To 
Believe,” powers through a stri- 
dent, cathartic chorus reminiscent 
of Mission of Burma, and the com- 
bination of crisp, bass-driven vers- 
es and explosive, repeated one- 
line choruses gives “Drown It Out” 
the same dynamic kick as some of 
Nirvana's greatest hits. “A 
Thousand Times” finds a more 
relaxed, listener-friendly setting for 
a tuneful mesh of gritty guitar and 
pleading vocals, before the band 
blast into the thrashing “Unwind.”

**1/2 Digable Planets, REACH- 
IN’ (A NEW REFUTATION OF 
TIME AND SPACE) (Elektra). 
Butterfly, Ladybug, and Doodlebug 
trip across at least five decades of 
music in a sonic quest that takes 
them through a delightful panora- 
ma of styles. Blending au courant 
hip-hop-isms with ultra-ambient 
cool-jazz elements and dizzying 
doses of psychedelia, they create 
a sound that’s both retro and 
state-of-the-art. 

“Jimmi Diggin’ Cats” seems a 
manifesto of sorts — they sum- 
mon the spirit of Jimi Hendrix, who 
revels in their refutations. “Paci- 
fics” rolls along on a rock-solid, 
sauntering bass line underpinned 
with jazzy riffs while male and 
female voices spin a serpentine 
narrative that wraps around 
rhythms reverberating in a cloud of 
smoky beat cool. “Rebirth of Slick 
(Cool Like That)" is a svelte rap 
built on a strong bass lead striding 
amid tasty horn riffs that unfurl 
with uncanny timing. And so the 
dreamy stream-of-consciousness 


flows, becoming at times almost 
too diffuse to follow. Ultimately it 
all falls right in line with the exis- 
tentialist sentiments that direct the 
Planets’ musical movement.

**1/2 Patty Loveless, ONLY 
WHAT | FEEL (Epic). Loveless 
has always been one to cozy up to 
the hard truth, and that's how it 
was when, in the midst of record- 
ing Only What | Feel, she had to 
undergo emergency throat sur- 
gery. The result is the sound of 
someone glorying in the power of 
her own voice. On songs like 
“Nothin’' But the Wheel,” she 
blends the intimate twang of 
Loretta Lynn with the torch vuiner- 
ability of Patsy Cline, skimming 
the cream off the top of these 
divas’ styles, mixing them into her 
own frothy concoction. It's the 
sound of grief tempered by 
resiliency. This song, though a 
true country downer, is ultimately 
imbued with triumph and survival. 
“Blame It on Your Heart,” on the 
other hand, burns up the dance 
floor, Loveless singing playfully to 
slick country-band back-up. It's a 
throwaway hit for sure, but a hit 
nonetheless. Tipping her hat to the 
timeless, haunting music of the 
Carter Family, Loveless aches with 
sincerity on “You Don't Know How 
Lucky You Are.” With Alison 
Krauss on backing vocals, the 
song is spacious but chilling — 
and authentic. And though the 
material on this album is uneven, 
Loveless makes the best of it by 
mining the rich colors out of her 
Kentucky-lush voice.

**1/2 Sunscreem, Og (Colum- 
bia). What a great album of soft- 
core techno and danceable bar- 
band pop this debut would be if 
only Lucia Holm could play the 
imperious diva instead of a copy- 
cat. Alas, she steps to the mike 
wearing a bit of Alison Moyet’s 
hoarseness and a lot of Annie 
Lennox's hauteur — inappropriate 
references for rhythms this breezy 
and fast. | suppose “You can make 


me dance to order/My sex hung, 
torn, and quartered” and “We can 
turn water into wine/As fathers 
rape their daughters” (from “Love 
U More”) say something about 
sexual violence in the Year of the 
Woman — so why not Say it clear- 
ly? Instead Sunscreem let over- 
reaching verse boggle all the 
magic out of their swirling, sweep- 
ing rhythms. 

That magic does work wonders 
in “Walk On,” “Release Me,” and 
“Pressure,” in which Holm lets the 
moonbeam melody frame her 
words. And it triumphs in “Doved 
Up,” “Portal,” and the definitive 
“Perfect Motion” — instrumental 
techno at its most petite. What's 
more, this is techno that the band 
perform on guitar, drums, bass, 
and keyboard instead of the digital 
tape trickery most DJs use to 
design techno's progressions.

** Leatherface, MUSH (Seed). 
If the Police were hyperactive, 
aggressive, and depressed, they 
might have sounded a bit like this 
sour punk band from England. 
Leatherface’'s songs are powered 
by frantic drums and unswerving, 
charging-moron bass lines, mak- 
ing for a fairly ferocious — if 
monotonous — bottom-line. Bitter, 
melancholy lyrics are shouted over 
a pair of scuzzy guitars aiming to 
add depth to the standard hard- 
core rhythm section. 

At best, the fuzz-washed gui- 
tars weave almost delicate tex- 
tures. Occasionally they even rise 
out of the ghetto of generic four- 
chord punk, as in the grim “Win- 
ning” and the mournful “Not a Day 
Goes By.” In both songs, the 
vocals and playing co-exist, 
instead of competing (as they do 
on much of the album). Overall, 
the guitarists weave their distortion 
well, and the singer really barks. 
But the problem with Leatherface 
isn't that they aren't entertaining; 
it's that they aren't terribly original.

*** Cordelia’s Dad, HOW CAN 
| SLEEP? (OKra). With fuzz, feed- 
back, and steady, assertive drum- 
ming, Cordelia's Dad do traditional 
hymns, murder ballads, and sea- 
faring songs the way our forefa- 
thers never heard them. Still, 
bassist Tim Eriksen singing “Am | 
born to die?” in his high, plaintive 
voice creates a haunting mood of | 
a bygone century's attitude toward 
death's hovering specter. 

Like Boiled in Lead’s similarly | 
morbid metal/folk fusion, Cor- | 
delia's Dad glide with surprising 
ease from the electric-guitar blaze 
of “Delia” to an acoustic-guitar/ 
vocal arrangement of the gore- 
drenched love song “Sweet 
William,” and then to the bare- 
bones banjo-driven ghost tale 
“Little Margaret.” The New Eng- 
land whaling song “Shallow 
Brown” cuts away layers of sound 
midstream for a few quiet lines, 
then retrieves its decibels when 
producer Dave Schramm’'s last 
wailing lap-steel-guitar notes sym- 
bolize a black slave’s angry 
teardrops. 

Merging grunge and weathered 
folk without sacrificing either 
genre's soul or integrity requires 
finesse. But you can expect 
finesse from a garage trio whose 
name is a sly allusion to King Lear.
